Richmond, Va., October 4.—(Special.)— 
The special grand jury appointed to 
probe into- municipal corruption ad- 
journed today without finding any fur- 
ther indictments. 

They, however, made a report to Judge 
5. B. Witt, of the husting court, mak- 
ing recommendations in certain matters 
and severely criticising certain methods. 

Mayor R. M. Taylor comes in for a 
severe overhauling because he will take 
no notice of any affairs affecting the 
city’s interests unless brought officially 
directly to his attention, and because of 
the want of cordiality between him and 
the heads of departments. 

The report condemns the practice 
which permits corporations to “employ 
legal counsel from among members of 
the city council, declares in favor of 


the paving trust which exists between 
Messrs. Weinbrunn, Gasser and Gude: 
The report says: 

‘We have not been able to get evi- 
dence that this money was used in di- 
rect bribery, but tactics were adopted 
which were almost as reprehensible, cer- 
tainly as effective in securing votes in 
the: council and preventing an unbiased 
determination of such propositions. How 
powerful such influences might be can 
be best understood when your grand 
jury tells you that the evidence .before 
them demonstrated that over $200,000 was 
used ‘in this indirect way through . xva- 
rious channels in securing one franchise 
only, ese promoters would distribute 
this money, reserying, of course, the 
lion’s share for themselves, to the pre- 
cinct, bosses, or such men in different 
precincts aS were supposed to be infiu- 
ential with voters, and, for that reason, 
also influential with members of the 
council, whose election they would claim 
to have secured or largely promoted.

Priest and 
Morton Jourdan—sighed his appeal bond 
for $25,000, securing his release until the 
term of court commencing Monday. Ear- 
ly in this term Snyder will be sentenced 
and motions made for appeal and a new 
trial filed, . 

The close of the trial was marked 
by incidents of no less absorbing in- 
terest than those of Thursday, when the 
story of Snyder's colossal boodle trans- 
actions and wholesale purchases of coun- 
cilmen was revealed on the witness 
stahd. 

During the final pleading of the case 
the court room overflowed with specta- 


tors.

Vienna, October 4.—Professor Adolph 
Lorenz, with his assistant, Dr. Fritz Muel- 
ler, is to perform an orthopedic opera- 
tion on Miss Armour. His fee for the 
journey will be 100,000 kroners.

Professor Lorenz has been summoned to 
Chicago in the case of Lolita Armour, 
the little daughter of Mr. and Mrs. J.

Not in @ Position To Ask for 
Protection, 


Boston, October 4.—Senator Cabot 
Lodge tvok the opportunity, at a meet- 
Ing of the Essex Club today, held to 
ratify the recent state nominations, to 
make a notable speech, dealing with the 
coal situation, and also with tariff re- 
vision. He expressed earnest sympathy 
with and sympathetic support for the 
president in his efforts to end the coal 
strike and confidence that the party 
would be with him in whatever further 
steps he might take. Continuing, he 
sald: 

“With the matter in the position in 
which it now is, I do not wish to say 
what I think at this instant of the 
merits of the case, as presented to the 
country this morning, after the contfer- 
ence in Washington. 

“T feel rather strongly in regard to 
the attitude taken by some of the con- 
ferees, but I do not think it is the part 
of wisdom, while the matter is still pend- 
ing, to inflame feeling or aggravate the 
situation, which is bad enough; bu} there 
is one thing which I think we can all 
say, and that is. that the president of 
the United States has acted in a man- 
ner which all Americans, without re- 
gard to party, approve. 

“The president will not let the matter 
rest where it is. Aside from any eco- 
nomfc question, the coal companies of 
Pennsylvania do not today stand in a 
position where they can ask for protec- 
tion, even if they needed it. I think it 
is a painful illustration of the wisdom 
of what the president has been saying 
in various speeches in New England 
and elsewhere in regard to the necessity 
of some government supervision or regu- 
lation of what are commonly called 
trusts.

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BODIES CUT. TO PIECES 
AND BURIED. IN BASEMENT 


Lime Had Been Thrown on the Bodies 
To Hasten Decomposition. 
Scores of Bodies Are Miss- 
ing from the Indian- 
apolis Cemeteries. 


Indianapolis, Ind., October 4.—Sensa- 
tional developments came to light late 
this afterfoon in the investigation of the 
wholesale grave yard robberies that have 
occurred in this vicinity during the last 
few months when detectives unearthed 
ten bodies in the.cellar of the Medical 
College of indiana, 

A gang of ten negroes were arrested 
several days ago, chafged with the ghoul- 
ish work, and their leader, Rufus Can- 
trell, has, since nis arrest, conressed to 
many of the robberies, and informed the 
authorities that other gangs have been 
operating in cemeteries in this and ad- 
jeining counties, and that many of the 
robberies accredited to his following have 
reAlly been committed by others. 

In fact .according to Cantrell, central 
Indiana has been furnishing cadavers to 
many colleges tn this section of the coun- 
try, nearly all procured through the 
ghoulish work of his and other gangs. 
People who have recently buried rela- 
tives in the various cemeteries are great- 
ly excited and since the developments of 
the last ;ew days many graves have been 
reopened to see if the casket had been 
tampered with. ' investigation in many 
of these causes has revealed empty cas- 
kets. The work was so cleverly handled 
that not until the last shecvelful of earth 
was removed from the .boxes and the lid 
raised were dodies found to be missing. 
Every medical college in this city has 
been thoroughty ‘séarched for the stolen 
bodies, but to WO cvail. , 

Six bodies were:-found im a pickling vat 
at the medical college of Indiana, the 
officials of this institution proving they 
had been lawfully obtained, and aasert- 
ing that there were no other bodies about 
the buildings. 

Today detectives. went to the college 

with a search warrant to look for the 
body of Wallace Johnson, which had been 
stolen from the grave in the Ebenezer 
cemetery, northeast of the city. The col- 
lege officials were reluctant to allow them 
to make the search, claiming the warrant 
had not been served upon the right 
parties. The detectives, however, insti- 
tuted a rigid search of the building, and, 
as a last resort, raised the floor in the 
cellar. Digging here, in a short time, 
they found the remains of ten bodies. An 
attempt had been made to destroy the 
remains with lime. 
The college officials are very indignant 
at the latest phase of the situation, and 
claim the bodies unearthed today are 
those of subjects dissected by the students 
of last year; that some of them are ca- 
davers which were in the dissecting room 
when the building was burned several 
years ago. The detectives claim the 
bodies have been but recently buried, and 
that evidence of quick Hime its very ,ap- 
parent. The bodies are of both men and 
women, but are in such a. state that 
identification is impossible. Search for. 
the stolen bodies will be continued.

Baltimore, October 4.—Cardinal Gibbons 
today furnished the following as his 
views on yesterday’s conference between 
President Roosevelt, the coal operators 
and President Mitchell:

‘that was not to be, and my disappvint- 
ment that the conference has proved 
without fruit is acute.” 

Vest Fears Serious Trouble. 
, Senator George G. ,Vest, of Missouri 
who is in this city for the treatment of 
his eyes, in an interview today referred 
to the coal situation as follows: 

“T see no solution of the situation nuw 
since Mr. Baer and his friends have taken 
the arrogant stand they have. I am 
afraid we are going to have some of the 
most serious trouble the country has ever 
known, if the thing is not settled soon. 
‘When men see their children freezing 
@nd no food in sight, there is no telling 
what may happen. 

“As to the talk of an extra session of 
tee agra I see no prospects of relief in 
that direction, but I think tee members 
of both parties*in the house and senate 
should stand by the president in any 
reasonable solution of the question he 
may offer.’’ 


Coal Advances in New York. 

New York, October 4.—Retail coal deal- 
ars in this city expressed great disap- 
pointment today at the result of yester- 
@ay’s conference at Washington. An- 
thracite coal is scarcer than ever before 

‘'fn this city, some yards being entirely 
without coal. 

The failure of the conference has re- 
sulted in the reestablishment in the price 
of $8.50 a ton for soft coal. Pending the 
result of the conference yesterday, the 
bituminous operations were in a state 
of anxiety, the price which had mutually 
agreed to keep at the same figures, broke 
sharply from $8.50 a ton at 9 o’clock to 
$7.75 at 11 o’clock and to $5.75 at 2 p. m.

NO FEDERAL TROOPS 
FOR STRIKE REGION 


Washington, October 4.—(Special.)—It 
may be stated on the highest authority 
that President Roosevelt does not intend 
to pay any attention to the demands of 
“Divine Right’’ Baer and his associates 
to send federal troops to the mines in 
Pennsy!vanfa. 

“Arbitration beats the bayonet,” is the 
president’s reply to Baer’s demand, and 
today this happy expression is being re- 
peated all over Washington. 

President Roosevelt has not exhausted 
his efforts to end the strike. It is pre- 
dicted that his programme will be: 

First, an appeal to Governor Stone to 
take action by calling an extra session 
of the legislature to pass some sort of 
arbitration measure. 

Second, a call for an extra session of 
congress. 

Third, military control of the mines, 
opening up the operations under martial 
law and throwing the whole strike ques- 
tion into the courts,

Washington, Uctober 4.—A final effort, 
with the hope of success, is to be made 
to end the coal strike. It has been dis- 
cussed py the pres:dent and some of his 
acivisers today, and, while the idea is 
still in an uncompleted state and the 
final result still uncertain, yet it offers a 
method which now seems to be the only 
solution of the probiem. 

The suggestion is made that President 
Mitchell, of the. United Mine Workers, 
may be able to have the men now on 
strike return to work in order to avert 
the impending disaster which a fue] fam- 
ine will cause and that at as early date 
as possibie there shall be a complete in- 
vestigation by the national legislature 
and by the state legislature of Pennsyl- 
vania into the anthracite coal situation 
with a view of bringing hefore the pub- 
lic the facts and conditions of the miners 
with a view to legislation or recommenda- 
tions for relieving the condition of the 
the near future. 

While it is not absolutely pos- 
sible to guarantee such an in- 
vestigation there is little doubt that rec- 
ommendation by. the. president and the 
executive of Pennsy!vania would be 
promptly acted upon by congress and the 
Pennsylvania legisiature. 

Just hcw Pre#ient Mitchell will view 
this suggestion carnot be stated, but it 
is known that he and others tully real- 
ined, after statements by the presidents of 
the coal roads yesterday, that there is 
jittie hope ot securing any adjustment 
with the operators by which the people 
ot the country may be supplied with coal 
It iS thought Presifient Mitchell will con- 
fer with his essociates, and if they can 
determine that the mine workers may he 
fully as much benefited by the course 
suggested as by continuing the strike 
and causing the widespread suftering 
which ‘js sure to follow a deadlock, it !s 
expected that. negotiations will be opencd 
with a view to carrying out the new 
proposition.

No Extra Session. 

There will be no call for an etra ses- 
sion of congress to deal with the coal 
strike situation at this stage. The presi- 
dent expressly stated in his appeal to the 
operators and repreeentatives of the min- 
ers yesterday that he did not act offictal- 
ly in calling them togefmer. 

In his view the matter is again one

There is disappointment 
that the effort of the president met with 
no better success, but it seems to be the 
opinion of those who are cognizant of 
the situation that the administration can 
do no more, 

Mitchell Will Continue Strike. 

President Mitchell and the other mem- 
bers of the anthracite miners’ party who 
attended yesterday’s conference left 
Washington at 10:50 today over the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad for their head- 
quarters at Wilkesbarre. Before board- 
ing the train Mr. Mitchell said that 
probably soon after his arrival in 
Wilkesbarre he would issue directions 
to the miners how to proceed. 

“Do you feel,”’ he was asked. ‘that 
public sentiment will sustain you in con- 
tinuing the strike?” 

“Tt certainly must do so, after the re- 
sult of yesterday’s conference,” he re- 
plied. ‘“‘We are confident that we have 
the sympathy of every workingman in 
the country, and we will have the finan- 
cial support of most of them” 

“Is the outside contribution sufficient 
to relieve present distress?” 

“T can’t state the exact amount, but 
so far we have been able to relieve all 
cases of absolute want, and we expect 
the contributions to increase in volume. 
We feel quite confident of being able to 
continue the strike through the winter, 
but we shall regret very much to have 
to do so, not only on our own account, 
but on account of the public. Indeed, 
if only the interests of the miners and 
the operators were concerned, the strike 
would be of comparatively little general 
importance.” 

Charge of Lawlessness. 

Mr. Mitchell referred to the charge of 
lawlessness made by the coal operators 
in the conference yesterday, saying:

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SHIP TRUST BUYS 
COAL IN ENGLAND 


New York, October 4.—At 
the offices of the J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., this statement was 
given out today by Mr. Steele, 
of the firm: 

“It was learned today that 
the International Mercantile 
Company has arranged to 
purchase in England 50,000 
tons of the best domestic fuel 
coal for immediate transpor- 
tation to this country. This 
coal, as well as more, if re- 
quired, will be here to relieve 
any suffering or scarcity that 
may exist among the people 
or in the public institutions.” 
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strike. We challenged the statement on 
the spot, and I volunteered to tender my 
resignation then and there if it could 
be proven that there had been twenty 
deaths all told from violence since the 
inception of the strike. 

“The proposition was not accepted. 
The truth is that there have been just 
seven deaths, and three of those were 
caused by the coal and iron police em- 
ployed by the mine operators. The 
trouble is that these men never go to 
the mines, and they accept without ques- 
tion all the representations made to 
them.”’ 

Coal Trains on Sunday. 

Roanoke, Va., October 4.—The follow- 
ing official statement was given out at 
the general offices of the Norfolk and 
Western railw:@y today: 

“Instructions have been issued to run 
coal trains on Sunday through the state 
of Virginia, and elsewhere, in order to 
expedite the shipments of coal for the 
relief of communities and interests suf- 
fering and imperilled for the want of 
fuel, and these coal trains will continue 
to run on Sunday during the existing 
coal famine.”’ 

General Manager L. E. Johnson, of the 
Norfolk and Western, was seen in refer- 
ence to the above and stated that this 
was necessary on account of the unusual 
demand upon them for coal, and, as 
stated in the order, that communities 
and interests of various kinds are in se- 
rious danger of suffering from a coal 
famine. The laws of the state prohibit 
the running of freight trains on Sunday, 
but as this is an unusual condition the 
action of the railroad will not be con- 
strued into a violation of this law, as it 
is clearly in the interest of the best in- 
terests of the state. 

Mitchell and Roosevelt’s Plan. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., October 4.—President 
John Mitchell, of the miners’ union, ar- 
rived at. strike headquarters tonight. 
There was a large number of persons 
at headquarters waiting to see the miners’ 
chief. 

President Mitchell was shown the As- 
sociated Press dispatch from Washington, 
to the effect that it has been suggested 
that the miners return to work, and that 
congress and the Pennsylvania legisla- 
ture investigate the conditions prevailing

New York, October 4.—The anthracite 
coal railroad presidents arrived here from 
Washington on a special train today. E. 
B. Thomas, chairman of the board of 
the Erie Railroad Company, who repre- 
sented that company at the conference 
with President Roosevelt at Washington 
yesterday, said today: 

“There is nothing to add 
ment issued yesterday in 
Our proposition certainly provides a 
tribunal which affords the miners every 
possible protection; but we cannot be ex- 
pected to turn the conduct of property

‘which involves the interests of such a 


large number of people over to the con- 
trol of an irresponsible and illegal asso- 
ciation and place the lives and property 
of our loyal employees at their mercy. 
Our offffer affords every opportunity for 
fair and liberal treatment, with appeal 
to an impartial tribunal free fom the in- 
fluences of the bituminous coal combina- 
tion.- Our forces of men are increasing, 
and we produced yesterday over 4,000 tons 
of coal.”’ 

President Truesdale, of the Lackawanna 
road, had nothing to add to the statement 
submitted by him to the president at 
Washington yesterday. He believed, he 
said, that it was not the intention of the 
authorities to call out the federal troops. 

Fowler on Mitchell. 

President Fowler, of the New York, 
Ontario and Western, said: 

“It is not unlikely that the public may 
jump at the conclusion that Mr. Mitchell 
offered to resume operations immediately 
in order that the suffering public might 
be relieved at once. I think it worth while 
to call attention to the fact that Mitchell 
offered at yesterday's conference to make 
an agreement ‘for not less than one year 
nor more than five years, as may be mu- 
tually determined.’ Now, the point & 
wish to make clear right here is this: 

“Mitchell cannot order an immediate re- 
sumption of work, because the by-laws of 
the United Mine Workers declare that 
such a proposition must first be sub- 
mitted to a convention of its delegates. 
That cannot be done in less than two 
weeks’ time. That much notice, I am 
told,‘1s called for in the by-laws. 

“The public will observe that there is 
& great difference between resuming work 
immediately and resuming work at the 
end of two weeks. In a word, Mitchell’s 
proposition has a string to it. Moreover, 
how do the operators know that Mitchell 
can control his men? Didn’t they go back 
on him at Hazelton two years ago when 
he ordered them not to strike? 

“The trouble is that there are two sides 


to the fight—the responsible side and ak 


irresponsible one. The operators stan 

for something; the miners are in a posi- 
tion to draw out of any agréement their 
leaders may make. It {s impossible to 
make a binding agreement with Mitchell.” 

Mr. Fowler was asked about the report 
that a certain law of the state of Penn- 
sylvania provided that directors of the coal 
carrying roads and of coal mining com- 
panies should not be of the same persons. 
He said that that law did not affect the 
situation as far as his companies were 
concerned, as the road simply carried the 
coal after it was mined, and that the 
companies that mined it turned the coal 
over to the railroad to carry for them, 
and because, further, the directors in the 
mining companies were not directors in 
the road. 

David Wilcox, vice president of the Del- 
aware and Hudson, emphatically denied 
that the operators ever had said there 
was nothing to arbitrate, and he explain- 
ed what he meant by citing the Debs 
case at the conference with the president 
at Washington yesterday. 

Magnates and Arbitration. 

‘The coal operators,” said Mr. Wilcox, 
‘made it very plain that they were using 
every effort to produce coal. That if 
full protection was furnished by the law- 
ful authorities the production would in- 
crease very rapidly, and that the obstruc- 
tion of such production was due to the 
methods set on foot by the United Mine 
Workers, whose representatives were 
present. Still further it is constantly 
asserted that the operators have said 
that there was nothing to arbitrate. This 
statement is absolutely without founda- 
tion. On tne contrary, in the conference 
yesterday the operators made a sugg 
tion looking to arbitration of future diffi- 
culties which would be entirely just and 
practicable. This was that if the men 
would return to work, in case there should 
be any grievances at any colliery and 
the employees and employer should be 
unable to agree in reference to the dif- 
ference, it should be settled by the judges 
of the court of the common pleas of the 
district in which the colliery is located. 
This would place the ultimate decision of 


any such difference in the hands of the |

We wish to place 
an additional emphasis on the fact that 
the new south is today the most enter- 
prising part of our country, and the sec- 
tion of most promise for the future, It 
is an.old story to us who have long 
breathed the air of progress in these 
Southern states, but it is a story which 
is adding new chapters every day, and 
those new features are the ones we must 
Spread before the world. The coming 
great exposition offers the golden oppor- 
tunity for this publication, and that is 
why the southern states are enthusiastic 
in furthering its Interests, and insist upon 
being most-prominently identified with 


its~conduct.” 


The words are those of Colone] John 
H. Averill in his address dedicating the 
site of the South Carolina building at the 
world’s fair grounds in St. Louts last 
Wednesday. His was the most notable 
utterance of the great three-day gath- 


ering in the Missouri city this week. He 
gave crystallization to the sentiment that 


filled tif breasts of all the southerners 
on the grounds, and his ideas were echoed 
and reechoed by all the orators who 
followed him in the- representation of 
the southern commonwealths. 

The week just passed has been the 
first ceremonies of national importance 
in connection with the Louisiana Pur- 
chase exposition. From Sunday night 
until Friday morning St. Louts has held 
within {ts gates a host of visitors of a 
character probably never equaled in this 
country before. Senators, congressmen 
and executive officials from Washington 
were here in the name of the national 
government; a dozen governors and scores 
of legislators represented the state sov- 
ereignties; and in the ranks of the many 
world’s fair commissions from the states 
were the commercial and industrial lead- | 
ers of the nation. Every walk of prom- 
inence had a representative participating 
in the rites. Leadership was we one pre- 
vailing characteristic. The leadérs of pri- 
vate life mingled with the leaders of 
official circles in numbers never seen be- 
fore and that was what made the gath- 
ering unique. The occasion was worthy 
of the visitors anid the ceremonies were 
suited to the occasion. The great wide 
wooded plateau at the southeastern end of 
the world’s fair grounds was apportioned 
among the various states, and under the 
massive trees the grounds were formally 
given over to the establishment of a min- 
lature republic. Orators of national) re- 
pute gave expression to the. thoughts 
which the moment inspired. The states 
sent the men who had led in their home 
development to take possession of the 
alien spots which are to servé as the 
home headquarters in 1904. 

The plots were transferred in accord-

ance with the usages of the old common 
law, with the rites of the feudal days 
of England. It was necessary in the times 
of the English barons to have an actual 

manual delivery in order to perfect a 
transfer of real estate. The grantor and 
the grantee would go upon the land with 
witnesses and the former would hand the 
latter a clod of earth or branch from‘a 
growing tree to mark the change of pos- 
session. The process was called enfeoff- 
ment or delivery of seisin. On the world’s 
fair grounds the same form was followed. 
but a tasteful flag of spotless white silk 
was used as the emblem in place of the 
twig or handful of earth. The officers 
of the exposition company and the na- 
tional commission would gather around 
the flag that had been previously im- 
planted in the soll, and the commission 
from the state to which the plot was 
assigned would approach !t from a dis- 
tance. After an introduction and ex- 
change of greetings, Directors of Works 
Taylor would hand the flag to the chatr- 
man of the commission and the latter 
would call upon the appointed speaker 
to dedicate the site. It was a concep- 
tion of a simple and poetic nature, and 
the dignified demeanor of the partici- 
pants brought out the full import of the 
actions. Thousands of sightseers throng- 
ed the grounds during the functions and 
a number of bands filled in the time oc- 
cupied by the marches from one location 
to another. All the sites were not dedl- 
cated, as some of the states had not of- 
ficlally authorized action on their part, 
but Maine joined with Texas and Louisi- 
ana with Washington in furnishing tes- 
timony of the fact that every portion of 
the union was interested. 

Wednesday was the most important day 
of the ceremcnies. SThe delivery of the 
South Carolina site opened the work of 
the day, and the impressive speech of 
Colonel Averill] infused unbounded en- 
thusiasm into the spirits of those who 
heard and took their inspiration from 
him. ‘The state was given one of the 
choice spots of the tract. It lies within 
a stone’s throw of the government bulld- 
ing, is next door to North Carolina and 
New York, and faces on one of the prin- 
cipal avenues. Across the way from it 
stands Uhio, and the closest building on 
the east is the large building that Il- 
linois is to erect with an appropriation 
second only to Missouri in size. The 
spot was eagerly sought for by some of 
the other states, and even on the night 
before the dedication Oklahoma almost 
succeeded in raving it deeded to them. 

Later in the morning of Wednesday 
Mississippi came into its local posses 
sions on the cther side of the New York 
building. ‘he fag was given into the cus- 
tody of Dr. Quinn, of the Mississippi 
commission, and the dedicatory address 
Was delivered py Chairman KH. H. Henry. 
It is the first time in the history of the 
state that a ftullding is to be erected Dy 
it at an international exposition, and Mr. 
Henry dweit upon tnis point as an evi- 
dence of the sisterly interest all the south 
telit in the exposition. Mississippi will 
model its local headquarters~ after the 
design of the home of Jefferson Vavis, at 
Beauvoir. i1t will stand facing the east- 
ern drive over the plateau, with its rear 
windows looking out on ‘the gardens of 
Forest park, the chief beauty spot of Bt. 
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Louis. Arkaisas end Wisconsin will bs 
on either side of it, and Kansas will be 
opposit2 it on the other side of the drive. 

‘the ncme or Andrew Jackson wil] be 
reprod.uced in the formation of the Ten- 
ressee fulliding at the fair. ‘he site was 
accepted for the state by Major E. C. 
Lewis, the persona: representative of the 
governor. ‘Ine K3ynote or his address 
was the statement that Jackson’s home 
should be a roint for pilgrimages at the 
exposition, because his defense of New 
Orleans had made the retention of the 
Louisiana territory possibile. The bulld- 
ing will face tne principal southern drive 
of the platcau, and will have for its 
neighbors Alabama, indiana, Michigan 
and Massacusetts. ‘he handsome pal- 
ace of the fraternal association will ad- 
join it on the west, and as this is to be 
the rallying point of all the fraternal or- 
ders and asscclatious of the country, it 
trill be one of the liveliest spots on the 
grounds. 

Ihe commissioners ‘and visitors were 
deeply impressed with the natural. beauty 
of tne region whicn has peen yiven over 
to the states. It is the old woodland ter- 
rftory of Forest park. Giant trees abound 
on every side and pleasant paths wind 
atout the spots where the buildings will 
stand. Quietude and peace seem to hov- 
er eternally through these shades and the 
district is ideal for resting. it 1s @ place 
where weary sightseers of the big show 
can withdraw trom the fantare of the 
bands and the giare of the decorations 
and restore their strength in cool envi- 
ronments beneath roots. they can call 
their own and on ground that.is tempo- 
rarily within the’ jurisdiction of their 
own peopie, heey 

Many of the state delegations made im- 
mediate provision for the erection of their 
buildings before leaving the city, and it 
is expected that quite a. number will be 
under roofs before the snow files. The 
fair is to be dedicated next April, and 
some of the state homes will be hospita- 
bly open when these fetes take place, 

The board of lady managers completed 
their organization and arranged to begin 
their work. Considerable disappointment 
was felt in the refusal of Miss Helen 
Gould to accept the presidency of the 
bcard, but she declared that her. engage- 
ments would prevent her acting 1n such a 
wide reaching capacity. The president 
elected—Mrs, James lL. Hiair—does not en- 
joy the national prominence of the New 
York millionairess, but hnere in St. Louis, 
where she is Known, she is believed to 
possess an abundance of those executive 
and diplomatic qualities which won fame 
for Mrs. Potter Palmer in Chicago.

GEORGIA’S TOTAL PENSIONS. 


More Than $7,000,000 Paid Out 
Since the State Began 
the Work. 

Since Georgia began the payment of 
pensions to her disabled and indigent 
soldiers and widows of soldiers there 
has been paid out of the state treasury 
for this purpose the large total of $7,290,- 
622. This sum includes the first appro- 
priation made for artificial Himbs in 1866 
and the $30,000 recently given to the 

rs Home. 
a first appropriation made was $30,- 
for the purchase of artificial limbs 
od veterans in 1866. After that no ap- 
propriation was made for pensions until 
after the adoption of the constitution of 
w@7l. The first pensions under the new 
law were paid in 1880, only to disabled 
soldiers. None but disabled soldiers 
were paid pensions until 1892, when 
widows were put on the roll at $100 each. 
The year following the widows’ pensions 
were reduced to $60. In 1896 indigent 
soldiers were added to the list, and in 
1902 indigent widows were also put on 
the rolis. The first pensions paid in 1880 
were for five years. This period was af- 
terwards changed to three yearn, and 
soon after the payments were made an- 
nually. The following table, made up 
yesterday by Captain “Tip” Harrison,

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CITY MISSIONARY WORK

ON AN EXTENIVE SCALE 


EVERAL days ago, there was or- 

ganized in Atlanta the Baptist City 

League, which is to have charge 
of mission work covering the whole city 
for this denomination. 

The main work of the league will be a 
rescue mission, to be established on or 
near Decatur street, with a chapel, lodg- 
ing room and dining room, where men 
in hard cifcumstances may find tem- 
porary homes and be helped to earn a 
living. 

The. committee in charge of this work 
is composed of Rev. John E. White, 
chairman; Dr. W. W. Landrum, Rev. 
John E. Purser and J. F. Cooledge. 

About a year ago a committee was ap- 
pointed by the Baptist ministers of At- 
lanta to take the matter into considera- 
tion, but nothing was done until recent- 
ly. In.the meantime, Dr. Len G. Brough- 
ton conducted work along this line for 
the Tabernacle. Not long ago he proposed 
to turn over this work to the. Bap- 
tists of the city, and the matter came 
up for discussion at a ministers’ meet- 
ing. 

At that meeting the Rev. John F. 
Purser, who had been prominently iden- 
tifled with the rescue mission in New 
Orleans, described its methods and re- 
sults and so enthused the ministers that 
it was determined immediately to push 
the work of the organization of the At- 
lanta Baptist City League. Dr. W. W. 
Landrum, who was one of the founders 
of a similar work in Richmond, heartily 
advocated it here, as did Mr. White, of 
the Second church, and others. 

The Baptist churches of Atlanta have 
raised a subscription of $100 per month 
to sustain the rescue mission work, and 
the merchants have been asked to con- 
tribute an equal amount. Most of this 
amount has been subscribed, and there 
is no doubt that the other $10 will be 
made up by the merchants. 

The expenses of the rescue mission will 
be considerably above $200 per month, 


fe It 4s Delieved the institution may 


be made partly self-sustaining, as was 
done in New Orlea 

The plan is to take in wayfaring men 
of any class and condition who may 
be in need of homes, and endeavor to 
find them employment, giving them in 
the meantime clean and comfortable 
beds and wholesome ‘meals. 

These men, if sick, will be furnished 
treatment in a hospital, which it is hoped 
will be attached to the institution. Those 
who are able to work will be employed 
in supplying coal to citizens, in cutting 
and hauling wood, working in flower 
gardens, and doing odd jobs about the 
houses of those who are friendly to the 
mission. By pursuing this plan the New 
Orleans mission was almost self-sutain- 
ing. 

The religious work will, of course, be 
an important feature. In the chapel 
connected with the mission there will be 
gospel services every night in the week. 
Being located on Decatur street, the mis- 
sion will naturally reach a large class 
of men who, ordinarily, seldom attend 
church service. 

In this way the Baptist churches of 
Atlanta hope to place their work in touch 
with the masses and reach every class 
of society. In a word, they propose 
doing a good deal of the work which has 
heretofore been left almost entirely to 
the Salvation Army. 

Dr. Purser recently came to Atlanta 
from Opelika, having previously served 
a church in New Orleans, where he took 
an active part in the Baptist rescue mis- 
sion of that city. 

He has taken a deep interest in this 
work, and is throwing all his energy and 
enthusiasm into it. 

As pastor of the West End Baptist 
church, he has already won a host of 
friends, and within the three months of 
his pastorate, the church has already 
provided a fund for a pastorium, and the 
house is now approaching completion.

AT BLUE CREEK 


Operations Will Not Be Sus- 
pended.on Account of 
Strike Order,

Birmingham, Ala., October 4.~Notwith- 
standing the intention of the United 
Mine Workers to suspend operations at 
Blue Creek Monday, work will be con- 
tinued by at least part of the force em- 
ployed in the mines, 

Of the six hundred men in the Blue 
Creek mine more than 100 are opposed 
to the policy of the unfon in calling a 
strike on account of the $1 assessment 
and will continue at work. The recal- 
citrant miners, those who object to hav- 
ing anything deducted from their wages, 
are gathering recruits daily and it is 
said the union officials are unable to 
whip them into line. These men have 
no sympathy with the strike and say 
if the company will open the mines they 
will return to work. : 

A force of deputy sheriffs will be 
sent to Blue Creek Monday morning to 
guard against interference with the men 
who go to work. , 
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B. & O. Providing Cheap Coal. 

A late issue of The’ New York Herald 
announces that the officials of the Balti- 
more and Ohio are making a very prac- 
tical effort to relieve the coal situation 
in Baltimore. 

In order to provide the poor of the 
city with cheap fuel the road has made 
arrangements to carry 50 car loads of soft 
coal from western Maryland, West Vir- 
ginia and Pennsylvania into Baltimore 
every day. This coal is to be retailed 
at the uniform price of $4 per ton. 

This action on the part of the Balti- 
more and Ohio will doubtless add greatly 
to its popularity in Baltimore, and is 
considered by railroad men generally 
one of the most enterprising efforts ever 
made by a railroad. 


Daily Train to California. 

The management of the Santa Fe an- 
nounces that daily service of their pala- 
tial train, the California Limited (now 
semi-weekly), will be resumed early in 
November between Chicago, Los Angeles 
and San Francisco, and the time sched- 
ule will he somewhat shortened. Being 
the seventh season, it needs little adver- 
tising among regular patrons who have 
contracted the Santa Fe habit anq won't 
gO any other way, but for the benefit of 
those travelers who are going to Cali- 
fornia for the first time this year or who 
have never seen the land of enchant-

Identified with Early Growth. 


THE FUNERAL OCCURS TODAY 


Mir. McConnell Was 86 Years Old at 
the Time of His. Death—Was a 
Confederate Veteran and a 
Member of Pioneer So- 
ciety of Atlanta. 


In the death of William McConnell, At- 
Janta lost one of her most prominent and 
influential citizens, and a man who prob- 
ably more than any one was identified 
‘with the early development of the city. 
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WILLIAM McCONNELIL Plonecr 
Citizen ofr Atianta, Whose Death 
Uccurreda Friday Morning. 
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With the exception of Dr. S. T. Biggers, 
he was the oldest living Atlantan, being 
86 years old at the time of his death. 

Mr. McConnell was born in Jackson 
county, Georgia, November 2, 1816. Hfs 
father was ‘one of the most prominent 
politicians of his day, for a number of 
years representing his county in the 
Georgia legislature. He was one of eight 
sons, all of whom were influential citi- 
zens. 


Mr. McConnell moved to Atlanta from: 


Canton, Ga., in 1849, while it was still the 
village Marthasville. Immediately after 
_j;hhis arrival he began to play a prominent 
!part in the development of the town, and 
‘was one of a number of the pioneer 
citizens who saw the magnificent future 
in store for Atlanta. . 

He was a contractor, millwright and 
bridge builder, and there are few of the 
early important improvements in the town 
with which he was not in some way con- 
mected. He wdS the contractor and 
builder of the Broad street bridge, the 
first bridge to be put across the rail- 
roads. For a number of years he was the 
oincial contractc 


Fort McPherson, 

While he never ran for a public office 
during his life, yet he was one of the 
most influential politicians in this part of 
the state during the early part of his 
life. He assisted his father, who was in 
the legislature at the time, in removing 
the Cherokee Indians from Georgia. 

When the civil war opened he organ- 
ized one of the first companies to go from 
this part of the state, and was captain 
ef this company during the war. 

He was a man of wonderful strength 
of character, and of indomitable will. He 
was of a modest and retiring disposition, 
but a strong and faithful friend. He 
was one of the pioneer members of the 
First Methodist church. 

Mr. McConnell is survived by six of 
his ten children—Mrs. Anthony Murphy, 
(Mrs. L. E. Gresham, Mrs. C. Jerome 
Simmons, all of this city; Mrs. C. W. 
Jones, of Birmingham, Ala.; H. I. McCon- 
nell, of Gainesville, Ga., and H. H. Me- 
Connell, of Anniston, Ala. 

The funeral of Mr. McConnell will take 
place at 3 o'clock this afternoon at the 
fhome of Anthony Murphy, in West End.

NEW TRIAL DENIED 
JAMES ALBKANDER 


Negre Charged With Taking Pay Offi 
cer’s Funds Must Suffer, 


JUDGE NEWMAN’S OPINION 


Declares That Language Complained 
of by Alexander’s Attorney Was 
Noted at.the Time of the 
Occurrence—Says Evidence 
Was Sufficient. 


In the case of James Alexander, the ne- 
gro who, while acting as a servant for 
Major Stevens, paymaster of the United 
States army, was arrested and afterwards 
convicted for theft and embezzlement, 
Judge William T. Newman yesterday 
handed down an opinion refusing a new 
trial. 

It wfMl be remembered that it was in this 
motion for a new trial that the counsel 
for the defense, Johnson and Malone, 
negro lawyers, took exception to the 
ianguage used by Assistant District At- 
torney Bell, claiming that the language 
used in his address to the jury was cal- 
culated to prejudice the white men of the 
jury against the prisoner on the ground 
that he was a negro. 

In his opinion refusing a new trial 
Judge Newman stated among other things 
that the only real gfounds urged were 
that the verdict was not supported by the 
evidence, and that the assistant district 
attorney in concluding his argument to 
the jury usee improper language. 

The first ground was not considered 
merttorious by Judge Newman, in that 
the jury found the defendant guilty, and 
to this he statej that in his opinion the 
evidence was sufficient to support that 
finding. As to the improper language, 
the attention of the court was called at 
the time the expressions were uttered, 
and the court stated to the jury in the 
most emphatic way that the language 
was improper, and should not have been 
used. No further action by the court was 
requested, and no exception whatever 
was taken; on the contrary, the defend- 
ant’s counsel seemed entirely satisfied 
with the action of the court at the time.

On the contrary, he believed that if it had 
any effect at all, it was against the prodse- 
cution and in favor of the defendant.

TO HAVE BIG MEETING OF 
COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS 


As Secretary of Southern Board He 
Labors for Local Taxation for 
Support of Educational In- 
stitutions in That State. 

Other News Notes. 


Montgomery, Ala., October 4.—(Special) 
Rev, Edgar Gardner Murphy is due at 
home the next week,. an annouricement of 
especial interest to every one who takes 
un interest in education. As executive 
secretary of the Southern Educational 
board, he had barely opened his office 
here and held one meeting to inaugurate 
the work, when his health required him to 
geek a cooler latitude, and he has beén*

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east all summer. Of course he has not 
been idle along the lines of his under- 
taikng, for he has been in touch with 
those who are backing the new move- 
ment and has done something in the way 
of furthering the organization and per- 
fecting details. 

It had been the intention to have a 
great meeting here last spring of all the 
county superintendents of education and 
other school officers, as well as teachers, 
and start the campaign in a vigorous 
way. But it was concluuded to wait un- 
til fall, and presumably the holding of 
this delayed meeting will be gbout the 
first thing Mr. Murphy will take up when 
he comes home. It is well understood 
that among the aids or spurs designed for 
furthering education in the state the 
Southern board will promote the adop- 
tion by the counties of local taxation 
provided in the new constitution. This 
will méecessarily have to go over, how- 
ever, until after the meeting of the 
next legislature, which will have to pro- 
vide the machinery under which elec- 
tions on the subject can be held. After 
that is done it is the purpose to get the 
counties started by offering substantial 
inducements in the way of duplicating 
any funds raised by the tax. Of course 
that could not be done in all the coun- 
ties, but the first ones to take advantage 
of the law will be the beneficiaries. Per- 
sons of a speculative turn of mind are 
wondering if the counties will be tumb- 
ling over each other to get the expected 
aid. 

Nurseries Short on Young Trees. 


Talking about thea remarkable increase 
in the number of fruit trees in the coun- 
try hereabout, Mr. Dawson, the oldest 
dealer in this section, reports a great 
shortage in the supply of young trees at 
the nurseries. He thinks that most of 
those in stock have been sold to retail 
agents through options, and the nur- 
series themselves are turning down or- 
ders. 

The short supply is accompanied by a 
large demand and the agent who used to 
scour the country for little orders now 
turns away the buyer empty handed. The 
nursery business has been developed on a 
large scale in north Alabama for many 
| years ang a start has been made in south 
Alabama. It is apparent, however, that 
the field is still open for indefinite en- 
largement, and it is an exceedingly in- 
viting one. As illustrating the growth of 
the demand Dawson says that ten years 
ago less than 5,000 trees were sold in this 
market in a season. An agent would 
jump at the chance to sell twenty-five 
trees to one man, 

This season he estimates that not less 
than 50,000 trees will be sold here, and 
an order for 1,000 froin one grower is com- 
mon. Many of the wealthy men who live 
in Montgomery and own plantations out 
in easy reach are putting out large or- 
chards. "Of course, most of the demand 
here is for peach trees, though many 
plums are sold. 


Politi¢s at Low Ebb. 


Notwithstanding the activity of the re- 
publicans in north Alabama, politics was 
never more. stagnant here than it is 
at this moment. The new constitution 
seems to have abolished politics so far 4s 
the black belt is concerned, and the peo- 
ple here are disposed to look serenely at 
the struggles in the white counties. It 
used to be that some of the white county 
democrats did not exert themselves as 
they might, feeling sure that whatever 
betided the black belt would take care 
of the election. And so it did, with what- 
ever majority was needed. But that day 
is past, and the belt can cast but a small 
vote at best. The time has come when the 
democracy of the white counties will 
have to be up and doing. There seems now 
to be an active campaign on in this dis- 
trict, but very little of it will be seen or 
felt in the only two black counties, Mont- 
Eg@~m'tTy and Wilcox. Mr. Sternfeld, re- 
puc.ican nominee, expects to get his votes 
mainly from the old populist element in 
the six white counties of the district, 
which stretch unbrokenly from Mont- 
gomery to the gulf. Colonel Wiley, can 
count on a practically solid vote in the 
two black counties, although there is 
some danger in them of an exceedingly 
light vote. 


Dispensary Is a Live Wire. 

The really live wire of Alabama poli- 
tics seems not to be the new lily white 
republican party, but the dispensary. 
While the new constitution expressly for- 
‘bids loca} legislation on every other sub- 
ject it just as expressly left the legisla- 
ture untrammeled on the regulation of the 
liquor traffic. Thus the new legislature 
will have its same old power to estab- 
lish prohibition, dispensaries or any other 
thing the members may wish. 

The growth of the dispensary senti- 
ment is one of the most remarkable de- 
yelopments of the time, and there is hard- 
ly a community in the state where there 
is not more or less agitation of the sub- 
ject. It has been so stoutly maintained 
that while they were good things for 
small places they wouldn't do for cities, 
that an opinion got abroad that the lat-

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Every State in the Union Will Be Represented, with an Estimated Attendance 
of 2.500«-Will Be in Session Four Days--Railroads Give Reduced 
Rates--Agricultural Exhibits. 


Macon, Ga., October 4.—(Special.)—The 
Farmers’ National Congress, the most 
representative agricultural body that 
meets anywhere in the world, will con- 
vene in annual session at Macon on next 
Tuesday, October 7, and will be in‘ ses- 
sion for four days. BEvery state in the 
union will be represented by delegates, 
and some. states will send very large 
delegations. There will be honorary del- 
egates in addition to the regular dele- 
gates, who will take part in the de- 
liberations of the bady. 

It is estimated there will be 2,500 del- 
egates from all parts of the United States. 
Georgia will be well represented. Gov- 
ernor Candler has named fifteen delegates 
to the congress, four from the state at 
large, and one from each congressional 
district. These delegates will take active 
part in the deliberations of the congress, 
but in addition to these he has ap- 
pointed one thousand honorary delegates, 
from: five to ten being named from each 
county in Georgia. 

The fifteen delegates named by the gov- 
ernor are as follows: Walter B. Hill, 
chancellor of the state university; R. 
J. Redding, director of the state experi- 
ment station; G. M. Ryals, of Savannah; 
Thomas G. Lawson, of Eatonton, from 
the state at large. First congressional 
district, Robert Daniels, of Millen; sec- 
ond district, R. F. Crittenden, of Shell- 
man; third district, Pope Brown, of 


opponents of the dispensary, and they 
are in uncertainty now. where it will 
develop next. Birmingham was at the 
beginning the head center of the agita- 
tion, and great meetings were held there 
and a great propaganda promised, but it 
died down with the defeat of the bill then 
pending and which was championed by 
Dr. Cunningham, then senator, and now 
destined to preside over the senate as 
lieutenant governor.

YDur- 
ing the great fight for a state dispensary 
in 1899 before the legislature, the people 
of Montgomery became wrought up, and 
themselves held some overflowing meet- 
ings. The same thing’ is more than 
threatened for the coming winter. 

Every effort has been made by the party 
managers to keep the question hidden 
out until after the election, an& if the re- 
publican promise of a damgerous oppo- 
sition had materialized they would nave 
succeeded. But with the case made plain 
that the republicans are running a bluff, 
the dispensary advocates refuse to wait 
and are at work on public sentiment now, 
getting reday for the meeting of the leg- 
islature. 


Book Trust on the Carpet. 

Another matter that is getting up in a 
live way, is the book trust. Just at this 
time everybody with children ig buying 
school books, and the trust is pinching 
hard. The newspapers are showing their 
teeth, and the. figures impress with un- 
usual force a people who have just part- 
ed with what the papers are telling them 
is about twice too much. One of the 
most memorable lobby fignts ever made 
pefore an Alabama legislature was on fhe 
uniform text book bill during the session 
of 1900-1901, when two of the Independent 
book concerns championed the bfll and 
the book trust fought it single handed 
and beat it. The then Governor Samford 
backed the bill, and there was Both a 
voluntary and a paid lobby on that side 
composed of some of the leading men of 
the state. The bill was gotten through 
the house and was beaten by a scratch in 
the senate. That there will be another 
fight Over it no one can doubt who reads 
the papers and hears the people growl. 


Jelks Will Not’ Meet Smith. 

No one in Alabama imagines for a mo- 
ment that Governor Jelks will accept the 
invitation of J. A. W. Smith, republi- 
can nominee, fo a joint canvass of the 
state. In the first place, this canpaign 


of the republicans, except in’ a few dis- 


tricts and counties, is tentative, just 
to test whether they really have a party 
and to see what they must do to build up 
one hereafter. 

To accord them a joint canvass would 
be a distinct assistance to them in get- 
ting before the people in a forcible and 
high way, would give them a cerfain 
standing they haven't got, and material- 
ly aid them in many ways. And this 
without regard to how the discussions 
themselvés might terminate as between 
the individual speakers. However badly 
their speakers might be worsted, the re- 
sult would be the same. If, on the other 


hand, their stumpers held their own, the 


democrats would have done just that 
much more in preparing the way for a 
contest of serious proportions next time. 
The republicans have all to gain, the 
democrats take the only risk in such an 
arrangement, and however strong public 
sentiment. here maybe in favor ef a re- 
spectable white opposition party powerful 
enough to compe! fair elections and the 
like, the democratic party managers are 
satisfied with it as it is.

King Leopold of Belgium’s 
Promise To Visit Us Is 
Worthless. 


FAKENING OF THE EYES 
TROUBLES KING EDWARD 


Famous German Expert Gave Them 
a Thorough Examination and 
Pronounced Them in No 
Danger—Duke of Or- 
leans Fooled.

London, October 4.—All those who have 
faith that King Leopold, of Belgium, will 
carry out his plan of visiting the United 
States either soon, or at any time, are not 
well informed of conditions in that coun- 
try during the last ten years, and es- 
pecially since the death of the queen. 

It may be safely declared that his maj- 
esty has no intention of the kind and 
that the United States will be none the 
worse, but probably .a good deal better, 
for the absence of ‘this kingly reprobate. 

It is a good many years since King 
Teopold set himself to work to. break 
the heart of his wife, the beautiful and 
most accompished Archduchess Marie 
Henriette, of the imperial house of Aus- 
tria-Hungary, and it !s generally under- 
stood that it did not take him long to ac- 
complish the work. 

rrobably it could not worry Leopold to 
rug over to New York even at this sad 
moment, but his ministers would prob- 
ably object in the circumstances. Bel- 
gium is seething with anarchism and so- 
cialism, the people are kept in political 
subjugation by a clerical and aristocratic 
minority, and there may at any moment 
bé a recrudescence of the desperate riot- 
ln.g almost resembling civil war which 
occurred in the mining districts only a 
few. years ago. 

Therefore the government prefers Leo- 
pold to be within reasonable reach in 
case of accidents. 


King Edward is having trouble with his 
eyes, and it has only just been allowed to 
transpire that while at Cowes Professor 
Pagenstecher, the famous German ocu- 
list, secretly visited him abroad the royal 
yacht. It is understood that there had 
been some fear of an operation for cata- 
ract belng necessary. 

This, however, was not found to be 
necessary, the professor’s diagnosis being 
unexpectedly favorable. King Edward 
has worn glasses for some time past while 
| writing and reading, his vision being as- 
tigmatic. 

Professor Pagenstecher received a fee 
of $2,500 for his trip from Wiesbaden to 


‘Cowes. He is used to big fees and de- 


lights to gather them from kings, princes, 
peers and millionaires, but on the other 
hand no poor man ever appealed to him 


-in vain, and thousands of humble folk in 


Europe revere his name. 

The duke of Orleans, the prince who 
dares to aspire to the throne of France, 
lvisited England last week. He came on 
business to look after some family pfop- 
erty here, and received not a single invi- 
tation either from royalty or aristocracy. 

A couple of years ago this young man, 
whose father and grandfather before him 
experienced the most generous hospitality 
from the British court when they were 
kicked out of France, who was himself 
born near London and repeatedly received 
favors at the hands of the aged Queén 
Victoria, grossly insulted his benefactress 
by writing for publication a letter ad- 
dressed to the caricaturist Wilette, of 
Paris, applauding his pictorial libels on 
the aged sovereign. 

For that he was denied admittance to 
this c@untry, al. hough it is said he humD'y 
apologized. Recently he asked ‘King Ed- 
ward to let him come here and the per- 
mission was granted readily enough. But 
the king will have no personal dealings 
with him. 


Just twelve years ago a leading member 
ef the imperial house of Austria, the 
Archduke Johann, having fallen in love 
grith a pieb2ian woman ot low degree, and 
failing to obtain the consent of the em- 
meror to his marriage with her, deliber- 
ately renounced his princely position and 
disappeared from human ken. It was 
sulseguently ascertained that in the name 

of Johann Orth he had taken to seafaring 
as a means of living, having always been 
a great amateur yachtsman and skilled 
mariner. 

He was heard of as the mate of a Nor- 
wegian bark and lastly as captain of an 
Austrian full-rigged ship, the Santa Mar- 
gherita. The latter was wrecked, but it 
was pever ascertained beyond doubt 
whether or no the archduke perished in 
the disaster, and from time to time ru- 
mors have obtained currency of his hav- 
ing been seen alive and well, first in one 
country and then in another. 

‘he other day it was reported that the 
archduke was seen and recognized some 
months ago by some Servian settlers in 
South America, and almost simultaneous- 
ly a Dalmatian named Paichurich, an offi- 
cer in’ the Austrian mercantile marine, 


an affidavit setting forth that he 
made a archduke living happily and, of 


course, in an assumed name and humble 
circumstances, in a South Sea island. 
The imperial family have always as- 
sumed that Johann went down with his 
ship in the winter of 1901, and it has al- 
ways bean understood that a special com- 
mission sent to south America at the time 
by the emporor, Francis Joseph, confirm- 
ed on the spot the fact of his death. But

Several newspapers here pave called

The value of these objects 
Was purely artistic and aH art collectors 
over here looked forward with confidence 
io its dispersal by auction sooner or later, 
knowing that they would be able to buy 
single bits at moderate prices. 

But alas! they reckoned without Pier- 
pont Morgan, the Ogre, who gaily chipped 
in at the psychical moment and pur- 
chased the whole lot for $600,000. 

“The pressing danger is,’’ adds the prac- 
tical Herr Angst, ‘that while Europe 
thus loses invaluable art models, America 
gains them; hence the. astonishing de- 
velopment of the artistic industries of the 
United States.”

Paris, October 4.—The best example that 
the United States gives to the world is, 
perhaps, that of her wealthiest citizens 
encouraging their sons to work and prac- 
tically creating no leisure class. The old 
aristocracy of the European continent, es- 
pecially that of France, Germany and 
Austria, are still crusaders to the core, 
and to be mixed in any commercial] busi- 
ness would, in their eyes, amount to put- 
ting a stain on their coats of arms. 

Even those who are poor retire in the 
country and, on two or three thousand 
dollars a year, play at the old regime, sur- 
rounded by a few peasants who take off 
their hats to them when they meet them, 
More intelligent and democratic, the Eng- 
lish aristecracy march with the times, and 
do not utter cries of indignation when a 
rich banker or a wealthy brewer are rais- 
ed to the house of lords. 

They make a’ little joke about‘it, say 
that the peerage is becoming the beerage, 
and the wealth of those new’peers makes 
them acceptable under coronet and ermine.

A brother of the duke of Argyle, himself 
a brother in law of King'Bdward, is en- 
raged in the tea trade in. Liverpool; but 
there ‘Ss a better sign of tne times than 
this. Most sovereigns of HMurope are 
shareholders in the large industrial con- 
cerns of their respective countries. 

The emperor holds the largest amount 
of shares in the principal steamship com- 
panies of Germany. The sultan of Turkey 
is the owner of all the steamers that ply 
between the different ports of the Bos- 
phorus. The king of Italy has. $2,000,000 
invested in the manufacture of Italian to- 
bacco, which bring him an.income of 
$200,000. King Oscar, of Sweden, has 
three-fourths of his fortune invested in 
the exploitation of the forests of his coun- 
try and in the ice trade, which is consid- 
erable, as hundreds of thousands of tons 
of ice are sent every year from Sweden 
to every port of the world. 

The emperor of Austria. possesses’ be- 
tween six and seven thousand acres of 
excellent vineyards. Nearly all the fa- 
mous tokay wine is manufactured on his 
property. The emperor of Japan is the 
proprietor of seven of.the largest hotels 
in Tokio and Yokohama. We all know 


that the king of Spain's sister is the 
chief partner in one of the largest mil- 
linery establishments in New York. 

After reflecting on this,’we mu&st really 
come to the conclusion iat there would 
be -nothing. derogatory in, afew . pennt- 
lesS§s French, German and Austrian 
barons increasing their revenues by 
working fog the good of the progress ef. 
their countries. 


Lord Salisbury, now freed from the 
cares of state, is thoroughly enjoying 
himself in his * beautiful vifla near 
Dieppe, in France. His late friend, Al- 
exander Dumas, Jr., once said to him: 

“Free as England may be, there is no 
cougtry like’ France, where an English- 
man can take so many liberties with im- 
punity.”’ 

At his French villa the great English 
statesman leads the most simple of 
lives. It was not long’ ago that he said 
to the mayor of his little village: 

‘‘Monsieur le Maire, in England I am 
the prime minister, but please to re- 
member that here I am only one of the 
humble subjects of your administra- 
tion.’’ He has installed in that villa a 
magnificent laboratory of physics and 
chemistry—both the sciences being the 
passion of his life. 

The noble lord is also a great gardener, 
and in spite of his age is a very good 
walker, and is to be seen every fine day 
walking on the cliffs of Villeranone, a 
bent but stjll a grand figure.

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It is possible that before long the hn- 
man body will have no more secrets for 
the medical man. Up to now, only hard 
bodies, such aS a stone or a bullet, could 
be located with the help of the X-rays. 
But Professor Eykman, member of the 
Royal Academy of Amsterdam, has just 
expounded a new method by which it is 
possible to obtain, with the help of the 
Roentgen rays, the photograph of any 
internal part of the body, even during 
the working of the organs. 

It is, as it were, a kind of cinometo- 
graph of the movements of the heart, or 
those of the stomach and intestines dur- 
ing digestion. According to the eminent 
scientist, it will bé possible to ascertain 
whether the stoppage of the intestines is 
due to appendicitis, to a growth, to the 
twisting or constriction of the bowels, or 
in what way the heart is affected. Yn- 
deed, if the discovery of Professor Eyk- 
man proves to be whgt the members of 
the learned societies of Amsterdam think 
it is, in other words, if the X Rays, in- 
stead of being capable of pnotographing 
hard ‘bodies only, as they have hitherto 
done, can also photograph the whole anat- 
omy. of the body, there is no hesitation in 
affirming that the most useful discovery 
of the age has been made. 


I had yesterday a very interesting in- 
terview witn Paul Marcel, one of the 
most successful, if not the most success- 
ful, singing teacher in Paris. For eight 
or ten years he has had many American 
women as pupils, many of whom are stars 
today, including Mme. Madier’' de Mont- 
geau and Miss Dodge, who will be one of 
the great celebrities of tomorrow. 

I asked him if it was on account of the 
quality of their voices that the American 
women were coming to the front so prom- 
jnently. The answer of the talented teach- 
er was particularly interesting. 

“No,” said he to me, “that is not the 
reason. They do have talent, but their 
success is due to their character. They 
study more earnestly than women of any 
other country. I have even had rica 
young girls, who simply meant to sing 
for their own pleasure and that of their 
friends, work with as mucn perseverance 
and energy as if their future daily bread 
had depended on their possession of a 
voice.

A most remarkable episode in Amer- 
ican history happened yesterday ac 
the national capital. Representatives 
of both sides of the gigantic anthra- 
cite coal strike met the president of 
the United States by his personal re- 
quest and considered his appeal to 
them to adujet their differeuces and 
supply millions of suffering people 
with the coal they hourly need. 

The result is nfl. Those who hope- 
fuily believed that the moral weight of 
the president’s office and his patriotic 
impartiality would Iead to terms and 
a cessation of the dangerous hbstili- 
t.es in the mining regions are sorely 
disappointed and the signs al] pwlni to 
an indefinite continuance of the strug- 
gle.

from the state for their properties and 
the. peaceable operation of their in- 
dustry.

It will be argued that from a strict- 
ly legal standpoint their contention is 
impregnable.

As to Poisoned Meats. 
One can scarcely conceive of a com- 
mercial crime greater than the sale of 


The public is not always expert 
enough to catch the expert adultera- 
tor, mixer, blender of impure and pois- 
oned articles that make up its dally 
victuals. Greed is adept in escaping 
suspicion and only the most vigilant 
inspection can sometimes overtake 
the man who substitutes dangerous 
for innocuous milk, meats and other 
food products. 

Friday Judge Broyles, of the munic- 
ipal court, had a clear case of the use 
of decayed meat in sausage-making, 
the poisonous compound being con- 
cealed by aromatic condiments. Judge 
Broyles not only read the offender a 
caustic lecture, but imposed- the limit 
of the city law in a fine of $50. Only 
a few days ago an entire family was 
poisoned from. eating diseased meats 
sold from a shamble in this city. 

In The Constitution of yesterday a 
Kansas City dispatch told of the tes- 
-timony of a butcher in that city, who 
swore that the great packers in that 
city sold him meats that were “a little 
old” on more advantageous terms than 
sound meats, and the presumption is 
that he accepted the criminal oppor- 
tunity and sold the tainted goods to 
the public. ; 

Such reckless disregard of the lives 
of the people is worthy of the sever- 


righteous men that no more can be 
done to such criminals than to impose 
money fines. The chaingang is the 
proper place for any man whose hun- 
ger for money will induce him to 
feed poison and death to the innocent 
men, women and children of th= com- 
munity. 

It is evident that the city inspectors 
are as alert as their limited numbe: 
and authority will allow. Every good 
citizen will wish that they may be 
so encouraged and supported in their 

work as to put a large terror upon 
those who are given to the perpetra- 
tion of this fraud and offense. The 
reputable, honest dealers of the city. 
are concerned in the detection of 
those whose practices cast suspicion 
upon the food-stuffs traders in general. 

And it would not be a bad idea at 


laws made in pursuance thereof and 
so long as they refuse to take other 
ground they must be dealt with on the 
basis of their guaranteed rights, or 
else those rights must be officially ig- 
nored and thereby officially denied to 
them. 

The mine workers, through their 
representatives, did not argue the de- 
tails of their case.

They do not 
claim the right to use violence, but 
absolve themselves from responsibil- 
ity for the sporadic lawless acts of in- 
dividuals and groups of men in the 
mining regions. Their offer is to 
make the president, or a commission 
named by him, the arbitrator of all 
issues between the operators and the 
miners. 

The coal barons bluntly reject the 
jatter proposal and as bluntly argue 


life, property. and work are safe only 
by compromise with those who, 
their eyes, have ereated and contin- 
ued what they call a reign of practical 
anarchy. 

The situation is equally plain and 
perilous. The coal operators are re- 
lentless, the mine workers stubborn in 
their cause and confident that it will 
win out, and the public is ottraged 
and growing seriously impatient with 
the dogma that it has no rights that 
either the operators or the miners are 
bound to respect. 

The president’ seems to be power- 
less to deal legally and effectively 
with either of the parties. The consti- 
tution and federal statutes supply him 
with no process by which he can com- 


tion of operations. The state of 
Pennsylvania is the domicile of the 
mines, the miners and the conflict. 
It is trying with its militia force to 
preserve the public peace and protect 
those who wish to labor in the mines. 


to those who aré damaged and who 
are legally free from contributing to 
their own hurt,. If the state is help- 
less it can ask the aid of the federal 
power to suppress domestic violence. 
Evidently it will not go that far and 
thereby embitter the great labor 
world and possibly precipitate a reign 
of terror and blood within its borders. 

What next will be done no man can 
say. It is a case which cannot be 
resolved until one or the other of the 
parties succumbs to compromise or 
from exhaustion. Meantime the pub- 
lic can only look to its own confort as 
best it may and wonder what the end 
may be!

Rabbi 
Hirsch is a very eminent man, a 
student and a Hebrew scholar of more 
than common note, and yet he will 
not be able to seriously disturb the 
common faith of biblicists, even in his 
own communion, that Genesis is the 
most ancient and reliable record of 
the beginnings of human history than 
any other presented by speculative 
historians or scienists of the modern 
schools. 

Whoever wrote ft, whether Moses 
or another, whether one man or many.

So that, taking into .account: how 
fully the author,‘dor compilers, of Gen- 
resis have tracked the experiences of 
men in all eras, how well they have 
told a thousand truths ahead of their 
explanation by science, we may feel 
sure that neither Rabbi Hirsch, nor 
any other realist in religion, will be 
able to overthrow the dominant faith 
of the religions in the verities of the 
Mosaic anthropology. 

Now for the National Park. 

It is now, in the slang of the day, 
up to the citizens of Atlanta to take 
a yet more serious interest and do 
some lively hustling to secure the 
proposed national park for this city.

the whole people to its',beauty and 
municipal value. ’ The ‘national park 
on the north side will be its comple- 
ment in larger measure. It will not 
only preve a blessing to our people, 
but become one of the most notable 
and frequented show-spots of the na- 
tion. 

The building up of the park will in- 
volve the expenditure of millions of 
dollars, most of which will be expend- 
ed among ofir own citizens, and the 
park itself will become the care of the 
national, and not our city, government 
and treasury. 

Detroit’s lovely Belle Isle park, Bal- 
timore’s Druid Hill, Cleveland’s Wade 
park, New York’s Central and Brook- 
lyn’s Prospect parks have been built 
and are kept by local taxes. Our na- 
tional park will be a free gift from 
the general government and in time 
become as famous as any on the globe. 

Therefore the matter must not lag 
and our citizens should not neglect 
any measure needful to secure this 
great boon to our beloved city.

Chicago, October 4,—(Special.)—Wil- 
Yiam EB. Curtis has been going about this 
city propounding the pertinent question, 
“What is the matter with Chicago?” So 
far he has found enough to fill two or 
three columns daily for a week and has 
just started upon his task.

All Agree on One Point. 

On one point, however, every one in- 
terviewed by Mr. Curtis is agreed—that 
Chicago is the most unclean city in the 
world with possibly two exceptions— 
Tripoli and Constantinople. It was also 
agreed that human life is far safer on 
the border than in Chicago. 

It would be queer if there were not 
many things the matter with a city 
of more than 2,000,000 inhabitants which 
has grown so rapidly that it is awk- 
ward. However, in time, perhaps all 
these matters will be satisfactorily ad- 
justed. Mr. Curtis found the union labor 
leaders very well satisfied with present 
conditions in Chicago. 

Perhaps one of the state factory in- 
Spectors gave the best answer to the 
question. She said Chicago could trace 
most of its misery and lack. of ‘morals 
and civic decency to its: brutal treatment 
of children. Thousands of little ones 
are denied an education and brought 
up in virtual slavery. It is not to be 
expected that when these handicapped 
youngsters reach the voting age that 
they have finely developed ideas of mu- 
nicipal progress. 


Effect of the Coal Strike. 

One effect of the anthracite strike and 
the prevailing prohibitory prices of coal 
was shown this week when the poor 
people who have no coal or money to 
buy fuel began tearing up the block 
pavements and demolishing the Dill 
boards, fences and plank pavements.

Cleans Up $3,000,000: 

It is generally thought that Armour &

BOSTON REPORTER RICH 
FROM A DEAL IN WOOD 


Then Turned to Stocks and Doubled 
His Profit on Tiat—State House 


Must Be Repaired Again. 
Boston Bride a Sleep-

Boston, .October 3.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—Captain Augustus P. Gard- 
ner, son in law of that scholarly poli- 
ticilan, Henry Cabot Lodge, may never 
occupy the congressional chair vacated 
by the promotion of William H. Moody 
to the navy portfolio. Gardner was nom- 
inated by the republicans of the sixts 
congressional district, but it is doubtfui 
though, normally, the 
district is strongly republican. Now that 
the caucuses are a thing of the past 
and the solid republicans have a chance 
to consider things in a “post mortem” 
fashion, the principal feeling expressed 
is one of disgust. 

In the whole history of Massachusetts 
State politics there never was, it is said, 
a@ campaign where money played such an 
important part. The contest ‘ between, 
the son in law of the author of the force 
bill and former State Treasurer Shaw 
has been a battle of dollars. It is 
claimed that some of the caucuses, nota- 
bly the one at Salem, were packed with 
democrats who were paid for their part 
in the proceedings. Now, up in Essex 
county, the battle groynd of the sixth 
district fight, the people are as honest 
and upright a lot as can be found any- 
where in the United States. 

Vote buying and any other kind of po- 
litical corruption stick in the crops of 
the substantial old farmers who com- 
prise the voting population. They have 
watched the recent campaign with 
amazement; amazement turned to dis- 
gust, and finally anger superseded dis- 
gust. The talk up in Essex now indi- 
cates that the Gardner method of cam- 
paigning will be censured by the better 
element of the district. Accordingly a 
large number of men, who never have 
voted any ticket but the republican, 
have signified their intention of support- 
ing the democratic nominee to congress 
as a reproof to the political methods 
which have been exploited in the district 
during the republican campaign, 


Here Is a Unique Character. 

One of the best known Boston newspa- 
per reporters has just announced his in- 
tention of retiring from the journalistic 
field and devotiing his energies and tal- 
ents in the field of finance. Those of iis 
acquaintances who know the facts in 
the case think his decision is a commend- 
able one. 

This is the story: On account of the 
scarcity of coal the price of wood has al- 
most quadrupled. Where formerly. hard 
wood sold for $ a cord the present price 
is in the neighborhood of $16. Last week 
one of tne bright young scribes made a 
tour among the suburban wood dealers 
to see how large a supply each oéne had 
on hand, and also to find out .at what 
figure he valuéd it. It seems that’ one 
of ‘the biggest of the Boston coal compa- 
nies “had beeh cornering the fire wood 
market and with one exception every 
wood yard within a 2%-mile radius of the 
Hub had sold its wood supply to the 
company in question. The one exception 
was in Stoughton. Here the reporter 
found a man who had 1,000 cofds of wood 
in his yard which he was willing to sell 
at $ a cord. The reporter promptly gave 
him a ten day’s promissory note for the 
option of the entire stock at that price, 
and then took the first train to Boston. 

He went directly to the office of the 
coal company and offered them the entire 
lot of wood for $l0a cord. The coal com- 
pany accepted, tne fihancial affairs were 
straightened out and the scribe cleared 
$4,000 by the transaction. It was on Mon- 
day night that the deal was finighed and 
the reporter given the money. ' Monday, 
it will be remembered, was the day that 
the bottom dropped out of the stock mar- 
ket. Tuesday, however, prices rallied and 
St. Paul made a sensational gain of nine 
and a fraction points. 

It was on Tuesday that the reporter, 
acting on the tip of a State street broker, 
margined his $4,000 on St. Paul, and, 
when the day’s business on the 
exchange was closed, he found 
that his capital had more then 
dowbled. His resignation from the paper 
he was working on took effect Friday 
night. He has promised. to give a swell 
dinner to his professional friends. I hope 
to be there. 

State House Must Be Repaired. 

Boston has been thrilled to the core 
this week, even in the midst of the coal, 
famine and the strenuous political cam- 
paigns of aspirants for congress, by the 
announcement that the famous Bullfinch 
front of the state house is in very poor 
condition and that extensive repairs will 
be necessary upon one of the Hub’s pal- 
ladiums. 

Tt is only some five years ago that the 
entire front of the historic building was 
thoroughly (as supposed at the time) in- 
spected and put into good shape, but 
now it {s found that much of the wood- 
work around the windows is badly de- 
cayed, and it is feared that some of the 
supports to the dome are in the same 
condition. 

Just how much repairs will be neces- 
sary has not yet been determined, but 
there is no question that they will he 
made, no matter what the cost, for the 
Bullfinch front is the pride of Boston. 


Boston Bride a Somnambulist. 

A recent bride. who lives in one of the 
“awell’’ residence sections, had an expe- 
rience the other morning she is likely 
to remember for some time, and which 
might have resulted disastrously had it 
not been for a policeman.

The boy appealed and now 
every male pupil in the schoo! fs awaiting 
the outcome of the case. 

Only the day before in a Newton school 
two boys secured some dynamite and 
brought it into the building. One of the 
iads held a stick of the explosive in his 
hand and while awaiting an opportunity 
to secrete it in his desk it struck against 
his chair. 

The explosion threw him to the floor 
and the schoo! into a panic, only the 
coolness of the teachers preventing 4 
rush of the frightened children, which 
would probably have resulted in loss of 
life or at least many injuries. The lad 
himself was seriously hurt, three of his 
fingers being so badly torn that amputa- 
tion will be necessary. 

Will Cut Teachers’ Salaries. 


The report of H. A Chase, expert ac- 
countant to the municipality, that it will 
be mecessary to cut the salaries of local 
teachers at least 10 per cent in urder to 
keep the annual loan bill within proper 
figures, has raised a storm of indignant 
protest, not only from the teachers, but 
from many who have the interests of the 
public schools at heart. Incidentally the 
Public School Association, the alleged 
non-partisan organization which now con- 
trols the school board, comes in for no 
end of criticism, it being charged that to 
its craze for new and ugéless fads is due 
the heavy expense in the school depart- 
ment which makes the cut in salaries 
necessary. 

It is charged, among: other things, that 
the Soard has engaged the services of a 
large number of ‘special instruc @-s,”’ 
at salaries equal to and in many cases 
higher than those of the regular teach- 
ers, some of these ‘“‘specialists’’ receiv- 
ing $3,000 a year.’ The regular teachers 
deny that these “special instructors’’ are 
any better qualified than themselves, 
and they are reinforced by some mem 


bers of the school board, who say the 
employment of. these specialists is mere- 
ly a fad and a ¢ostly one on the part 
of the P. 8S. A.. members. Another mat- 
ter of criticism is the excessive cost of 
many of the recently constructéd school 
buildings. These are loaded down with 
ornate features, which do not add at all 
to the conveniences for teachers or pu- 
pils, but afford opportunities for archi- 
teects and builders to add on extras in 
the bill of costs. . 

The consensus of opinion is that the 
salartes of the teachers had better be 
left alone. Compared with the pay in 
other occupations the salaries paid are 
not excessive, and in some cases are 
niggardaly for a city making the pretensé 
of fondness for education that Boston 
does. One member of the board sug- 
gests that instead of cutting down the 
pay of the teachers it would be better 
to lop off a number of: useless offices, not 
only in the school.department, but in 
other city departments, There is the su- 
perintendent of lighting, for instance. 
This official has absolutely nothing to 
do but draw his salary since the electric 
lighting companies took the contract to 
light the city streets and public build- 
ings, but the office has nat been abol- 
ished and is, of course, eagerly sought 
for with each change of administration. 


Foss Does Not Insist. 

Eugene N. Foss, the apostle of reci- 
procity and tariff revision, who won his 
nomination as a republican candidate 
for congress in the eleventh districg on 
a platform embodying these plans, has 
‘heen seen,” and did not insist on the 
republican state convention incorporat- 
ing them in its platform. 

The day after he had carried the cau- 
cusés it was announced that, elated with 
his victory, he would carry the fight into 
the convention, and déspite the efforts 
of Senator Lodge and the other high 
protectionists on the platform commit- 
tee, would fight to have tariff revision 
and reciprocity with Canada made fea- 
tures of the resolutions. 

Since that time Mr. Foss was labored 
with by Mr. Lodge and other stalwarts 
of the Home Market Club, of which, by 
the way, he is an Official, and he made 
no effort to havé his planks adopted.

AN INTERESTING PLACE 


Special Correspondence. 

London, September 26.—It is really sur- 
prising how much there is of interest to 
Americans in the history of the Lyceum 
theater—for years the London home of 
Sir Henry Irving and Ellen Terry—which 
is about to be pulled down. 

The old play house— of which the 
great actor and actress took their leave 
recently in a performance of ‘“‘The Mer- 


* chant of Venice’’—is to be destroyed be- 


cause it doesn’t come up to modern le- 
@al requirements in the matter of exits 


and so forth, nor compare well in point | 


of comfort, not to say luxury, with mod- 
ern London theaters. It is not to be re- 
built, because.it is felt its day is over. 
The old house, which dates back nearly 
a century, has not paid for several years 
—in fact, it is chiefly, thanks to Ameri- 
cans, that it has remained open so long. 
Sir Henry Irving is said to have been en- 
abled to continue his tenancy of the fthe- 
ater only through having done so un- 
commonly well in the United States. The 
only big sticcess the Lyceum has had in 
the last three years was brought by Wil- 
liam Gillette with ‘Sherlock Holmes.”’ 
On the first night of the engagement 
‘sounds of disapproval,’’ as the London 
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newspapers call them, were many, and 
the play was dismissed rather cavalier- 
ly next morning by every dramatic critic 
in town, but it ran without a break for 
eight months, and was the success of last 
season. 

Within the last few years several well 
known American players have been ident- 
ified with the Lyceum. Kyrle Bellew 
made one of the big successes of ‘‘Robe&s- 
pierre’’ when Sir Henry gave the Lon- 
don play four years ago. A little later 
Ethel Barrymore was pleasantly. !ntro- 
duced to London playgoers as a member 
of the Knight's company, and Robert 
Taber, too, made his start in the metrop- 
olis at the Lyceum. Martin Harvey, who 
begins a tour through the United States 
within a few days from this time, also 
jumped into fame at the Lyceum as. Syd- 
ney Carton in “The Only Way,’’ one of 
the parts he is to play in America. 

One of the greatest favorites at the 
Lyceum during tne theater’s old, days 
was an American girl, whose best ‘‘card”’ 
was an American play. This was Isabel 
Bateman, one of the famous Bateman 
children. P. T. Barnum introduced them 
to England—following up his success with 
the diminutive Tom Thumb, and both 
made hits. Later on, Isabel Bateman ap- 
peared at the Lyceum in an American 
play, “Self.” Her sister was seen in 
‘‘Leah,’’ and got to be known far and 
wide as ‘‘Leah'’ Bateman. Now, how- 
ever, she is Mrs. Crowe. 

Sir Henry Irving’s first real success at 
the Lyceum was made unexpectadly. For 
a long time, as plain ‘“‘Henry Irving’ he 
had been ‘useful man’’ in the Lyceum 
company. Busjness was bad, the play 
then running—a Dad adaptation of ‘‘Pick- 
wick,”’ in which Irving played Jingle— 
was a failure, and no more promising one 
was in hand. So, with the idea of playing 
for time, the manager consented to an 
inexpensive production of a play called 
“The Bells,’’ in which he had little or no 
confidence, and gave Irving the part of 
Matthias. The actor played it for the 
first time one bleak November night to a 
miserably slender house—half of which 
was made up of ‘‘dead-heads.”’ 
audience carried home the story of what 
they had seen that night, and Str Henry 
Irving’s future was assured. 

The Lyceum wag built in 1809, and there 
are few sorts of performances of which 
it has not been the scene in its long his- 
tory. Daring ballets and full pantomimes, 
not to mention performing horses and 
‘educated’ pigs, all have held its stage. 
Of beautiful Miss Farebrother, who once 
led the ‘“‘march of the Amazons,” an en- 
thusiastic old gentleman snarled: ‘‘Were 
it not for the abominable royal marriage 
act, this superb creature might be even 
now the member of a race of princes.’’ 
Miss Farebrother, however, djd pretty 
well. She married the duke of Cambridge, 
Queen Victoria’s own cousin. % 

Of late years one of the most interest- 
ing things in connection with the Lyceum 
has been the famous ‘“‘pit crown” which 
gathers for every “‘Irving’’ first night. 
Except to such Americans as happen to 
know this partieular London locality— 
and Americans have been known. to.-join 
the ranks of the ‘‘pitties'’—it probably 
will not wen much idea to say that the 
crowd, generally four abreast and packed 
just as tightly as possible by the squad 
of policemen detailed to see that the way 
is not entirely blocked, stretches from the 
‘pit entrance’ in the Strand away ‘round 
the corner into Wellington street and up 
past the great pillars of the main en- 
trance. It may Pan a better conception

Goldsmith, in a short and pretty preface 
fo the “Vicar of Wakefield,” says: ‘There 
are a hundred faults in this thing and a 
hundred things might be said to prove 
them beauties. A book may be amusing 
with many errors or it may be dull with- 
out a single absurdity. The hero in this 
story wnites in himself the three great- 
est characters on earth—the priest, the 
husbandman and the father of a* family. 
Strange that the author could write 
such a charming story about the very 
three characters he knew least about, 
for he had no fitness for nor experience 
in either. It is not recorded that he was 
ever in love or sought the company of 
virtuous young ladies,eyet his ballad of 
the Hermit in the “Vicar of Wakefield” 
is admitted to be the tenderest and most 
perfect love poem ever written. My fath- 
er made me commit it to memory when I 
was young and there are at least a dozen 
verses in it that I can cry over now and 
it does me good. It is a comfort to weep 
over these sad, sweet things. Langhorn 
wrote a verse about a poor woman with 
a babe at her breast hunting over the 
battle field of Minden for the body of her 
husband, and when she found him she 
knelt by his side and wept and the big 
tears fell upon the face of her child and 
mingled. with the milk he drew. “A 
child of misery baptized in tears.” A 
painting was made of it, and Walter 
Scott says the only time he ever saw 
Burns he was looking at that painting 
and crying like a child. To read the lines 
and imagine the painting is enough for 
me. But if I had been Goldsmith I 
would have set down the mother of a fam- 
ily as greater than the father. Evan 
Howell said he would not vote for a cuf- 
few. for his observation was tnat if the 
fathers would stay at home at night the 
boys would and that song of ‘Where 
is my wandering boy tonight?” would 
mot have been written. But the fathers 
can’t all stay at home at night. They 
are wanted at the store, the office, the 
counting room, for on them depends the 
support of the family. But many a tired 
mother can sing ‘‘Where is my wandering 
husband tonight?” Alas, too many can 
be found at the club, at the pool room or 
the hotel, while the mother is straining 
her mind ‘to untangle that hard sum, “If 
A and B can build a house in thirty days 
and B can build it in forty-five days, 
how long will it take A to build it?’’ 
Take it all in all, it is the mothers 
who are the hope of the world—the sav- 
fours of the children. They certainly 
save the girls, for nobody has yet sung, 
“Where is my wandering girl tonight?’ 
If the fathers would do their half and 
save the boys it would be all right. Oh, 
but for the mothers and wives and sis- 
ters. what would become of us without 
them? Since I have been sick sometimes 
away in the silent watches of the night, 
when, as Job says, ‘‘Deep sleep falleta 
upon a man,”’ it does not fall upon a wom-

iCaptain Hope and Savannah Officers 
Directed To Stop the Contro- 
versy—Capitol Officials Re- 
fuse To Discuss the 
Seagirt Muddle.

The adjutant general did not conceal 
the fact that the letter preferred charges 
Captain Hope, but he said he 
bad not taken up the matter with the 
governor, and could not now say any- 
thing about it. 

Just what will be done with reference 
to the matter remains to be seen, It has 
been suggested that an effort will be made 
the military officlals high in author- 
ity to have the whole matter dropped, 
and, indeed, they could order it to teke 
that course, though it is likely an effort 
will be made to dispose-of it in a quiet 
and otherwise satisfactory manner. 

Adjutant General Robertson will prob- 
ably bring the matter to the attention 
of Governor Candler tomorrow, and prob- 
ibly some order will be issyed with ref- 
erence to the case. 

Discussion Ordered ropped. 

Already the discussion of the Seagirt 
matter has been ordered stopped by Ad- 
jutant Genera] Robertson.. This-has not 
been done by formal order, but by letters 
addressed to Captain Hope, and, it is 
said, also to the Savannah officers. 

The letter was brief, simply stating 
to Captain Hope that he must refrain 
from further controversy with the Sa- 
vannah officers on the Seagirt matter, 
as such conduct was contrary 
order and _ discipline.

It is believed the moral: effect of the 
defeat of the Moros will be great. Gen- 
eral Davis has ordered that the hostili- 
ties be stayed in order to permit the sul- 
tan of Bacalod and other hostile sultahs 
to make peace. 

The sultans of Mactu were confident of 
their ability. to defeat the Americans, 
and vowed, before the fight, to enter 
‘slavery voltntarily if they. themselves 
were defeated. General Davis sent Gen- 
eral Sumner; in command of the Américan 
forces in Mindanao, a congratulatory 
message on the success of Captaih Persh- 
ing and .the small American loss.

Raleigh, N. C., October 4.—(Spectal.)— 
Democratic State Chairman Simmons ex- 
presses his pleasure at what he terms 
the quick death of independentism in the 
State. He wanted to see this éverwhelm- 
ed this year. He does not think the time 
has yet come for the division of the 
whites. 

There is a good deal of talk about ex- 
Senator Marion Butler’s quite change of 
attitude toward Senator Pritchard, whom 
he now indorses and eulogizes. In 1895, 
when he and Pritchard were together 
elected to the senate, he stood up and, 
looking Pritchard in the face, assured 
him he would give him the heartiest sup- 
port in 1897, but, instead of this, fought 
him tooth ard nail, and did this fighting 

- Dy means of Harry Skinner. Yet Skinner 
has lately been made United States dis- 
trict attorney here, thanks to Pritchard, 
and now, after Butler has made himself 
not only Pritchard’s friend, but his 
ardent supporter, a brother of Butler is 
giyen a good clerkship in the revenue col- 
lector’s office here, a place which a negro 
has held four years. There are now but 
two negroes left in this office, and the 
prediction is made that they ‘will soon 
‘retire. One of these Nas held office most 
of his life. 

As yet there is no responsé to the in- 
vitation by Senator Pritchard to Senator 
Hanna to make at least three speeches 
in this state. 

George B. Hiss, the republican nomi- 
mee for congress in the eighth district, 
will not go into the canvass at all, and 
as a reason for this, nervous prostration 
is given. He is no speaker, and could not 
meet his democratic opponent, who will, 
of course, be elected. McKetlan, the in- 
dependent democratic candidate for con- 
gress in the sixth district, may retire 
from the contest any moment. He has 
hinted at as much in a speech. 

Governo Aycock will next week begin 
his campaign in the tenth district, which 
is the extreme western one. He will be 
aided by Commissioner of Agriculture 
Patterson, a native of the Piedmont sec- 
tion, and by Corporation Commissioner 
Rogers, who is a native of one of the 
“most westerly counties. 

The fact that so many of the intelligent 

whites are registering under the ‘‘grand- 
father clause,’”’ and thus getting on the 
ypermanent roll, without the trouble of 
ever again registering, shows that they 
appreciate this plan. The hint is given 
by State Chairman Simmons that it is

There is amusement :at ex-Senator But- 
ler’s statement in New York that there 
will be a great revival of the populist 
movement.

Two years ago the remains of 
that party literally disentegrated. of 
course, the republicans got some of them, 
but there is little doubt that, owing to

But fit#le is now heard of the candidacy 
of Thomas H. Hill, independent, for the 
chief justiceship. Mr. Whitaker, of Hali- 
fax, who says he is managing the Hill 
campaign, makes large claims, but can 
hardly live up to them.. There is some 
earnest opposition to Walter Clark, the 
democratic nominee for chief justice. 
There is dislike of Clark. by populists,

So much has been said and printed as

Mr. DeLoon’s Answer) 

“T wish to repeat emphatically that 
I am in no sense engaged in the 
business of bishop-making. The whole 
matter of selection for the see of Alabama 
is in the air at this moment. I know no 
more about it than—well, any other man. 
When the lamented President Lincoln 
heard of the battle of Balls Bluff (some- 
times called Edwards Ferry), he is said 
to have wept. The brave and dashing 
General Fred Lander was killed with 
many another federal. Likewise the con- 
federate general, “Shanks’’ Ebans, of 
South Carolina, killed over one hundred 
mules and horses. Someone present com- 
forted the weeping Lincoln,; saying: ‘He 
was a brave general, Mr. Tincoln, but 
you have other brave ones.’ The head of 
the nation turned, Quickly came the re- 
ply: "General, indeed! I can make a 
dozen brigadiers in five’ minutes, but I 
couldn't make one mule if I tried a life- 
time!’ In this I am Hike Mr: Lincoln, I 
couldn’t make a bishop if I tried till 
doomsday. And I do not wish to try. 

“When I wrote an Alabama paper the 
simple statement that the many wise 
home and visiting clergy at Sewanee— 
several of whom had filled Alabama pul- 
pits—surely had no choice as to the 
revered Bishop Wilmer’s successor, it was 
a ‘plain statement of a fact. I should 
never have stated it had I supposed it 
would have brought the comment ard 
the personal letters I have had to an- 
swer—always in the same way I am 
speaking now. Some of them told me 
frankly that I did not know what I was 
talking about. That was the truth. Some 
other men—in and out of the press— 
have talked and written of this matter.

Columbia, S. C., October 4.—(Special.)—

As soon as the bloodhounds could be 
brought in from the chaingang camp 
they were taken to the place where 
Singleton crossed the field, but they 
could not pick up the trail, as a num- 
ber of people had been looking at the 
tracks and trampling the ground. Single- 
ton is said to be a desperate and danger- 
ous man.

FOR WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


Professor Fessenden Establishes Ex- 
periment tSation. 

Norfolk, Va., October .4.-—(Special.)— 
Prof. Reginald A. Fessenden, who was ap- 
pointeda year ago the government’s expert 
on wireless telegraphy, has resigned and 
will in future reside in this city, where 
he will conduct the experiments with his 
wireless appliances. 

The experiments that he made at Cape 
Hatteras proved so successful that Pro- 
fessor Fessenden determined that he 
would devote himself exclusively here- 
after to the development of his system 
of wireless'telegraphy, which’is esteemed 
by the government as superior to Marco- 
ni's. The inventor states that he has se- 
cured the major portions of his patents 
and that he will establish experiment 
stations hereabouts with a view to per- 
fecting -a» purely American system of 
wireless telegraphy. 

Stations will be established at Cape 
Charles, Fort Monroe, Willoughby Beach 
and at other points in this section, from 
which experiments may be made between 
the shore and passing vessels, and what 
is more important, overland.

ciers if Barriers to Railroad 
Mergers Were Removed. 
Morgan Ready To Enter 
New Orleans.

New York, October 4.—(Specfal.)—Wall 
treet breathes more easily, but is not 
yet out of the woods. It is conceded that 
he relief afforded by Secretary Shaw 
will go far to tide the banks over the 
period of money scarcity, and it will 
be possible to make ends meet until the 

flow of currency from the interior be- 
gins six weeks hence, unless the drain 
on the banks from customs payments 
and stock speculation in the meantime 
absorbs the additional resources. There 
are, to be sure, other things which could 
happen, but the two above mentioned are 
the ones that are most feared. Inci- 
deytally, Secretary Shaw's assistance 
has materially benefited the plans of 

‘Several big syndicates, notably those for 
financing the Louisville and Nashville 
purchase by the Atlantic Coast Line 

and the Atlantic steamship ‘combination. 

Both of these deals wduld have been 

| Postponed if immediate relief had not 

come to the money situation. If some 
authorities are to be believed the anthra- 
cite strike will soon cease to trouble 
the public, for it believed that .ne 
superhuman efforts which are being made 
to settle it will result in a compromise, 
dark as the outlook has appeared up to 
the present time. Talk is heard here 
&f a deal whereby, in consideration for 
making concessions to the miners, prom- 
ises will be held out to financial interests 
that there will be a let-up in some of 
the proceedings against combinations. 
But this is not generally credited. 
Great as has been J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan’s opposition to settling with the 
strikers, because of the belief that he 
would have the contest to fight over 
again, the clearing up of the Northern 
Securities suit and the withdrawal of 
federal opposition to trusts would much 
more -than offset any little concessions 
that might be made to the men. Mr. 
Morgan, by the way, is not personally 
interested to any great extent in the 
coal trade except so far as he controis 
the various companies. He does this 
not through any large investment, but 
chiefly through his great influence and 
through his friends. He is, however, 
deeply interested in. the ownership of 
the Northern Securities Company, hav-* 

_ ing probably upward of $25,000,000 fnvest- 
ed in its shares. He is’also conternéd 
in the amaftgamation of several groups 
of railroads, such as those in southern 
territory, which no doubt means mil- 
lions of dollars profit to him in one way 
or another.

The lifting of opposition to railroad 
mergers would, it is believed, mean an- 
other upward movement in stocks, wnen 
the money market becomes settled and 
the financial interests would thereby be 
enabled to dispose of many of their hold- 
ings to advantage. Meanwhile, they are 
loaded up with reams of securities, on 
many of which they have borrowed 
enormous amounts of money abroad. 
Bome of the foreign bankers who have 
furnished the desired accommodations 
for assisting syndicate operations have 
become very tired of carrying the load, 
and they have repeatedly threatened 
to throw it averboard. The heavy debts 
of the syndicates to Europe a¢tzount for 
the strength of sterling exchange at a 
time when the trade balance is in our 
favor and bets were made on the stock 
exthange this week that the United 
States would be exporting gold within 
six weeks. 

- Jt is the plan of the bankers to keep 
interest rates up to a fairly high level in 
order to, prevent the loss of gold. That 
there should be any fears of this at a 
time when the yellow metal is coming to 
our shores seems paradoxical, but sev- 
eral years ago gold was both belng im- 
ported and expcried at the same time, 
following a new issue of government 
bonds to tide over the money situation. 
It is well understood here that the en- 
gagement of most of the $8,000,000 in gold 
for impert te this country, which was 
announced last month, was in the nature 
of special transactions, being done large- 
ly for sentimental effect and partly to 
increase the cash resources|of the New 
York banks. There was no profit in the 
shipments, as exchange transactions. An- 
other purpose in holding up interest rates 
is to put a brake on stock market infla- 
tion. The idea is to keep prices within 
@ narrow range, as far as possible, and 
for the present at least the custom of 
‘making time loans on securities will be 
discontinued, or confined to small pro- 
portions. Brokers will have to take their 
chances at current call money rates, 
which aré easily controlled by the bankers 
-nd trust companies. At a given word 
bey can run the rate up to 10 or 15 
oar cent, and call loans as often as they 
like. This does not mean that there will 
not be some advances in stocks, but 
trading as a rule will be confined to nar- 
pow limits. : 

There are plenty of new projects on 
foot to interest the financial world. Mr.

Secretary’s Ruling. 

New York, October 4.—The weekly bank 
statement issued today apparently show- 
ed that the banks had not taken advan- 
tage of Secretary Shaw's ruling that 
hereafter the 25 per cent reserve need 
not be held against government deposits. 
The statement, as issued, gave the United 
States deposits $40,769,000, which it 
would seem, would release $10,192,325 held 
as reserve, but notwithstanding that the 
gurplus reserve showed a decrease for 
the week of $1,417,42 in spite.of a de- 
crease in loans of $1,875,100. At the clear- 
ing house it was said that a further 
statement might be issued later in the 


ay. 

This question was asked of Mr. Sherry, 
of the clearing house: ‘‘Is it the intention 
of the clearing house association to con- 
tiunue its rule requiring the banks of the 
association to maintain their 2 per cent 
reserve?”’ 

“tT have no knowledge,’’ replied Mr.

The fester’s cynical] remark may or may 
not be true; it is not easy to prove or 
disprove it. But one thing is very sure— 
in all times men have been wiiling to 
give up crowns; ff not their lives, for 
love. The poof young German crown 
prince, just separated from his American 
sweetheart by etern diplomacy, is only § 
one of many. He was willing enough, 
sturdy and sentimental youth, to renounce 
his imperial crown, and that he cold not 
do go was, as he dowbtless considers it, 
his misfortune. The uke Ferdinand 
of Austria, more jucky, not long ago re- 
signed his prospect of an imperial throne 
and marcied the woman of his choice, but 
the most romantic story of the kind ise 
that of Archduke Johann Salvator of 
Austria-Tuscany. 

Archduke Johaan belonged to the Tus- 
can branch of the house of Hapsburg- 
Loraine, which ruled old Germany from 
1487, and was once a favorite of Em- 
peror Franz Joseph. When he renounced 
4il for the sake of a woman the old 
ruler was broken hearted, for it was an- 
other link in the chain of Hapsburg il! 
luck which for centuries has been ap- 
palling. 

His brother, Maximilfan, was ehot to 
death at Queretaro, Mexico; the Arch- 
dtike Ladisias was shot to death in the 
hunting fleld; Price Louis of Trani was 
drowned; Crowh Prince Rudolph commit- 
ted suicide at Meyerling; the empress’ 
sister, the Duchess d’Alencon, was bufn- 
ed to death at the Charity bazaar fire 
in Paris; the emprets herself was assas- 
sinated at Genera and finally the heir ap- 
parent, the Archduke Ferdinand of Aus- 
tria-Este, renounced the throne becauso 
of love, 

Today Johann Salvator fs not even men- 
tioned in the Almanac de Gothe, the offi- 
cial book of royalty. And yet, he was a 
a human and a very lovable person. 
Tali, with One bearing, frank blue eyes 
and blond hair, he attracted attention in 
any company. Moreover, he was demo- 
cratic to a degree and was a popular Ho}, 
for bis personal bravery and moral cour- 
age in defying the army cabal were recog: 
nized by the plebelans, although bitterly 
resented by the nobility. He was born in 
Tusciny, but was placed in a military 
schoo! with his cousin, the Crown Prince 
Rudolph, and, like him, soon developed 
remarkable qualities as student and think- 
er. His most predominans trait was his 
independence, and as a result he wi* con- 
stantly in hot water. No sooner had he 
been graduated and assigned to a fregi- 
ment than he issued a remarkable pam- 
phiet In which he gcathingly denounced 
the military system of his country as 
not only obsolete, but utterly absurd. 
In consequence he was sent to Cracow, 
where he was kept a virtual prisoner 
for two years, during which time he 
studied tactics—when he was not writing 
more or less respectful letters to the em- 
peror begging for active work. Finally 
the emperor “took pity on him and placed 
him in command of an army corps in the 
Bosnian campaign. Sogn all Austria 
thrilled with the news of the foolhardy 
bravery of the archduke. 

Scarcely had peaco arrived when its 
quiet palled upon Johann Salvator and 
he delivered a lecture in Vienna which 
resulted in a perfect cyclone of rumpuses. 
The emperor finally interfered and: peace 
once more settled over the house of Haps- 
burg. 

Then Johann- asked for active work— 
and was refused, for fear that he would 
get jnto further trouble He brooded 
over what he termed his disgrace and 
bided his opportunity. This came when 
the Archduke Albrecht; the commander 
in chief of the army, decided. to rearm 
that body with repeating rifles, Their 
pattern did not please Johann Salvator, 
and he issued a’ statement in whith he 
acctsed Albrecht of jobbery and con- 
spiring to defraud the government. 

Having ample means, the unpenitent 
archduke went to work getting into fur- 
their mischief. This time Mere was a 
woman in the case, a Vien@se damsel, 
named Stubel. She was decidedly 
plebejan, but what she lacked in biue 
blood she m.ade up in personal charms. 
The archduke became enamored of her, 
and she, not knowing his rank or rea} 


love-making become that marriaga was 
talked of. Then arose the problem of 
the empercr’s consent—tn the mind of 
the man, of course—for without that no 
mafriage between the pair would have 
been legal. 

Finally Johann Salvator went to the 
emperor, although the latter had pre- 
viously ordered him never again to speak 
to him. Such a trifling request did not 
bother Jcbeng in the least, and he faced 
the emperor with a demand that the ruler 
give his permission for the proposed mar- 
riage, which was promptly refused. 

“You can command a Hapsburg, but 
not me. I am no longer a Hapsburg,’’. 
and with that Johann Salvator wheeled 
around and walked away, leavine the 
emperor dumb with anger. 

The next day plain Johann Orth mar- 
ried Fraulein Stubel. Then né made pub- q 
lic announcement that he renourred all 
title and cisim to royal prerogative. A } 
few days later he and his bride left 
Vienra—forever. They went incognito to 
London, where Johann Orth fitted out a 
bark which he named the Santa Mar- 
@aretha. ‘laden with salpétre and in 
command of Captain Orth, she sailed 
down the Thames, bound fer South 
America. 

In April, 1800, the Santa Margaretha 
entered the harbor of Valpuraiso, Chile. 
The Austrian residents of the city had 
somehow gotten wind of the idenirty of 
the bark's skipper and when she ar- 
rived, a reception committee and a band 
were ready to acclaifm Captain Orth. 
When he saw the ordeal meat for him, 
he sent for the person in charge and 
told him in the choicest nauticai lingo 
that he was Johann Orth and no one 
else, and that he would never again be 
anybody else, and that he did not want 
to be bothered with ‘‘such flummery.”’ 

A few days later the Santa Margare- 
tha g#alled away. The last seen of her 
she was heading north. Since that Gay 
no human being has seen Johann Orth. 
He has vanished completely and _ yet, 
there is reason to believe that he ia still 
pursuing his career of independence and 
adventure. Where he i8 no one can say 
—uniess it be Emperor Franz Joseph, and 
he ig silent on the subject. 

The reasons r believing that Johann 
Orth is still in the land of the living are 
peculiar ones. The Santa Margaretha 
was heavily insured in Lioyd’s and al- 
though ‘the latter concern gave her up as 
lost, after not hearing of or from her for 
five years. and although {ft offered to 
pay the insurance money to Johann 
Orth’s heirs, the emperor refused to ac- 
cept a penny of to alow anything to be 

to charity. 

Johann Orth left 1,000,000° 
france deposited in a bank in Freiburg 
and another Bpllion in a similar institu. 
tion én St. Gall, Switzerland, but to this 
day neither his relatives nor those of his 
rs have claimed one cent. 

Finally, {n 1897, Johahn Orth was seen 

—ff the story of a Swedish sailor who 
pet the Archduke Johann Salvator well, 
ean be believed. This sailor, while fish- 
ing in the far north of this motherland, 
saw a bark approach. Rowing out to her 
{ he waa astonished to find her the Santa 
ba deck stovud Johann 
Orth. the same as yore, though burned 
red from exposure. Delighted to see his 
old master again, the Swede hatled the 
Santa Margaretha. His call was not re 
turned, for the moment that Orth recog- 
nized the sallor, he put down the helm 
and the Santa Margaretha passed out of 
sight again.

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+ FURNITURE FOR SMALL INCOMES 
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Suggestions for the Woman| Who Would Have an Artistic Room at 
. Small Price—Green Walls and Burlap. 
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HE problem of how to furnish an 

ofdinary room in a manner at once 

attractive and homelike upon what 
can be eked out of an income of $15 or 
$20 a week is one which confronts many 
@ woman in this broad land where women 
brave the task and the pieasure of home 
making and house-furnishing. 

When the necessary living expenses 
are deducted from $15 a week there is 
little left with which to furnish a sitting 
roaom, which, in these days of restrict- 
ed space, must turn bedi chamber at 


times. Since the furniture and wall cOv-_ 


erings can not be changed with the sea- 
Bons, both must be selected with a view 
to durability and artistic appearance. 

AltHough not the newest, green is still 
one af the best and most often used 
colors in -interior degorations and one 
Nkely to harmonize weil with wintry sur- 
roundings and to produce a cool and 
pleasing effect in days of midsummer 
heat. Therefore, green is & good color 
to choose for a wail covering and for the 
background upon which to group what 
Mre. Partington has beén pleased to term 
“brickbats ard articles of virtue." 

A good, healthy way in which to color 
the walls is to have them a cool, forest 
green trom the tioor up to thé mouldings 
from which picturés are to hang. Above 
the moulding the oolor should rapidly 


shade into the palest tint in the celling. 
This, in its turn, should be almoat white 
toward the center. A skillful painter can 
grade these shades of color imperceptibly. 
Assuming that the room ts to have an air 
or individuality,.and since it is a den, H- 
brary, sitting room and parior combined, 
the woman who decorates and furnishes 
it is free to carry out her own ideas in the 
way of originality. Smooth scantlings, or 
laths, the length and breadth of the 


planed surface, can be very cheaply Ob- 
tained from some builder or small lumber 
mill or.furniture factory. The wood may 
be cheap and 1 eed only be smooth. These 
should be tacked across the ceiling. Four 
or five will prove ample for a good-sized 
rcom. The crosswise pieces must be saw- 
ed—any little hand saw will do—to tit 
exactly between the other strips, rorming 
square paneis upon the ceiling. ‘l'ne strips 
should first be stained mahogany color 
and then touched with stain over any 
Bcratches cauSed by tacking them into 
piace. Innis paneled ceiling will cust some 
time, but very little oytlay in money. 
About breast high around the room tack 
a width of burlap, of the finer grain, to 
match the wall covering. It will have a 
distinct effect of its own. Border this 
with mahogany stained scantling. Ef- 
fective colored prints and good photo- 
graphs or etchings may be arranged 


| Upon the burlap. It will cost from 18 to 


room and 3 inches in width, with a well - 


40 cents. a yard and fifteen or twenty 
yards should be. sufficient for the pur- 
pose. If the goods run from 42 to, 50 
inches in width it may be cut in half and 
half the quantity will do. While fine 
burlap has.a pretty and artistic surface 
some may prefer a covering known as 
English taffetas—which is not silk—or 
even damask. These cost about the same 
as burlap, except the better class of 
damask, and are over 40 inches in width. 
The wall above the cloth dado requires 
only an occasional picture. Good etch- 
‘ings are at al] times to be preferred to 
paintings that are not of real excel- 
lence, and cheap colored prints in fancy 
and elaborate frames afre to be avoided 
| like the measles. They will 
that the woman who exhibits them has 
neither taste nor discrimination in art, 
and this idea will spread Only too rapidly 
among her acquaintances. 

Next the floor must be treated, If it is 
of hardwood, polished, let it alone; if not, 
the border may be stained and a good 
rug, about 8 by 10 feet in size, and costing 
from $8 to $24, according to the bargain 
secured, should cover the- center. It is 
more elegant to scatter small rugs over 
a highly polished floor, but elegance has, 
sometimes, to give way ‘to economy and 
plenty 6f‘fashionable people prefer a big, 
square rug in their sitting rooms. The 
present style is to have dark effects in 
floor coverings and to shade up to a light 
ceiling, The dark floor covering also sets 
off the polished or gilded beauty of Eng- 
lish or French furniture. The English 
variety is always in good taste and style 
and it is cheaper to buy a set than to 
gets single pieces, unless the purchaser 
has unlimited time and patience and can 
hunt auctions and second-hand furniture 
shops. The pieces should be of real ma- 
hogany and have of good silk.

These will wear well and look well for a 
long time.. Such a set of parlor furniture 
may be purchaseg at from $35 up. Any- 
thing costing less than $35 should be 
thoroughly eXamined before it is pur- 
chased. The colors in the upholstery 
should combine dulj shades of rose and 
orange, ivory and pale browns, These 
form charming grounds for the designs 
worked upon them, which should be har- 
monious, go that each upholstered piece 
may give the color effect of its ground 
pattern. 

‘The turniture is the most serious con- 
sideration, as it will take several weeks 


to gave enougt out of a small salary to 
invest in it. There are people who will 
ask, ‘‘Why not.get it on the installment 
plan?” ‘Ehis is, indeed, an easy way, but 
a very expensive one in the end, and any 
sensible woman would rather exercise a 
lijtle patience and wait until she can 
purchase what she wants outright. Pa- 
tience is a virtue which the woman -who 
exarcises it in furnishing @ room well on 
a small sum will possess to the full by 
the, time that room is furnished. The set 
of. furniture does not include many ijems 
t'tat go to make up a homelike room, but 
i: will do until curtains have been pur- 
ci*ased for the windows’ and portieres for 
the door. If the woman who occupies the 
roum has plenty of time she can employ 
it 'n making handsome bordérs of Renais- 
sance lace braid afd sewing them to cur- 
tains of plain net. ‘She can, if she-likes, 
rset an elaborate design in the bottom of 
ea th curtain...This would bé taSy in com- 
parison to the’ task of a very wealthy 
elderly couple who amused themselves in 
long winter evenings by making two of 
the handsomest machrame curtains ever 
manufactured. Ruffled bobbinet curtains 
“with lace inserting may be had. at. $1.20 
a pair and an Irish point—soe called—at $2. 


Thé@se are neat and pretty. Really hand- 
some point Arab curtains, or Brussels, 
may be purchased at $6 and 88, almost too 
high a price for the. room in question. 
Cheap, fancy lace cuttains cannot be too 
carefully avoikied—they. would give a 
common look to the whole room. Charm- 
ing velour portieres of old rose, 530 inches 
wide, may be purchased for 75 cents a 
yard, and rep at 25 cents. Cheap velour 
looks and wears better than cheap rep. 
Very pretty India print stuffs may be 
purchased in these widths, and for less 
money. 

If the room is to be a sleeping apart- 
ment a narrow but comfortable divan bed 
and mattress can be bought fof $2 or $2. 
This should be covered with India print 
or velours to harmonize with the color 
o fthe portiers, and piled with as many 
square cushions as can be conveniently 
used for the purpose. The owner of the 
couch should not decorate it with cake- 
walk pillows ard college cushions and 
similar perversions of the art beautiful, 
but with discreetly selected cushion cov- 
ers of silk or eastern stuffs in soft, har- 
monious colors that are not hard upon 
the sight or the pocketbook.

Asa rule, our storms in this country 
all rush up from. the southwest’ and 
journey to sea’ in a northeasterly direc- 
tion. Our cold waves come from =§the 
northwest, up in Minnesota, the Dakotas 
or Montana, when the winds of the north 
blow down from fhe frozen tundra lands 
of Canada and set in motion a volume of 
chilled air which waves itself eastward 
over the country and out to sea, to follow 
the storms. 

Sometimes the cold wave will sweep 
south and act upon the waters of the 
Gulf of Mexico. ‘hen the folk who dwell 
along the southern shores of the country 
and those who sail the shinmg waters 
of the Gulf of Mexico, say, ‘A norther 
is blowing.”’ fan 

All these different movements of 
Storms and cold waves—yes, and of hot 
waves, too—Uncte Sam signals in advance 
by means of his faithful observers who, 
perched in a kundred lofty offices in high 
Duildings throughout the country are in 
constant telegraphic communication with 
each other and with the central! office of 
the weather bureau in Washington. 

Uncle Sam does not watch his storms 
end chase them out to sea in a hap- 
hazard manner; he does it carefully and 
ecientifically and therefore does it well. 

When a storm leaves the coast and 
gets out on its wild dance across the 
great waters, Uncle Sam relieves the 
weather bureau of further care of that 
particular gale and turns it over to the 
hydrographic office, which is a depari- 
ment of the navy. 

At every important seaport there is 
@ branch hydrographic office with a naval 
officer in charge and hardly a ship comes 
into harbor that does not report its

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| weather observation to that office. Cer- 


tain blank forms are furnished to the 
captains of merchant vessels and when 
these forms are properly filled out they 
furnish a perfect little history of the 
weather experienced by the ship while 
on her voyage. Thus, with so many 
ships arriving every day, from all over 
the world in the ports of the United 
States, the hydrographic office keeps 
track of all the storms which the weath- 
er bureau lost when they went to sea. 

Uncle Sam can tell by means of his 
hydrographic office whether a storm 
which has left the coast and gone to 
sea with its boisterous. shoutings is 
hurling the breakers on the coast of the 
British Isles or has tired itself out and 
gone to sleep on the broad bosom of the 
great deep to harm and rage no more. 

The hydrographic office keeps a record 
of all storms which are particularly 
wicked and marks their course over the 
ocean by red lines on the pilot charts 
of the North Atlantic ocean, which the 
Office issues every month. 

On these pilot charts, also, Uncte Sam 
marks down the icebergs which ships 
have reported as floating down from the 
Arctic regions to gather at the straits. 
of Belle Isle or drift toward Cape Race 
and become a menace to vessels crossing 
the Atlantic. : 

The vessels which, overtaken by 
storms, have been so badly injured “that 
their. crews were. obliged to abandon 
them, are ghown:on the chart. When 
their crews leave them they become what 
are known ag derelicts. They float about 
in the currents of «the.deep, real tying

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in voyaging from port to port. This 
agreement is made so that steamers go- 
ing in one direction will keep away from 
the track of steamers going in the other, 
and that sailing vesese's can know where 
steamers may be expected to be found, 
and so avoid that section of the sea, 
thus decreasing the chances of conision. 

On the pilot chart, aiso, are set down 
round blue rings and blue arrows shoot- 
ing out from them. These arrows show 
the direction of the prevailing winds in 
the part of the ocean where they are 
placed. 

With the pilot chart itn his hand a 
Ship's captain can see at a gfance what 
conditions prevai] and are likely to pre- 
vail over the whole north Atlantic ocean. 
He can see what dangers he has to avoid 
in the way of obstacles that he might 
strike. lt is Uncle Sam’s sharp, wise eye 
watching. night and day over the ocean 
and the shore and hunting storms to 
their ocean wastes that makes» the sea 
more and more safe eacn year. 
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CURIOUS MOUSE FISH 
BUILD NESTS IN THE SEA 

When ships steer southward through 
the north Atlantic ocean until they 
strike the gulf stream, that wonderful 
river of the sea, they find themselves 
all at once amid glorious yellow vege- 
tation, although they may be several 
hundred miles from the American coast. 
On calm days it extends as far as the 
eye can see, not in close, unbroken 
fields, but often in masses so great that 
they will cover several acres. For days 
and days one can steam without once 
getting out of sight of it. It swings up 
and down with the mighty swells of the 
gulf stream, and it looks most beautiful 
lying there so peacefully and radiantly 
with the intense blue water all round it. 

After a few hours one feels as if he 
were passing through vast pastures all 
golden with our national American gol- 
den rod, 

This weed ts often fished up from over- 
side by passengers and crew, for it makes 
a delightful ornament for the cabin un- 
til it begins to dry, when it falls apart 
and finally ‘crumbles away. Sometimes, 
if one gets a particularly large and thick 
cluster of it, strange living things are 
found. They are creatures . that: rarely, 
if ever, are to be caught anywhere else 
except in the Sargasso sea only.

Another vessel] was cut in two by a 
steamer off Nantucket, and, strange to 
Say, each half of her fioated, and she 
became two derelicts, moving in oppo- 
site directions. 

The forward part of this vessel finally 
went ashore in the coast of Nova Scotia, 
and her stern grounded on the beaches of 
North Carolina. 

Besides the little red triangles which 
tell of icebergs on the pilot cnaft, the 
red lines which mark the course of 
storms that occurred in other years in 
the same month, and the little red boats 
that tell of derelicts, there are jong biue 
lines .laid down, which mark the’ path- 


ways of the sea. The captains of steam- 
ers have agreed to keep these pathways 


. 
shell that is as shining and rich as the 
Skies at sunset. Another still more curi- 
Ous creature that dwells in the weed is 
the mouse fish, also known as the mar- 
bled angler. 

This little fish is so strangely shaped 
that when he lies among the weed it 
requires sharp and trained eyes to see 
him, even when one has the clump that 
contains him in the hand. His colors 
and his iarkings are exactly like. the 
tiny berries and sprays of the weed, 
His fins are strangely fringed and rag- 
ged, so that they look just like the wiry 
stems of the cluster. 

This beautiful and wonderful fish 
builds himself a nest among the weed 
as it floats on the surface, and there- 
after he dwells in it and rears his 
family in it, -just as a bird would on 
land. But, unlike a bird, he must fol- 
low his nest, for it is not fixed in its 
position as a nest on a tree or bush, 
but drifts on and on with the weed. 
Sometimes great tropical storms toss 
the sargasso weeds many miles away 
from the gulf stream, and then the fish 
will swim along with his wandering 
home, 

If it happens to be caught in a cur- 
rent that sets landward, the nest build- 
er occasiorally comes so near our shores 
that now and then one is caught. Some- 
times, too, the weed travels north with 
the gulf stream itself and then a marbled 
angler may arrive finally off Cape Cod. 
But the fish cannot bear the cold water 
there, so he is only rarely found alive 
north of Cape Hatteras. 

The nes’ is a dainty little thing, made 
of the glowing golden weeds and em- 
bellished with the tiny shells and other 
shining things that drift with it. It 
loaks often like a bit of shell jewelry. 


TO SELECT A SIAMP ALBUM 


When ‘one decides to make a collection 
of stamps the selection of an Bibum is 
almost thhe first question to be settled. 
There is such a variety offered that, 
with little Or no knowledge of the hobby, 
it is somewhat confusing to make the 
selection intelligently. 

For the beginner who wishes to de 
economical an ordinary blank book will 
answer. The pages should be ruled off 
with a margin at the top for tthe name 
of the country. Reserve about a dozen 
pages at the front for the issues of the 
United States, and two. or three extra 
for those of England, France and Ger- 
many. Only the pages to the right should 
be used. An alphabetical arrangement of 
the countries is a great advantage and 
can be had by copying the names from 
the price Hst of any stamp dealer. Neat- 
ness should; be;cultivated, <or it is every- 
thing to thé ‘<dilection. A few specimens 
tastefully arranged make a far better 
appearance than a large number half torn 
and carelessly mounted. 

The printed album, selling as low as 2 
cents, is superior in mahy ways to the 
blank book. The countries are properly 
arranged, numerous illustrations are given 
and the collection is greatly improved in 
appearance. A small piece of gummer 
paper, called a hinge, is used to mount 
stamps in an album. Hinges can be hac 
for 10 or 165 cents per thousand. 

It is important to mount the issues of 
a country in proper order. This is dif- 
ficult if a blank book is used, Zhe print- 
ed albumn does away with many little 
troubles. It gives many timely points, and 
is obtainable at a price within reach of 
the youngest. collector. 

It is not advisable to get too large a 
book at first, for if mounting or remov- 
ing a specimen, the leaves may be torn 
or soiled, and other little accidents may 
happen, which should be confined to 
the small album. If properly mounted, 
a collection can be transferred with very 
little work; in fact, there is no real work 
about it. 

When a collection has outgrown the 
small album, a larger one becoming a ne- 
cessity, those selling at from $1 to $1.50 
are in’ order. These are large, holding 
thousands of stamps, and are in general 
use all over the country. 

They contain: spaces for every stamp 
issued and a great deal of useful infor- 
mation in addition. The area, location 
and population of the countries are given, 
besides a useful guide in the way of de- 
nominations and colors for mounting 2 
collection. Blank leaves are inserted for 
future issues of most countries. 

It is an advantage to have the issues 
of all countries illustrated, as otherwise 
11 is impossible to place some of them, 
unless one happens to be familiar with 
them. Few illustrations are given of 
United States stamps, as the law pro- 
hibjts the printing of facsimiles. Local 
stamps and the issues of the Confederate 
Slates are permitted, but none of the 
regular issues, revenues, or department 
stamps. 

Many collectors prtfer to confine them- 
selves to certain’ countries. For instance, 
the United States and the British colonies 
or the countries of the western hemis- 
phere. For the specialist the blank album 
with detachable leaves serves the purpose 
better than other. The issues can be ar- 
ranged in any-order desired, High-priced 
stamps may be omitted, a whole country 
can be removed and another inserted, 
watermarks, perforations and minor va- 


rieties can be included.or discarded ac- , 


cording to taste. Each issue can be 
grouped on & page and arranged con- 
secutively, so that no blank pages will 
jiitervene. This, of course, makes a per- 
manent album, for. additiqgnal pages can 
be inserted wherever desired, and the col- 
lection need néver»te transferred. The 
pages are ruled with a netwo‘m of fine 
lines, which act>as.@ €ufde in imounting 
the stamps. . ae 

Since the number G@.slimpa issued has 
grown so large, magy edllectors, having 
a limited time ito @evote te the hobby, 
find it necessary to'¢onfiné themselves to 
the issues of the United and col- 
onies. Albums are! how ma to hold 
these exclusively. They contain spaces 
for the regular. issues, department 
stamps, periodicdis, revenues, due 
Stamps, envelopes, joéals, carrier, match 
and medicine stamps, the issues of the 
Confederate States; and those of Cuba, 
Porto Rico, Hawatl. and the Philippines. 
These, with extra pages for futpre issues 
make a book almost as large as that de- 
signed for the genetal collection. 

The United States album is popular 
with a large number of collectors, especi- 
ally with those who have been interesed 
in the hobby for a number of years. It is 
complete in every way, offering a con- 
venient arrangement of all, issues, and 
gives a collection tone and neatness. The 
advantage of gathering United States 
stamps exclusively is that a better show- 
ing can be made than by collecting the 
stamps of all countries.

all rush up from. the soufhwest and 
journey to sea’ in a northeasterly direc- 
tion. Our cold waves come from the 
northwest, up in Minnesota, the Dakotas 
or Montana, when the winds of the north 
blow down from fhe frozen tundra lands 
of Canada and set in motion a volume of 
‘chilled air which waves itself eastward 
over the country and out to sea, to follow 
- the storms. 

Sometimes the cold wave will sweep 
gouth and act upon the waters of the 
Gulf of Mexico. ‘nen the folk who dwell 
@long the southern shores of the country 
and those who sai] the shinmg waters 
of the Gulf of Mexico, say, ‘‘A norther 
is blowing.’’ no 

All these different movements of 
Storms and cold waves—yes, and of hot 
waves, too—Uncte Sam signals in advance 
by means of his faithful observers who, 
perched in a hundred lofty offices in high 
DHuildings throughout the country are in 
constant telegraphic communication with 
each other and with the central! office of 
the weather bureau in Washington. 

Uncle Sam does not watch his storms 
and chase them out to sea in a hap- 
whazard manner; he does it carefully and 
' geientifically and therefore does it well. 

When a storm leaves the coast and 
gets out on its wild dance across the 
great waters, Uncle Sam relieves the 
weather bureau of further care of that 
particular gale and turns it over to the 
hydrographic office, which is a depari- 
ment of the navy. 

At every important seaport there is 
@ branch hydrographic office with a naval 
officer in charge and hardly a ship comes 
dnto harbor that does not report its 
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that Uncle Sam-> 3 
t re them, are

| weather observation to that office. Cer- | 


tain blank forms are furnished to the 


captains of merchant vessels and when 


these forms are properly filled out they 
furnish a perfect little history of the 
weather experienced by the ship while 
on her voyage. Thus, with so many 
ships arriving every day, from all over 
the world in the ports of the United 
States, the hydrographic office keeps 
track of all the storms which the weath- 
er bureau lost when they went to sea. 

Uncle Sam can tell by means of his 
hydrographic Office whether a storm 
which has left the coast and gone to 
sea with its boisterous. shoutings is 
hurling the breakers on the coast of the 
British Isles or has tired itself out and 
gone to sleep on the broad bosom of the 
great deep to harm and rage no more. 

The hydrographic office keeps a record 
of all storms which are particularly 
wicked and marks their course over the 
ocean by red lines on the pilot charts 
of the North Atlantic ocean, which the 
Office issues every month. 

On these pilot charts, also, Uncte Sam 
marks down the icebergs which ships 
have reported as floating down from the 
Arctic regions to gather at the straits 
of Belle Isle or drift toward Cape Race 
and become a menace to vessels crossing 
the Atlantic. 

The vessels which, overtaken. by 
storms, have been so badly injured ‘that 
their crews were: obliged to abandon 
shown: on the chart. When 
their crews leave them they become what 
are known ag derelicts. They float about 
in the currents of -the.deep, real tiying 
Dutchmen of the "modern sea, with no 
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in voyaging from port to port. This 
@greement is made so that steamers go- 
ing in one direction will keep away trom 
the track of steamers going in the other, 
and that sailing veese's can know where 
steamers may be expected to be found, 
and so avoid that section of the sea, 
thus decreasing the chances of conision. 

Un the pilot chart, aiso, are set down 
round blue rings and blue arrows shoot- 
ing out from them. These arrows show 
the direction of the prevailing winds in 
the part of the ocean where they are 
placed. 

With the pilot chart in his hand a 
Ship's captain can see at a gfance what 
conditions prevail and are likely to pre- 
vail over the whole north Atlantic ocean. 
He can see what dangers he has to avoid 
in the way of obstacles that he might 
strike. it is Uncle Sam's sharp, wise eye 
watching. night and day over the ocean 
and the shore and hunting storms to 
their ocean wastes that makes, the sea

CURIOUS MOUSE FISH 
BUILD NESTS IN THE SEA 

When ships steer southward through 
the north Atlantic ocean until they 
strike the gulf stream, that wonderful 
river of the sea, they find themselves 
all at once amid glorious yellow vege- 
tation, although they may be several 
hundred miles from the American coast. 
On calm days it extends as far ag the 
eye can see, not in close, unbroken 
fields, but often in masses so great that 
they will cover several acres. For days 
and days one can steam without once 
getting out of sight of it. It swings up 
and down with the mighty swells of the 
gulf stream, and it looks most beautiful 
lying there so peacefully and radiantly 
with the intense blue water all round it. 

After a few hours one feels as if he 
were passing through vast pastures all 
golden with our national American gol- 
den rod, 

This weed is often fished up from over- 
side by passengers and. crew, for it makes 
a delightful ornament for the cabin un- 
til it begins to dry, when it falls apart 
and finally crumbles away. Sometimes, 
if one gets a particularly large and thick 
cluster of it, strange living things are 
found. They are creatures. that: rarely, 
if ever, are to be caught anywhere else 
except in the Sargasso sea only. Among 
them are very tiny but wonderfully gor- 
geous crabs. One of these crabs hag a

years sometimes, until 
fromthe ocean pathways. 

These derelicts are put down on the 
pilot chart in the latitude and longitude 
in which they were last sighted, so that 
vesseis may try to avoid them; for a 
collision with a derelict on a dark night 
is an accident likely to happen and is 
often fraught with fatal consequences. 

On the pilot chart the derelict is rep- 
resentd by a little red boat, upside down 
if she is floating that°way, as some of 
them are, or right side up if the vessel 
still keeps on her keel. A sailor can 
get a pretty good -dea of the. condition 
the derelict is in by looking at her 
picture on the chart. Her nameis given 
out and the date upon which she was 
last seen. 

Some of the derelicts have mane won- 
derful voyages. Some years ago a dere- 
lict cruised about the north Atlantic 
ocean for three years before she finally 
disappeared, and in her voyaging she 
crcssed the ocean twice each way. 

Another vesse] was cut in two by a 
steamer off Nantucket, and, strange to 
say, each half of her floated, and she 
became two derelicts, moving in oppo- 
fite directions. 

The forward part of this ‘vessei finally 
went ashore in the coast of Nova Scotia, 
and her stern grounded on the beaches of 
North Carolina. 

Besides the little red triangles which 
tell of icebergs on the pilot cnaft, the 
red lines which mark the course of 
storms that occurred in other years in 
the- same month, and the little red boats 
that tell of derelicts, there are jong biue 


‘lines .laid down, which mark the: path- 


ways of the sea. The captains of steam- 
ers have agreed to keep these pathways 


. 
shell that fs as shining and rich as the 
skies at sunset. Another still more curi- 
ous creature that dwells in the weed is 
the mouse fish, also known as the mar- 
bled angler. 

This little fish is so strangely shaped 
that when he lies among the weed it 
requires sharp and trained eyes to see 
him, even when one has the clump that 
contains him in the hand. His colors 
and his markings are exactly like. the 
tiny berries and sprays of the weed, 
His fins are strangely fringed and rag- 
ged, so that they look just like the wiry 
stems of the cluster. 

This beautiful and wonderful fish 
builds himself a nest among the weed 
as it floats on the surface, and there- 
after he dwells in it and rears his 
family in it, just as a bird would on 
land. But, unlike a bird, he must fol- 
low his nest, for it is not fixed tn its 
position as a nest on a tree or bush, 
but drifts on and on with the weed. 
Sometimes great tropical storms toss 
the sargasso weeds many miles away 
from the gulf stream, and then the fish 
will swim along with his wandering 
home, 

If it happens to be caught in a cur- 
rent that sets landward, the nest build- 
er occasionally comes so near our shores 
that now and then one is caught. Some- 
times, too, the weed travels north with 
the gulf stream itself and then a marbled 
angler may arrive finally off Cape Cod. 
But the fish cannot bear the cold water 
there, so he is only rarely found alive 
north of Cape Hatteras. 

The nes’ is a dainty little thing, made 
of the glowing golden weeds and em- 
bellished with the tiny shells and other 
shining things that drift with it. It 
loaks often like a bit of shell jewelry. 


There is such a variety offered that, 
with little Or no knowledge of the hobby, 
it is somewhat confusing to make the 
selection intelligently. 

For the beginner who wishes to be 
economical an ordjnary blank book will 
answer. The pages should be ruled off 
with a margin at the top for tthe name 
of the country. Reserve about a dozen 
pages at the front for the issues of the 
United States, and two. or three extra 
for those of England, France and Ger- 
many. Only the pages to the right should 
be used. An alphabetical arrangement of 
the countries is @ great advantage and 
can be had by copying the names from 
the price Hst of any stamp dealer. Neat- 
ness should becultivated, 4or it is every- 
thing to thé cOilection. A few specimens 
tastefully arranged make a far better 
appearance than a large number half torn 
and carelessly mounted. 

The printed album, selling as low as 2% 
cents, js superior in mahy ways to the 
blank book. The countries are properly 
arranged, numerous illustrations are given 
and the collection is greatly improved in 
appearance. A small piece of gummer 
paper, called a hinge, is used to mount 
stamps {in an album. Hinges can be hac 
for 10 or 15 cents per thousand. 

It is important to mount the issues of 
a country in proper order. This is dif- 
ficult if a blank book is used, he print- 
ed albumn does away with many little 
troubles. It gives many timely points, and 
is obtainable at a price within reach of 
the youngest collector. 

It is not advisable to get too large a 
book at first, for {if mounting or remov- 
ing a specimen, the leaves may be torn 
or soiled, and other little accidents may 
happen, which should be confined to 
the small album, If properly mounted, 
a collection can be transferred with very 
little work; in fact, there is no real work 
about it. 

When a collection has outgrown the 
small album, a larger one becoming a ne- 
cessity, those selling at from $1 to $1.50 
are in order. These are large, holding 
thousands of stamps, and are in general 
use all over the country. 

They contain spaces for every stamp 
issued and a great deal of useful infor- 
mation in. addition. The area, location 
and population of the countries are given, 
besides a useful guide in the way of de- 
nominations and colors for mounting a 
collection. Blank leaves are inserted for 
future issues of most countries. 

It is an advantage to have the issues 
of all countries illustrated, as otherwise 
11 is impossible to place some of them, 
unless one happens to be famillar with 
them. Few illustrations are given of 
United States stamps, as the law pro- 
hibits the printing of facsimiles. Local 
stamps and the issues of the Confederate 
Slates are permitted, but none of the 
regular issues, revenues, or department 
stamps. 

Many collectors: prtfer to confine them- 
selves to certain’ countries. For instance, 
the United States and the British colonies 
or the countries of the western hemis- 
phere. For the specialist the blank album 
with detachable leaves serves the purpose 
better than other. The issues can be ar- 
ranged in any -order desired, High-priced 
stamps may be omitted, a whole country 
can be removed and another inserted, 
watermarks, perforations and minor va- 
rieties can be inchided.or discarded ac- 
cording to taste. Each iesue can be 
grouped on a page and arranged con- 
secutively, so that no blank pages will 
intervene. This, of course, makes a per- 
manent album, for. additignal pages can 
be inserted wherever desired, and the col- 
leetion need neéver»’.transferred. The 
pages are ruled with a netwo:m of fine 
lines, which act.as.@ §ufde in mounting 
the stamps. tt Dols 

Since the number G®,stimpa issited has 
grown so large, ma edllectors, having 
a Hmited time ‘to @evote te the hobby, 
find it necessary to'@onfiné themselves to 
the issues of the. United and col- 
onies. Albums are’ how ma to hold 
these exclusively. They contain spaces 
for the regular. issues, department 
Stamps, periodicals, revenues, due 
Stamps, envelopes, locals, carrier, match 
and medicine stamps, the issues of the 
Confederate States; and those of Cuba, 
Porto Rico, Hawaii. and the Philippines. 
These, with extra pages for futpre issues 
meke a book almost as large as that de- 
signed for the general collection. 

The United States album is popular 
with a large number of collectors, especi- 
ally with those who have been interexed 
in the hobby for a number of years. It is 
complete in every way, offering a con- 
venient arrangement of all issues, and 
sives a collection tone and neatness. The 


advantage of gathering United States 


stamps exclusively is that a better show- 
ing can be made than by collecting the 
stamps of all countries.

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Mankind Improving. 

Providence Journal: Most people, _ pre- 
sumably, know that human life has been 
materially lengthened in this country In 
recent years. But when, not long ago, the 
statement was put forth that on the evi- 
dence of the vital statistics of those parts 
of the country where such statistics are 
carefully kept the average American man 
is living now more than six years longer 
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than a decade ago, fhe increase of -Jong- 
evity in @o shott a period seemed sod im- 
probable that doubt was felt as to 
whether some disturbing element had 
not entered into the calculation. But now 
comes a census bulletin on the subject 
which practically confirms the vita] ‘sta- 
tistics. 

“The race is growing older,” it says in 
effect. The median line today is. 22.8 
years, as compared with 21.9 in. 1890.. Ten 
years ago the average age ofthe coun- 
try’s population was less than 22; now it is 


nearly 2. Omitting the negroes from the 
calculation, as their neglect of sanitary 
precautions and’* consequent high death 
rate make them a disturbing.element in 
the estimates, we find that the average 
age of the whites rose from 18.3 years in 
1890 to 23.4 years in 1900. At the former 
date the children—that is, those under 
age—were in a majority; at the latter 
date a large majority of the population 
were adults. This means not: that’ there 
are fewer children, but that there are 
more adults. Surely, an-increase of 6.1 
years in the average age of the population 
is a wonderful showing. ft is the. best 
ever chronicled, and if it should be kept 
up it would not be long before a centeha- 
rian would cease to be enough. of a 
rarity to warrant printing his picture in 
the newspapers.

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Thirteenth Annual Meet on October 7—Great 
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Lexington, Ky., October 8.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—Next Tuesday, Octo- 
ber 7, the Kentucky Trotting Horse 
Breeders’ Association will throw open 
the gates for its thirtieth annual meet- 
ing at the historic course, and the big 
meeting of the year, the race “‘down at 
Lexington,’’ will be on. “Down at Lex- 
ington” it is to plunger and swipe alike. 
And down it is, down south from the 
Empire City and Readville meetings to 
Terre Haute and Indianapolis, then to 
the beautiful Oakley track at Cincinnati, 
and then Lexington, the crowning meet- 
ing of the year and its $100,000 in stakes 
and purses given away. “Down at Lex- 
ington’’ the advance guard of the grand 
circuit performers is already quartered, 
and more of them, the’ main army, in 
fact, several hundred strong, will come 
pouring in on Sunday and Monday.

They are the cream of the 764 eligibles 
to the various stakes and purses which 
are offered here during the ten days’ 
meeting.

Great Races Recorded. 

The Kentucky Trotting Horse Breed- 
ers’ Association was founded in. 187, 
although real'y the continuation of an 
older organization which traced its ori- 
gin as far back as 1869. 

Its long history ts rich in the incidents 
which go to make up the life of the 
Amé#ican trotter, and in {ts past can 
be read much of the dévelopment of 
the light harness horse as he is seen 
today. Its: classic Transylvania stake 
for 2:12 class trotters, the champion all- 
aged contest of the world, has been one 
long continuous battle, each year bring- 
ing together Ks best to contest for the 
rich prize that ts offered. Founded in 
1889, Jack won the inaugural event, 
while the second renewal saw theo great 
contest between McDoel and the mighty 
Allerton, 1n which the latter horse was 
forced to lower his colors after a head 
to head battle through the stretch, such 
as fs rarely seen. The blind Cheyenne 
won the third Transylvania, and {it may 
be. that Scott WHudson’s blind marvel 
Rhythmic, 2:68, with a mark within a 
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quarter of a second of the fastest heat 
ever shown. in the. great race, may re- 
peat the trick. Then these seven and 
eight heat struggles of latter years, such 
faces as Kingmond and Lord Vincent 
went in 1889, such a. game performancé 
as the great Boralma showed. in 1900, 
such a magnificent contest as was seen 
when the game Onward Bilver fought 
it out with the roan mare Susie J., with 
the swift Chin Shot. and the others of 
that mighty field of 1901, are battles to 
stir the blood of the most apathetic 
and to start the most self-controlled into 
mad shouting when the finish is close 
and heads apart the leaders dash under 
the wire. 

Associated in the minds of all turf fol- 
Icwers are the Kentucky futurtty and the 
Transylvania. These are the two dis- 
tinctive features of the meeting at Lex- 
ington and each stands as the best of 
its class in the trotting world. It is the 
$-year-old division of this rich stake 
more than the part for the 2-year-old 
t1:otters and for the 2-year-old pacers that 
nolds the interest of regular and tyro 
alike. The first futurfty was given in 
1893. The race was the result of an idea 
uf Secretary Ed A. Tipton, now the head 
of the noted New York sales ‘firm, and 
proved an instant success. Oro Wilkes 
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won thé first futurity and Beuzetta, that 
afterwards took a mark of 2;06 3-4, won 
the second and richest of all the futuri- 
thes, the stake being worth $26,430 in her 
year. For the past four years such per- 
formers as Peter the Great, on which 
Thomas W. Lawson lost a forttine when 
he failed after a magnificent struggie to 
win the Transylvania; Boralma, another 
Transylvania winner; Fereno, that hokis 
tne stake record of 2:103-4 and Peter 
Sterling, 2:11 1-2, that holds the world’s 
record for 83-year-old geldings. These dre 
but two of the many histori fixed events 
which occupy prominent places in each 
annual programme of the Kentucky TPot- 
ting Horse Breeders’ Association. 

How the Time Was Slaughtered. 

As the blue grass is the colt training 
ground par excellence of the trotting 
horze world, it-is natura] that the juve- 
nile races should have been the most 
notable in the early history o? the as- 
sociation. 

In 1874 the Blackwood, Jr., and Lady 
Stout race rang through the trotting 
world, for Lady Stout set a new world’s 
record of 2:29 for 3-year-olds and the con- 
test was dubbed the “fastest and best 
race ever trotted by }-year-olds.” 

In 1876 Dric, the good son of Ericsson, 
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set a new world’s mark of 2:281-2 for 4 
vear-Olds, but went down in defeat after 
winning the first two heats of the race. 

Three years later came the great Jewott 
and Strathmore race, in which Jewett set 
the world a new record for 3-year-olds of 
2:22 3-4. 

This was to be smashed in 1883 by the 
Palo Alfo filly Hinda Rose, driven by 
Charles Marvin, and her mile {n the Ken- 
tucky stake was 2:19 1-2. 

Marvin also dréve Bonita fn 2:18 at the 
same meeting, beating Jay Eye See's 4- 
year-old record of 2:19. 

In 1836 Maméanita get a new mark for 
the age of 2:16 and Edgemark tied this 
record in 1889. ; 

Patron, by Pancoast, in 199 tiefi the 
world’s record of Hinda Rose, trotting a 
mile in 2:191-3, but after that the record 
passed from the Lexington track. 

Back tn 1877 Bo So set a world’s record 
for 2-year-olds of 2:31 on the local track. 

When the work's gecord was held by 
Maud 8 and wae e@ at 2:0 1-4 the record- 
breaking perfornfiace was over this 
course.

fairs. Save tn Kentucky, the thorough 
bred, and the thoroughbred alone, was 
the gentleman's game with horses, but 
it was otherwise in the blue grass. Back 
in 1850, when the first association was 
organized, R. A. Alexander, proprietor of 
the famous Woodburne farm, which was 
famous throughout the horse world, was 
made its president and Saunders D. 
Brude, the compiler of the American 
stud book and one of the greatest au- 
thorities on the horse of his day, was the 
secretary and treasurer. When the as- 
sociation was organized again after the 
interval of the war mem like T. J. Me 
gibben, J. B. Wilgus, thé noted Dr, L. 
Herr, P. H. Hunt, H. T. Duncan took 
charge and as years went on Lucas 
Broadhead, P. P. Johnston, now president 
of the Nationa] Trotfing Association; H.

V. Harkness and many others have 
served as secretary or on the board of 
directors.

Written for The Sunnw South 
ee . » UST around the corner 
J from one of the principal 
streets in the city of New

Tend a’subdued highlight to his piti-4 
ful assumptions of divinity. It is re-| 
~ported ‘that his wife is plentifully en-} 


dowed-with this world’s goods, and’ 
that she and her husband live in af- 
fluence. He occupies a profitable “liv- 
ing” ina well-to-do section of the 
English..metropolis, and has among’ 
| his adherents, strange to say, some 
of the most respectable citizens of that portion of 
‘London. To large and enthusiastic congregations 
he has on several occasions made the announce- 
ment that he was the Messiah, reincarnated. Each 
one of ‘these declarations produced profound en- 
thusiasm and religious ecstasy among the faith- 
ful. Men, women and children, regardless of age 
and standing in life, fell prone on their faces and 
acknowledged his power and omnipotence. It 
happened, unfortunately, that this especial Messiah 
promised his subjects that’on a certain day and at 
a certain hour they would be translated, in Elijah- 
fashion, to realms infinite. Three:times the confid- 
ing apostles of Mr. Pigott hied themselves to an 
extensive common on the outskirts of London, but 
each time they were disappointed and returned home 
to await more auspicious conditions. 

The great London public, however—that vast 
mass of poly-phased humanity which Dickens has 
taught us may be cruel or humorous, pathetic or 
serious in lightning-change order—has displayed 
unwonted incredulity regarding the claims of Mr. 
Pigott. More than this, they have been enraged te 
the riot point by his amazing egotism, and on more 
than one occasion his meetings have been rudely 
broken up ‘by the irruption of a mob of angry, 
one-ideaed English workmen and loafers, who, 
with characteristic British hard sense, did not pro- 
pose to stand sponsor for the conceit of a man who 
imagined himself to be on a par with the Deity. 

he mention of Pigott’s name is sufficient to col- 
lect a mob in that section of the city where he holds 
forth, and it has been twice necessary to call out 
the metropolitan. police to subdue what bore every 
symptom of being ugly and gory outbreaks. Pig- 
ott’s life has even been in danger, and he has 
wisely compromised his heavenly dignity by de- 
ciding to remain quiescent until the storm of popu- 
lar resentment has somewhat abated. At the same 
time his personal followers are still devoted “in 
their allegiance and fully expect that in‘duly ap- 
pointed season their leader will steer them into re- 
gions where “the wicked cease from troubling,” 
etc. Only those more aggressive believers who 
sold out their personal possessions in order to be 
ready for the fateful day have begun to regard his 
cause with doubt. 

These.amusing stories from London recall the 
numerous and lurid experiences which America has 
undergone with this peculiar species of fakir. We 
have also been infested with the genus “divine 
healer” and the “apostle” who, in the guise of pre- 
ceding the real Master, levied financial tribute, on 
those sufficiently ‘gullible to become disciples. At 
different times these movéments have attained. for- 
midable dimensions—especially with the supersti- 
tious class of southern negroes, easily swayed by 
religious excitement and ready to believe. any as- 
sertion, provided it were made in a mysterious, ob- | 
scure fashion, and held olfit remarkable promises 
of good to come to obedient followers of the faith. 
A great many Americans can recall the time when, 
swayed by the excitement of the moment, they dis- 
= of their household and personal goods at a 
oss in order to be prepared for the apostheosis, 
which the wily, glib-talking leader always + an- 
nounced “just ahead.” \ 

There have also been furores in this country and 
Europe over the doings of various divine healers, 
operating under attractive pseudonyms and by 
mysterious, fascinating methods. Common sense 
people have traveled miles to be treated for real or 
fancied ailments, and the most wonderful part of it 
is that many of them have actually been cured, per- 
manently. Sober-minded people, those who follow 
closely the doctrine of cause and effect, give us a 
reason for this in the display of personal magnet- 
ism and semi-hypnotism. But the great bulk of 
the uneducated did not think of these rational ex- 
planations, and straightway became believers. Of- 
ten the craze has reached a ridiculous period, when 
handkerchiefs and other articles blessed by the 
healer were sold at prices far beyond their intrinsic 
value. 

There is some subtle unnameable quality in ex- 
ample which leads us to believe that the perform- 
ances of the English Pigott will suggest Seniiad 
actions‘to designing or weak-minded people in this 
country, and it will not be surprising to find our- 
selves invaded by another army of religious pre- 
tenders and alleged“‘healers’ who ascribe their seem- 
ingly marvelous cures and their equally ludicrous 
failures to divine agency. There is nothing discour- 
aging in this fact, and it does not injure genuine 
religion. Such frenzies, as has been proven times 
without number, are short-lived, and their victims 
are hardly ever caught twice. The epidemics re- 
cur, just like any other human folly, at irregular 
intervals and prove the belief that susceptible hu- 
manity is still prone to belief in anything which is 
shrouded in fascinating mystery, or which has 
about it the glamour of false or perverted religion.

But, after all, most of the people who 
pretend to love animals so dearly that 
their indignation knows no bounds when 
they see whip or spur used, only love 
their own egotism. They can only feel 
for certain kinds of animals that are 
useful or amusing to themselves. 

I @o not say that the pity that they 
feel at times is bad, but there is noth- 
ing particularly noble in it, nothing that 
they deserve to be praised for, nothing 
that proves their soul to be tender or 
good, 

This love for horses, cats, dogs or 
caged birds is often accompanied by 
heartlessness to the sufferings of other 
animals. Many an old maid who has 
spent sleepless nights beside her sick 
pug dog will unfeelingly pass a poor 
young bird, fallen from its nest, and 
many a family will enjoy and laugh at 
the sufferings of a poor mouse that is 
being cruelly played with by the favor- 
ite oat, the pet of the family, who every 
night sleeps on down and silk in its pret- 
ty basket. 7 

We ought to give up all our sentimen- 
tal nonsense and try to arrive at a just 
appreciation of the rights of all animals, 
and all psychologists who have taken 
any interest in this question agree that 
these rights are very easily defined.

EW spots on southern soil 
have more of sentimental 
charm and historic inter- 
est to the people of the 
south than has the *“Her- 
mitage,’’ ex-President Jack- 
son's old hcme. The place 
itself with its present uses 
is an attraction we}!l worth 
the time of any sight see- 
ing visitor, but when cou- 
pled with its own history 
and its assoctation with its 
: filustrious owner, it becomes 

a veritable Mecca for soutfiern people. 
The estate is situated 12 miles east of 
Nashvitie, and comprises more than five 
hundred acres of beautiful and fertile 
land. Here during the larger part of the 
first half of the last century when not 
at Washington or on the field of battle 
lived Andrew Jackson amid his fast horses 
and his fastera#friends. His love of blood- 
ed stock is well known; and it is said that 
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old building came near being military academy. 


he would allow no stock of any kind, nor 
even fowls on the place that could not 
boast a pedigree. Here when he died his 
body found a resting place. 

While many people, know much of this 
historic place, few perhaps are sufficient- 
ly acquainted with its jistory to know 
that it came near to being the site of a 
branch of West Point military academy. 
In 1856, by authority of the Tennessee 
legislature, Governor Ancrew Johnson 
purchased the property from the heirs, 
paying $48,000 for it. In accordance with 
the act providing for its purchase, he 
made a tender of ths property to the 
United States government to be used as 
a site for a branch of West Point military 
academy. The government was to havé } 
two years in which to acecpt the tender. 
Congress referred the matter to the com- 
mittee on military affairs and a favorable 
report was made; but congress adjourned 
before it was reached on the calendar. 
By the time of the next session, civil war 
was in the air. and the general] govern- 
ment was in no mood to build such in- 
stitutions in the south. 
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The property continued thus in the pos- 
session of the state until 1889, when the 
legislature passed an act conveying 2% 
acres of the ‘“‘Hermitage” tract, including 
the mansion house and the tomb of Gener- 
al Jacksen, in trust to the ‘“‘Ladies’ Hexmi- 
tage Association.” This association joint- 
ly with a board appointed by the goverR- 
or and rezommended by the association, 
kept the old place largely as it was in 
General Jackson’s day. Here visitors not 
cnly from the south but from all over 
the whole land come; some that they 
may gratify their curiosity and to see 
relics rare and interesting; others that 
they may pay thcir respects to the memo- 
ry of one of the most remarki:iible men any 
country has ever produced. 

At the sume session of ‘the legislature 
during which the transfer of the *“‘Hermi- 
tage’ was made, an act was also passed 
conveying the remainder of the estate to 
a board of commissi«-ners in trust for 
25 years to be used as a home for indigent 
and disabled soldiers who volunteered in 
the service of the confederate states dur- 
ing the late war.

The 
scholastic work done by Rev, Sheldon 
‘Jackson is of incalculable value to Alaska 
and will become a monumental contribu- 
tion to. civilaztion in. general. Many of 
our denominations have , churches, and 
‘every pulpit is filled by a consecrated, 
earnest minister who preaches. the pure 
gospel. The éhurches are growing and 
the people hear and believe the word. 

The Presbyterians lead in mission work, 
they have more schools and more fields 
than all other denominations. The 
church is the pioneer in all countries, and 
must precede the flag in-aill lands.

Overcrowding the Transvaal. 


Pittsburg Gazette: Johannesburg, one of 
the principal cities of the former Dutch 
republic in South Africa, is reported to 
be in a bad state of distress, due to over- 
population. Reports from several] other 
sections of the Transvaal qpuntry indi- 
cate an overplus of immigration and con. 
sequent suffering by reason of the ina- 
bility of the country to support so large 
an addition to the native population. The 
trouble seems to have been the result of 
injudictous haste on the purt of the Eng- 
lish and Dutch immigrants who wanted 
to be on the ground immediately upon the 
close of the war in that country in order 
to share in the prosperity that is so con- 
fidently predicted will come to the Boer 
republics. But the people have not yet 
had time to recover from the devastation 
of a two-year war. Their flelds lie in des- 
olation. Driven from the rural districts 
by the hardships and deprivations inci- 
dent to the occupation of a hostile army, 
the people have crowded into the towns, 
and all the avenues of livelihood have 
been filled up. When-.the. immigrant 
reaches Johannesburg or any one of the | 
larger Transvaal cities he not only finds 
no means of earning a living, but finds, } 
also, that prices for everything, including 
rent, board and the necessities of life, are 
abnormally high. Smal] four-room cot- 
tages rent for $100 pet month. Board 
ranges from $40 to $75 per morth for a 
single person, and all the comforts and

changed, for flour could be brought to 
towns along the roads and people could 
buy it and gell their grain. | 

In the fall of 1871 the entire prairie 
section of southwestern Minnesofa was 
swept by prairie fires, and what little 
produce had been secured was destroyed. 
No effort could stay the onrusa of fire. 
Horace Austin. was governor of Minne- 
sita. He instituted rélief measures to 
keep the people from starving. The rail- 
roads transported this relief free. 

Fateful 1872 came and settlement con- 
tinued. A small crop was raised by the 
settlers in 1871, trees. were planted and 
measures taken as rapidly 
as possible to grow 
groves for windbreaks in 
winter. The new settlers 
broke up the. ground for 
a crop the following year, 
‘ bullt their houses of sod 
and prepared to ploneer as well as they 
could until such time as prosperity would 
enable them to build better nomes. .In 
the spring of 1878 a bountiful crop was 
promised. Not since that time has south- 
western Minnesota shown greater promise 
in June of a phenomenal harvest. All 
canditions favored the farmer, and emi- 
gration turned hegvily toward the new 
fields of enterprise opened by the Bioux 
City railroad, when suddenly from a clear 
sky came the devouring enemy in show- 
ers. They were grasshoppers. They ac- 
tually darkened the sun as they came and 
cast a #hadow on the earth, their oncom- 
ing sounding like a furious wind. in a 
day the crep was utterly ruined, business 
Was gone, industry paralyzed and want 
stared: the settlers in the face. What veg- 
etables could be planted at that time and 
mature hefore winter were planted, and 
this gave the people a basis for living. But 
clothing, groceries, etc., were out of the 
question. It was ja condition that 
threatened depopulation. Somehow, by 
keeping warm through the winter with 
hay as fuel, soliciting help from friends 
in other localities,. people managed to 
exist until sprigg, when the state pro- 
vided seed’ wheat. This crop was again 
destroyed by the grasshoppers, their 
predecessors having filled the earth with 
eggs the summer before, and before the 
middle of May the. fields were as bare 
of’ a crop as before. they were sown. 
Conditions arew worse. Hundreds of 
families left the country poorer than 
when they came a year or two before, 
and famine promised her worst. Home- 
steads' had to be abandoned and left 
subject to reentry by a new-comer, 
while those who remained often protect- 
e@ the home of the absentee by foree 
when a stranger came along and tried 
to. “jump his claim,” as some men 
would do uhder any eircumstances, Con- 
ditions continued to grow worge year. by 
year, and ffie next year congress granted 
leave of absence to the settlers unttfi the 
plague. had passed, and I believe allowed 
the yéars of absence.to apply as actual 
residence, though, of this I am not cer- 
tain now. This legislation took away 
nearly all the farmers, and those who 
remained simply did so because they 
could not leave or had nowhere to go. 
The war department at Washington’ 
sent car loads of provisions and army 
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homes of the people ‘incognito, and 4 
found such suffering that he gave away | 
all the money he had with him, and bor- 
owed from ,the few who had cash, en 
he reached ‘Windom, and his identity 
was discovered, ehough to pay his ex- 
penses back to St. Paul. He traveled 
through the country dressed almost in 
the garb of the settlers, an/‘i thus won 
his way into their confidence seeing the 7 
condition worse than reported.

Conditions like’ these lasted until 1877, 
now and then a farmer raising a little 
produce, potatoes, beans, peas, etc.— 
produce that could be raised after the 
pest had taken wings and gone, and by 
hard work saved enough to feed his 
family, though this crop was yearly 
threatened by an invading army of 
grasshoppers that had ‘hatched .else- 
where, while ours had gone to similar 
new fields to destroy and lay their seed 
for a forthcoming year’s devastation. In 
1877 the vitality of the pest seemed to 
have somewhat deserted it, and condi- 
tions pointed to the possibility of a 
crop. Soon as the grain appeared above 
the ground the young grasshoppers ap- 


peared also,' and in some places com- | 
pletely destroyed the crop, while in oth- 
ers, Dy the aid of Governor Pillsbury + 
and at the suggestion of a farmer who 
conceived the idea that coal tar would 
destroy the pest, great pans-of sheet 
iron were made, smeared with coal tar, 
and drawn over the fields by teams. The 
grasshoppers would leap upon these 
pans as they were drawn along, and 
soon were dead. In this way much of 
the crop was saved. Finally the great 
army left as suddenly as it came, and 
the development of the country was iess 
than in 1871, : 

From 1877 forward the country has 
grown until now there is not a piece of 
government land, and the homes of the 
farmers equal in beauty and happiness 
the homes of any people on earth. The 
treeless prairie is covered with groves 
of their own planting, prosperity smiles 
everywhere, and labor is rewarded with 
Wages equal to those of any country on 
earth. Thousands of groves now supply 
the owners with fuel and shelter, storms 
of winter are lessened in their severity 
by these conditions, and a transforma- 
tion “has resulted that even the most 
hopeful could not have looked for thirty 
years ago... Towns and cities have grown 
up along the railroads, while other roads 
have been built, and it is now an iso- 
lated farmer indeed who has not a rail- 
road market within a dozen miles. 

How has this conditién been brought 
about? By energy, thrift, economy, in- 
telligent farming—absolutely by farming, 
for throughout the entire territory sev- 
eral hundred miles square there is 


hardly a manufacturing enterprise. 
Lands are worth from $40 to $60 an acre, 
and are today being stripped of a crop 
that was never equaled. The territory 
covered by the pest has become a factor 
in politics, legislation and progress. 

A few days ago I made a picture of a 
few scenes on the farms in this territory. 
They are ee eee scenes picked up 
for the pufposes of this article, but sim- 
ilar ones can be seen anywhere. They 
are average country scenes in south- 
western Minnesota. 

The picture of the farm buildings was 
taken within half a dozen miles of the 
spot where the babies were murdered by 
the Indians. The property ts owned by 
Tom Anderson, who settled’ upon it in 
1871, ‘Just from Norway. His farm con- 
sists of 640 acres, and the machinery as

Another picture of a harvest scene I 
send you. This is that of a young farmer, 
or, rather, two young farmers, who were 
born here since grasshopper times. They 
have about four hundred acres. The lady 
driving on one of the machines is the 
wife of the man folNowing on the other, 
whfle the one standing tis his brottHer. 
Here are two. harvesting machines drawn 
by six horses, and as I left they unhitch- 


ea for dinner. A mile farther along the 


road was a field with.four harvesters fol- 
lowing each other, each drawn by four 
horses. 


Such ecenes may be seen by thousands 
all over the agricuitural portion of Min- 


+ ss0ta and Iowa itn harvest season, and 


when it comes to plowing a Httle later, 
and even now in many cases, four horses 
are hitched to gang plows and two or 
three furrows are turned at a time, the 
driver riding on the plow. 

An interesting feature of northern life 
is. that: of a young ladg mail carrier, 
whom I ran onto several days ago in an 
adjoining county. Her 
father has a contract to 
carry the mail from 
Tracy to Dovary and 
back twice a week. This 
work is performed by the 
young lady shown in the 
picture. She is about twenty years of age, 
and the picture shows her with her team, 
though the wagon is not the one general- 
ly used. Her favorite conveyance is a 
top buggy, but on this trip she had sonie 
packages to handle, and another vehicle 
was utilized. Her people iive on a farm, 
have several hundred acres of grain, and 
are in such prosperous condition as to be 
the object of envy of the man who does

nothing, of whom there are so few that 
they are seldom in evidence. 

I write in’ a county that in 1860 had 12 
population; in 1870, 534; in 1900, 12,064, and 
in 1902, probably 15,000, with an assessed 
valuation of $5,000,000 in round numbers, 
and probably an actual valuation of $10,- 
000,000. Many of the farmers are bank 
stockholders, money lenders, and look 
back upon the early days with a wonder 
in, their minds of how they existed. One 
man, whose name just comes to mind, 
fifteen years ago could not get trusted In 
Windom for a sack of flour. A few days 
ago I met fim-and made some inquiry 
about how he was getting along, to find 
that he had over seven hundred acres of 
land,, not encumbered to speak of, and 
that he could borrow all the money he 
wanted on his own note at any bank in 
the county. The banks in Windom, two 
in number, have over three-quarters of 
a million deposits, and a third is just 
organizing. They are paying from 10 to 
15 per cent dividends to their stock- 
holders, and laying away good surpluses. 
The First national in five years, with a 
capital of $50,000, has paid $25,000 in divi- 
dends, saved a surplus of $30,000, besides 
a fund of undivided profits of several 
thousand. There are five thriving vil- 
lages, and two more are being surveyed 
and platted. Each of these has a bank 
showing similar prosperity. 

While I would in no way say a word 
calculated to reopen the wounds between 
the two sections, I cannot help seeing the 
difference in condition between the farm- 
ers of the south and Minnesota, and ask- 
ing myself, without a satisfactory repty,

why it is so different: I realize the terri- 
ble condition Georgia was left in when 
General Sherman got through, and have 
personally seen some of the ravages of 
that war, but, poor as the country was 
when the northern army left—destitute 
and starving as the people were when the 
march to the sea denuded the state of 
her pride and joy and prosperity, I have 
shown that ten years after the war was 
ended this locality was just beginning to 
settle, and that our people were as poor 
and destitute as any on earth. 

Many of our people came from Norway 
and other foreign countries as poor as 
poverty can make men, labored “for day 
wages and sent money back to bring their 
wife, or father, or brother, or sister, and 
they in turn put their ghoulder to the 
wheel of progress and sent money for 


others to come, and now these people are’ 
rich, properous, happy and contented. Un- 


able to speak our language, unaccustomed 
to our tions and climate and cus- 
toms they soon became assimilated with 
the Yankees, and have made excellent 
citizens, talk the language, and their chil- 
dren are becoming educated and self- 
reliant.

“After reading the article In the Sunny 
South, ‘Advanced Years No Bar to Vigor- 
ous Achievement,’ I was impressed with 
the fact that no more aged Georgians had 
been mentioned who had done active 
work up to, or nearly to, the time of 
their death. I suggest, for instance, that 
good old man, whom -every Atlantan, and 
thousands of Georgians loved, the late 
Hon, William Ezzard, of Atlanta. A bet- 
ter man never lived on this earth. He 
was a kind-hearted friend, useful citizen 
and eminent jurist. He first represented 
Elbert county in the Georgia legislature 
for a number of years, then was senator 
twice from the senatorial dis- 
trict’ of which Elbert is a county. Re- 
moving to Decatur after serving a fuil 
term as judge of the Coweta circuit, his 
people soon recognized his ability and 
sent him again to the legislature. From 
Decatur he came to Atlanta and was 
mayor of the city three different times, 
besides serving the people in several other 
different capacities. Like Thomas Jef- 
ferson, he died holding the office of jus- 
tice of the peace, in his éighty-@rst year. 
Judge Ezzard for at least fifty years of 
his life was first and foremost in service, 
always for the good of the peopie. — 

‘‘There ts also Judge Thomas Stocks, 
of Greene county, whom I met in his 
eighty-ninth year in the full vigor of 

life, strong, active and 

The hearty. He was charm- 
Noblest ing in his reminiscences. 
Roman The grandest old Roman 
ofThem of them all. He was 
All born in an Indian fort in 
Greene county, Georgia, 

and left an orphan at 10 years of age. 
His early years were passed among the 


] alarms of Indian warfare, when guarded 


men worked in squads on the farms of 
the state, thus protecting themselves 
from marauding Creeks and sometimes 
Cherokees. A farmer, he took an active 
part in politics and religion in early life. 
His force of character and natural in- 
telligence soon gave him prominence. He 
was soon elected to represent Greene 
county in the Georgia legislature, and 
continued Greene's -fabthful representa- 
tive from 1822 to 1820, when he was elected 
to the senate. Over this body he presided 
for twelve consecutive years. He held 
the responsible pogt of judge of the in- 
ferior court of his county for thirty-one 
years, the presidency ‘of the board of 
trustees of Mercer ywniversity and of the 
Georgian Baptist ‘convention for nearly 
forty years, giving during all that time 
liberally to the supp mort of the college. 

‘Fie died in the #inety-first year of his 
age. He could “look* Dack to the time 
when the Uconee fiver was the west- 
erm boundary ofthe state and when men 
carried guns to thelr houses of worship 
and kept sentinels standing to watch tor 
the wily Indians. All these long years he 
was useful both to the church and state, 
to both God and man. 

“Hon. Hiram Warner, late chief justice 
of the supreme court, certainly deserves 
a high piace upon the roll of fame on this 
ine. Adopting Georgia in his early man-~ 
hood, of frail and delicate build, Hiram 
Warner came to Georgia as a school 
aeacher in 18%. As s00n as his finances

‘Being the contemporary of Aleck and 
Linton Stephens, Hill, Toombs, Howell 
and T. R. R. Cobb, Charlies J. Jenkins, 
and many othér distinguished CGeofgia 
men, Judge Warner, as an abie and con- 
scientious jurist, was held as the peer of 
any of them. His life is a4 part of Geor- 
gia’s history,.so clearly has his decisions 
ard rulings.-been connected with the 
ceurts for the jast half century. His mind 
was remarkably clear and brilliant to the 
very jast. 

“I congratulate you in-your eftorts in 
breaking dovn tha ‘age limit’ fantasy, 
and I feel that the instances of these 
three grand, noble old Georgians will ma- 
terially add to your list of distinguished 
Georgians, who, in their ripe years, did 
much to make Georgia, not merely the 
Empire Stat2 of the South but s0o0n to be 
the Empire State of the whole union,” 

My friend, Il. Y¥. Sawtell, writes: 

‘Why didn’t you mention old Judge 
Petty, of Ch2iokee county, in your list of 
active old men. Many; many years ago, 
when the Indians roamed all over this 
fair land of ours, he was living among 
them in what is now Cherokee county. 
He used to tell about the Indians and 
their queer doings when he was iong past 
eighty, years of age. Une reminiscence 
I will never forget. When he wags a 
boy the Cherokees and Creeks quarreled 
over the line between them and heid sev- 
eral councils over it, never being able 
to agree. Finally the chiefs on both 
sides decided to allow the matter to be 
determined Dy a game of Dall, to be play- 
ed by a set of bucks to be picked by 
each side. A favorable spot was chosen. 
It is the present little tourishing town 
of ‘Ball Ground,’ now in Cherokee county. 
Fifteen acres were cleared of trees, roots 
and stumps.* So many Indians canmie to 
the game that their ponies they rode were 
numerous enougn to torm a wall all 
around the 15-acre patch, and all the boys 
got up in the trees, just like little and 
big boys do now to witness a game. 
After four or five hours of good play- 
ing the Cherokees won. From that time 
or the boundary line was the Chatta- 
hcochee river, the line chosen by the win- 
ning ‘party. 

“Major Petty was a frequent visitor to 
my home, and 1 have had this from his 
lips time and again. He died past ninety 

years of age, and for at 
least sixty years before 
‘his death no man exer- 
cised a more wholesome 
influence on north Weor- 
gia than did Major Pet- 
ty.”’ 

Colonel J. H. Lofton writes: 

“In the article in The Sunny South, 
mentioning what old men had done after 
Sixty years of age, 1 confess myself dis- 
appointed in not finding any allusion to 
one of the grandest, purest and most com- 
ranionable old men that ever lived in 
weorgia. l,reter to ex-Governor George 
R. Gilmer, of whom all Georgia should 
feel proud. A native of. Georgia, his 
first severa] years schooling was obtained 
in the neighborhood log school house 
with a dirt tioor. ' 

“When quite a youth he became first 
Meutenant of infantry in the Forty-third 
regiment, whose duty it was to repel In- 
dian marauders. In this fhey were kept 
quite busy. They were subject to much 
exposure. He was also activg in the war 
of 1812. Represented his county in the 
legislature six years in succession; went 
to congress jn 1827;.was governor in 1828 
and 1829; went to congress in 1833 and 1839: 
was governor again in 1836 for four years; 
was trustee actively engaged in ardugus 
duties of the University of Georgia for 
over forty years, and for a long time 
was one of the few pioneers in establish- 
ing the supreme court of Georgia. By his 
Sagacity, serious trouble was at one time 
averted. Owing to unpleasant complica- 
tions the relations between the state of 
Georgia and the United States became 
strained. It was a question of federal 
supremacy and state rights, and but for 
the sagactous diplomacy and rigid ad- 
herence of Goverpor Gilmer to what he 
felt was right, due and pruper and his 
prompt manner in meeting every en- 
croachment upon the rights of Georgia 
trouble wags prevented. 

White's “Statistics of Georgia,” 
ferring to Governor Gilmer, says: 

“ ‘No governor of Georgia has ever been 
called upon to perform so many compll- 
cated and delicate duties. The situation 
of the Cherokee Indians; the injustice said 
to have been practiced ugen them by the 
state of Georgia; the conflicting opinions 
of the United States and the constituted 
authorities of Georgia, all combined to 
render Governor Gilmer’s administration 
anything but pleasant. Wisdom, pru- 
dence and firmness were requisite to con- 
duct the helm of state at this critical 
period, and we believe we utter the senti- 
ments of every thinking man in Georgia 
when we say that Governor Gilmer’s ad- 
ministration was marked by all these at- 
tributes.’ 

“I knew the governor well. He was the 
most kind-hearted man I ever saw. Noth- 
ing pleased him better than to make his 
fellow-man happy by performing kind 
acts. He was very fond of the young 
people of the country. He often got us 
together and amused and instructed us 
by the hour, relating reminiscences, both 
funny and instructive. He seemed to 
know everybody that ever lived in Geor- 
gia, and of all the good and funny things 
each man or. woman ever did he was 
ready to tell. But of the bad, in the 
goodness of his heart, he was ever the 
first to throw the mantle of charity over 
the shortcomings of any one. 

“My impresion js, and*I got this im- 
pression from an intimacy with him for 
over fifty years at least (the governor 
must have been at least 84 or 8 years old, 
active, hale and hearty to the last), that 
he was the grandest aH ’round man Geor- 
gia ever produced, making himself useful 
to the last day.”’

Georgia, graduated at tht university in 
the class of °37 with that grand old man, 
Professor 8. P. Sanford, who occupied 
one position at Mercer for fifty-three 
years. It is worthy of note that Dr. 
Palmer was pastor of the First Presby- 
‘terian church about the same length of 
itime. 

“Dr. Palmer’s death tn a recent street 
ear accident ig too fresh in the minds 
of the reader to repeat. He was in the 
minety-first year of his age, and had 
preached two sermons the Sabbath be- 
fore his untimely taking off. 

“Dr. Palmer was in no sense a local 
celebrity. Though the most famou? 
period of his life was passed in New 
Orleans, his influence wae felt througt 
out the land. He was the foremost 
champion of a great-chiurch for a half 
century, but he was also a great in- 
fluence in the state _as well. Besides 
being an active church worker to the 
last, and a favorite speaker, he edited, 
several works, principally “The Family 
in its Civil and Churchly Aspect,” “For- 
mation of Character,”’ ‘‘The Broken 
Home,” etc., some of them being edited 
in his jast years. 

“Again, I mentiol Richard Maicom 
Johnson, the very first alumnus of grand 
old Mercer. He received his degree of 
B. A. at the age of nineteen, during the 
year 1831; soon was admitted to the bar 
to practice law, later was called to the 
chair of Mterature at the University of 
Georgia. But it was not umtil he was 
more than fifty that he appeared as a 
writer. Since then he has published 
‘English Literature, ‘Biography of Alex- 
ander H. Stephens,’ ‘Dukesborough 
Tales, ‘Old Mark Langston,’ ‘Ageeche 
Crossings,’ ‘Old Times in’ Middle Geor- 
gia,’ and a series of southern stories, 
which have given him a national popu- 
larity. In style and humor. thev not 
only are new, but charming. Judge John- 
son Was in the midst of this great work 
when he died, at the age of seventy- 
seven, 


“In this roll of honor of ‘old vets’ tn 
public service, the name of ex-Governor 
Wilson Lumpkin must not be forgotten. 
His father being unable to send his chil- 
dren from home to be educated, they re- 
ceived no other education than that 
which was acquired in a common country 
school. At fourteen, he wrote in his 
father’s office ‘(clerk of the superior 
court). This was of great benefit to him, 
compensating In a great degree for his 
want of a regular education. At twenty- 
one he was elected a member of the. leg: 
islature. He served the county for sev- 
eral terms, when he was elected gover- 
nor of Georgia for two terms. After 
holding several offices of trust, both state 
and national, he was appotnted on a 
“board of public works,”’ ereated by the 
legislature of Georgia. The act also 
rected a general survey of the state, 


canals and railroads. Mr. Lumpkin 
recommended a route, which, with but 
little variation, is the present location of 
the principal railroads df the state. To 
other interests of the state, he devoted 
much labor. He died in the eighty-first 
year of his age. Governor Lumpkin was 
a great reader, even more than ever in 
his old age. He never had a law suit or 
an arbitration. 

“The third direct lineal descendant of 
the same illustrious name—not of Geor- 
gia, but of her sister state, South Caro- 
lina, so closely allied in kith and trade, 
that in her first existence Georgia for a 
long time felt that she was only part 
and parcel of Carolina—is General Wade 
Hampton, who spent a long and useful 
life in many trusted capacities, such as 
congressman, senator, governor, and sol- 
dier, actively discharging the dutier of 
United States railroad commissioner at 
the time of his death In the eighty-sec- 
ond year of his age. 

“I join hands with you in your laudable 
attempt in dispelling that ‘ignis fatuous,' 
the ‘age Umit.’ I say, let old men work 
and be useful as long as possible. “The 
mind is as young”as the heart is.’ Away, 
I say, with the lazy, selfish old man 
who quits a Hfe of activity sim- 
ply beécause the Giver of ail 
good should gee fit to allow 
him to encumber the earth until he is 
sixty or even seVenty. I am over sev- 
énty, and I work every day in sore 
honorable way; @m proud of it, and am 
thankful that I am still allowed such 
privilege. May be I am somewhat pha- 
rasaical, too, for often, in returning these 
thanks, I fear that ¢here is a tinge o* 
selfishness; that I feel too much that ‘I 
am not as other men are’ (I mean not 
like those ‘old lazy rust outs’).”

REJECTED 


New York Sun: One of the fraditionz 
that is accepted without question by most 
of the amateur writers is that the man- 
uscripts mg * send in to publishers are 
not read. e other day one ofthese 
authors complained bitterly that his 
works submited to re a7 ei were fre- 
turned to him without ving been read 
at ali. or after examination in such cur- 
sory fashion that no real idea of their 
quality was to be had. He is only one of 
many. To get some information on the 
subject a reporter sought the head of a 
firm which publishes, in addition to its 
novels, a monthly magazine. 

“Nothing is falser,’’ said he, “than the 
statement #0 often seen that most man- 
uscripts sent here are not read There 
ere certain manuscripts coming to every 
publishing house which are not opened, 
and the reascn for ignoring them is a 
good one. We know the person who wrote 
them, and we know what they write. 
We aleo know that we do not, under 
any circumetances, want eanvthing they 
write. Naturally. manuscripts that come 
from fuch sources are not considered. 
Every magazine and publishing house has 
a certain number of these persons to deal 
with. 

“Rut other worke are read. Now, in 
this place, as in every other, it is greatly 
to the credit of one of the readers to dis- 
cover a new story that is worth accepting 
end is likely to mak2 a success. For that 
reason the readers are anxious to fthd 
whatever they can that may prove worth 


buying. 

ae thie cffice manuscripts are read first 
by one person, who weeds out all that gre 
obviously unsuited to any magaziné of 
impertanece. That leaves fewer than one 
would suppose. The remainder are read 
by another person, who selects onky those 
which he feels certain are fitted for the 
magazine. These few are put Into a bag 
in his office, where ther are found by the 
editor end owner of the magazine. He 
takes them home. and before they are 
finally accepted or refused every manu- 
script has been read by him. So it cannot 
te enid that the scrch fcr new and good 
material is not dilicently pursued. 

“In othr offices the thorouchness fs al- 
ways ae great. There may be an tnap- 
preciated genius every once in a whfie. 
But there are few if ther exist at all.

Whitten for Ghe Sunny South 
HE successful production 
of hemp in Texas and in 
Mississippi, and  experi- 
along the Savannah river, 
will eventually open up a 
new industry.in the south- 


ern states which, if prop. 
“erly conducted, will be a 


source of considerable rey- 
enue. Three-fourths of 
the American hemp fiber 
is now produced in the 
state of Kentucky, where 
climatic conditions are favorable and the 
soll is rich in humus. For the past six 
years the industry has been gradually 
growing in California, in the Sacramento 
valley and in San Benito county, and 
$n Nebraska for several seasons Fremont 
end Havelock have each grown about 1% 
acres. Seven or eight years ago hemp 
was grown at Rolling Forks, Miss., and 
@ large crop produced, ang the industry 
would doubtless have been established 
there had not a break in the Mississippi 
levee occurred which resulted in a flood 
that practically ruined the plantation. 
During the past few years experiments 
have been conducted with a view to the 
Introduction of hemp culture in North 
and South Carolina and along the Sa- 
vannah river. There are many locglities 
along the.river bottoms through the 
southern states where it could undoubt- 
@dly be cultivated to good -advantage, 
and it is possible that it might be 
grown to some extent in limited areas on 
the uplands where the fertility of the 
soll has not been destroyed by long 
cropping. It requires a sofjl rich in 
humus; 
jong cultivated in cotton and fertilized 
only with commercial fertilizer cannot 
be expected to produce good crops of 
hemp. 


In Kentucky, hemp is cultivated in a 
region noted for its horses and fine herds 


of cattle and sheep, as well aq for its 
bluegrass and hemp. The soils through- 
out this region have been Kept in a high 
state of fertility, as is nearly always the 
case where stock raising is an important 
element in mixed farming. ‘Barnyard 
manure is applied to corn and wheat, 
the crops preceding hemp: in the rota- 
tion—the common five-year rotation of 
clov@, hemp, corn, wheat, clover—but no

Texas good crops of hemp have been pro- 


duced on rich, dark prairie soil, but on. 


uplands, subject to drought, the crop 
has proved a failure. In the southern 
States, where clover doeg not succeed 
and where stock raising has not yet 
received due attent’mn, cowpeas an® cot- 
tonseed meal wi"fnake good feftilizers 
for hemp. 


An ideal hemp soil must be rich in 
available fertilizing elements, especially 
nitrogen and potash, to insure a rapid 

growth; deep and suf- 
What ficiently Jooge in texture 
Makes to permit the develop- 
an ment of the root system 
Ideal Hemp and also to allow good 
Soil drainage; sufficiently pli- 
able to make a good 
mellow seed bed so as to insure uniform 
germipation of seed, yet with clay 
efough to give it a good body and firm 
texture. A good supply of humus (decay- 
ing vegetable and animal matter) is 
necessary, not only ¢o furnish plant food, 
but to retain moisture. 

An even” stand of plants, uniform in 
size, is one of the principal objects to 
keep in mind in nearly every operati¢fa 
in hemp culture. It fs well-nigh impos- 
sible to maRe good fiber from a mixture 
of stalks of different sizes. Hemp grows 
to a height of from 5 to 15 feet. The 
stems are hollow, and in the best varie- 
ties rather prominently fluted. The fiber 
consists of numerous series of long cells 
in thé inner bark, firmly knitted to- 
gether, which, when cleaned from the 
purrounding tissues, form strands long, 
soft, very streng and capable of almost 
as fine subdivision as flax. It is used in 
the manufacture of fine twines, carpet 
thread, carpet yarns, sailcloth, and for 
homespun and similar’ grades of woven 
goods. The best grade of long fiber, 
called ‘‘dressed line,’’ is used for making 
twines, yacht cordage, etc. The tow is 
used for threads and for yarns to be 


‘woven into carpets, homespuns and linen 


- goods’ and the: refuse fiber combed from 
the tow is used’ as oakum for calking 
ships. The average annual consumption 
of hemp fiber in the United States is 
about 18,00),000 pounds, of which only 
about 8,500,000 pounds are raised in this 
country, thé remainder being imported. 
The, California hemp is cut with seif- 

rake reapers or mowing machines. Reap- 
ers seem to be growing in popularity in. 

Kentucky, though most of the hemp is 


stil) cut by hand with the primitive reap- 
ing knife or hemp cutter, which is some- 
thing between a corn cutter and a bush 
ecythe, but unlike either. An _ experi- 
enced hand with a reaping knife will cut 
about one-half acre per day. With a 
sweep-rake reaper, umier favorable con- 
ditions, from 5 to 7. acres may be cut in 
a day, and with a mowing machine 7 
to 10 acres. Some form of harvesting 
machine must soon take the place of the 
hemp knife, since it is ever more diffi- 
cult to secure the skilled labor necessary 
to cut the crop by hand, and where hemp 
is raised on a large scale it is impossible 
with the slow hand methods to get it alt 
cut at the proper season. 

Retting, or “rotting,’”” by immersing 
the stalks in water is largely practiced 
in France and Italy, but nearly all the 
hemp now produced in,the United States 
is dewretted. It is spread in long rows 
on the ground during the fall and earlv 
winter and exposed to the weather until 
the bark. including the fiber, readily slips 
from the {nner woody portion. In Ne- 
braska and CaHfornia the hemp !s spread 
in the stubble flelds where it has bebn 
cut. In Kentucky it 1s usually spread 
in closely cropped blue grass pasture 
land, and is sometimes hauled two or 
three miles from the hemp fields to the 
retting grounds. The plants are turned 
at learnt. once to secure even retting. 

When the hemp has been retted suf- 
ficiently for the fiber to be readily sepa- 
rated, the stalks are raked together and 

set up in loose shocks td 
The dry, or hauled to the 
Final €tep place where they are to 
im the ba broken. Breaking is 
it Operation the process by which the 
a fiber is separated from 
the stalk .and roughly 
cleaned. Nearly all of the hemp is broken 
by hand breaks, such as have been in 
use many centuries. To break an aver- 
age crop of 5) acres requires the services 
of ten skilled hemp breakers for two 
months, and costs about $500. The hand 
break must give way to machinéfy. 

Under fair average conditions an acre 
of hemp yields about 1,00 pounds of 
rough fiber, or about 6,000 pounds of dry 
retted stalks. At 5 cents per pound for 
the fiber it is a very good paying crop. 
It is a reasonably safe crop, aside from 
the.. uncertainties or retting. It is not

G. Gilmore, of the Maryland line of con- 
federate cavairy, commanded a small 
comparry in the Shenandoah valley known 
as ‘the Gilmore Scouts, who became fa- 
mous throughout the army of Virginia as 
brave, chivalrous and fearless soldiers. 
These dashing knights of sword and spur 
were as gallant at fetes and balls as on 


the firing line. , 

At one of the fetes In the Shenandoah 
valléy given in their honor @uring the 
mid-wi .c suspension of: hostilities, 
wher «ne two armies were encamped in 
ner proximity, these gallant ‘knights of 
the bonnie blue flag were jocosely re- 
minded of the hiatus the blockade had 
produced in the supply of crinoline, and 
half earnestly intimated their regret that 
*the days of the Troubadores and knight 
errantry had passed. 

One of the jeweled dames, with an ap- 
pealing smile said: “If the days of the 
Troubadores had not vanished into the 
mist’ of tradition the crinoline blockade 
on land tould be raised.’’ It wags then 
well known that the sutlers following 
the ..deral army had abundant supplies 
of crinoline. r 

The artistic: reminder inspired the Gil- 
more Scouts with resolution to rival the 
exploits of Don Quixote and his Sanco 
Panza-—to make the sword subservient to 
love as well as war, without solling the 
shield of a. soldier. 

But war has its ludicrous.as well gs se- 
rious phases, and ‘‘the best laid schem 
of mice and men gang aft aglee.” 

At that time a large division of tne 
federal army’ was encamped around Mar- 
tinsburg with large sutler supplies.

Crinolime there were both foot 

pickets and cavalry vi- 
dettes guarding the army 
in the quiet repose of slumber. 

Gilmore ficked nineteen of his men to 
attempt the serious achievement of cap- 
turing pickets and videttes without noise 
to arouse suspicion and discovery. . By 
adroit generalship they accomplished the 
feat, and thus removed every obstacle to 
their quiet march on the sutler’s stand on 
a cold, dark wintry night. 

The descendant of Israel in charge of 
the stand surrendered at discretion and 
sat down with. a woe-begone face long 
enough to reach from Jerusalem to Mt. 
Lebanon and vented his spleen on the 
federal army, the officers of which, he 
said, had assured him that he 
would be immune from confederate mo- 
lestation, and; frequently in. sorrowful 
accent ejaculated,’ ‘Mine Got, not -his, 
da tells me! Da ruins me. I goes pack 
to mine store in New York, vare no sol- 
diers prakes in an’ takes mine goods.” 

The twenty raiders abundantly helped 
themselves to Hquid and choice edible 
supplies, and then attached the bountiful 
supplies of crinoline. 

Each of the twenty ‘knights took 
twenty hoops and tethered them to the 
rear of their saddles, ten to a side, 400 
in all, waybilled for the Shenandoah 
valley, as réward for the hospitalities of 
its beauty. Feeling the inspiration of 
love, wine and security from pursuit and 
capture, they were.in no great hurry in 
departing with their knightly cargo, 

Don Quixote and Sancho Panza and 
his ass never presented a more ludicrous 
and grotesque appearance, nor did they 
feel more secure in their attack on a 
wind mill to inflame the admiration of 
Dulcinea del Toboso.:. At 3 in the morp- 
ing the knightly cavalcade, after Some 
little exertion, owing to muscular relax- 
ation, mounted. and leisurely pursued 
their 20 miles’ journey to the confederate 
army in the famed valley. 

But, like the banquet at Brussels be- 
fore Waterloo, the thoughts of beauty 
and splendor, at break. o’ day was hailed 
in the rear with sharp crack of rifle in 
the hands of federal pursuers. This 
proclamation of danger ‘restored their 
relaxed nerves to normal functions, and 
forced the choice of celerity to the gauge 
of battle, and determination to preserve 
their booty. 

But the large folds of crinoline flapped 
the thigh and flanks of their steeds like 
the ears of elephants, and both fright- 
ened &nd impeded the much desired ce- 
lerity of their onward flight. Some of 
the huge bundles of spoils broke loose 
and were left in the road for recapture, 
the idea of a dismount to recover being 
impracticable for want of time. Ten 
of the twenty lost their spoils in this 
way, but the suspicion obtained that 
some were cut insttad of hroken louse. 
At all events, 200 of the 400 skirts were 
lost in the flight.

most, remarkable execution 
that ever took place in this 
country was the hanging of 
thirty-eight Indians at the 
Same time and from one 
scaffold at St. Paul, Minn., 

in the winter of 1862. 
These Indians made a 
raid into Minnesota, car- 


with them. They left 

burned homes and bigeding 

and ghastly skeletons in 
their trail. They were captured by United 
States soldiers, and after a fair and full 
trial were condemned to death on the 
scaffold. 

At that time the war between the 
states was at its height and the whole- 
sale execution did not create as much 
excitement or comment ag it would have 
done at a more peaceful time. 

I believe the execution has almost been 


avery few people. 

The following clipping from an old 
newspaper tells the story: 
, late on Thursday night in company 
with Lieutenant Colonel. Marshall, we vis- 
ited the building occupied by the doomed 
Indians. They were quartered on the 
ground floor of the three-story stone 
building, erected by the late General 
Leech. 

They were all fastened to the floor with 
chains, two by two. Some were sitting 
up, smoking and conversing, while othefs 
were reclining, covered with blankets, and 
apparently asleep. The three half-breeds 
and one or two others only were dressed 
in citizens’ clothes. The rest wore the 
breech clout, leggings, blankets and not a 
few were adorned with paint. The ma- 
jority were young men, though several 
ate quite old and gray-headed, ranging, 
perhaps, toward seventy. One is quite a 
youth, not over sixteen. 

They all appeared cheerful and con- 
tented, and seemed scarcely to reflect on 
the certain doom which awaited them. As 
we gazed on them, the recollection of 
how short. a time since they had been 
engaged in the diabolical work of mur- 
dering, iodiscriminately, both old and 
young, sparing neither sex nor condition, 
sent a thrill of horror through our veins. 
Now they are perfectly harmless, and 
look as innocent as children. They smile 
‘at your enttance, and hold out their 
hands to be shaken, which appear to be 
gory with the blood of babies. 

Father Ravoux spent the whole night 
among the doomed ones, talking with 
them concerning their fate, and endeav- 
oring to impress upon them a serious view 
of the subject. He met with some suc-

They added some fresh 
streaks of vermillion and ultramine to 
their countenances, as their fancy sug- 
gested, evidently intending to fix them- 
selves off ag gay as possible for the com- 
ing exhibition. They commenced singing 
their death song, Ta 2z00 leading, and 
nearly all joining. We had never heard 
this song and could not now tell it from 
the war song, but it wae wonderfully ex- 
citing. 

At precisely 10 o’clock the condemned 
Were marshalled in a procession, and 
headed by Captain Redfield marched 
out into the street, and directly across 
through files of soldiers to.the scaffold, 
which had been erected in front, and 
were delivered to the officer of the day, 
Captain Burt. They went eagerly and 
cheerfully, even crowding and jostling 
each other to be ahead, just like a lot 
of hungry boarders rushing to dinner in a 
hotel. The soldiers who were on guard 
in their quarters, stacked arms and fol- 
lowed them, and they in turn weré fol- 
lowed by the clergy, reporters, efc. 

As they commenced the ascent of the 
scaffold, the death song was again start- 
ed, and when they had all got up, the 
noise they made wag truly hideous. It 
seemed as if pandemoniym had broken 
loose. It had a wonderful effect in keep- 
ing up their courage. One young fellow, 
who had been given a cigar by one of the 
reporters just before marching from their 
quarters, was smoking it on the stand, 
puffing away very coolly during the in- 
tervals of the hidédus “Hi-yi-yi,” “Hi- 
yi-yi,’’ and after the cap was drawn over 
his face he managed tod get it up over 
his mouth and smoke. Another was 
smoking his pipe. The noose having been 
promptly adjusted over the necks of each, 
by Captain Libby, all was ready for the 
fatal] signal.

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He South Offers Many Fine Opportunities| 
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For Hemp Culture 


Hemp-Breaking machines at work near Lexington, Ky. 
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Whiten for Ghe Sunny South 

HE successful production 
of hemp in Texas and in 
Mississippi, and  expert- 
“ments in the Carolinas and 
along the Savannah river, 
will eventually open up a 
new industry.in the south- 
ern states which, if prop. 
“erly conducted, will be a 
source of considerable rey- 
enue. Three-fourths of 
the American hemp fiber 
is now produced in the 
state of Kentucky, where 
climatic conditions are favorable and the 
soll is rich in humus. For the past six 
years the industry has been gradually 
growing in California, in the Sacramento 
valley and in San Benito county, and 
in Nebraska for several seasons Fremont 
end Havelock have each grown about 1% 
acres. Seven or eight years ago hemp 
was grown at Rolling Forks, Miss., and 
@ large crop produced, ang the industry 
would doubtless have been established 
there had not a break in the Mississippi 
levee occurred which resulted in a flood 

that practically ruined the plantation. 
During the past few years experiments 
have been conducted with a view to: the 
Introduction of hemp culture in North 
and South Carolina and along the Sa- 
vannah river. There are many locglities 
along the.river bottoms ‘through the 
southern states where it could undoubt- 
@dly be cultivated to good advantage, 
end it is possible that it might be 
grown to some extent in limited areas on 
the uplands where the fertility of the 
soll has not been destroyed by long 
cropping. It requires a soil rich in 


jong cultivated in cotton and fertilized 
only with commercial fertilizer cannot 
be expected to produce good crops of 
hemp. 


In Kentucky, hemp ig cultivated in a 
region noted for its horses and fing herds 
of cattle and sheep, as well a 


for its 
bluegrass and hemp. The soils -hrough- 
out this region have been Kept in a high 
state of fertility, as is nearly always the 
case where stock raising is an important 
element in mixed farming. ‘Barnyard 
manure is applied to corn and wheat, 
the crops preceding hemp: in the rota- 
tion—the common five-year rotation of 


clov@, hemp, corn, wheat, clover—but no

fertilizer is applied to the hemp itself. In 
Texas good crops of hemp have been pro- 
duced on rich, dark prairie soil, but on 
uplands, subject to drought, the crop 
has proved a failure. In the southern 
States, where clover doeg not succeed 
and where stock raising has not yet 
received due attent’mn, cowpeas an® cot- 
tonseed meal wif"fhake good feftilizers 
for hemp. 


An ideal hemp soil must be rich in 
available fertilizing elements, especially 
nitrogen and potash, to insure a rapid 
growth; deep and suf- 
ficiently looge in texture 
to permit the develop- 
ment of the root system 
and also to allow good 
drainage; sufficiently pli- 
able to make a good 
mellow geed bed so as to insure uniform 
germipation of seed, yet with clay 
eRough to give it a good body and firm 
texture. A good supply of humus (decay- 
ing vegetable and animal matter) is 
necessary, not only ¢o furnish plant food, 
but to retain moisture. 

An even” stand of plants, uniform in 
size, igs one of the principal objects to 
keep in mind in nearly every operaticfa 
in hemp culture. It is well-nigh impos- 
sible to maRe good fiber from a mixture 
of stalks of different sizes. Hemp grows 
to a height of from 6 to 15 feet. The 
Stemg are hollow, and in the best varie- 
ties rather prominently fluted. The fiber 
consists of numerous series of long celis 
in thé inner bark, firmly knitted to- 
gether, which, when cleaned from the 
gpurrounding tissues, form strands long, 
soft, very strong and capable of almost 
as fine subdivision as flax. It is used in 
the manufacture of fine twines, carpet 
thread, carpet yarns, sailcloth, and for 
homespun and similar’ grades of woven 
goods. The best grade of long fiber, 
called ‘dressed line,’’ is used for making 
twines, yacht cordage, etc. The tow is 
used for threads and for yarns to be 
‘woven into carpets, homespuns and linen 
goods: and the refuse fiber combed from 
the tow is used’ as oakum for calking 
ships. The average annual consumption 
of hemp fiber in the United States is 
about 18,00),000 pounds, of which only 
about 8,500,000 pounds are raised in this 
country, thé remainder being imported. 
The California hemp is cut with seif- 
rake reapers or mowing machines. Reap-

ers seem to be growing in popularity in, 
} Kentucky, though most of the hemp is 


still cut by hand with the primitive reap- 
ing knife or hemp cutter, which is some- 
thing between a corn cutter and a bush 
ecythe, but unlike either. An experi- 
enced hand with a reaping knife will cut 
about one-half acre per day. With a 
sweep-rake reaper, umier favorable con- 
ditions, from 5 to 7,acres may be cut in 
a day, and with a mowing machine 7 
to 10 acres. Some form of harvesting 
machine must soon take the place of the 
hemp knife, since it is ever more diffi- 
cult to secure the skilled labor necessary 
to cut the crop by hand, and where hemp 
is raised on a large scale it is impossible 
with the slow hand methods to get it alt 
cut at the proper season. 

Retting, or “rotting,”” by immersing 
the stalks in water is largely practiced 
in France and Italy, but nearly all the 
hemp now produced tin,the United States 
is dewretted. It is spread in long rows 
on the ground during the fall and earlv 
winter and exposed to the weather until 
the bark. including the fiber, readily slips 
from the {nner woody portion. In Ne- 
braska and CaHfornia the hemp !s spread 
in the stubble flelds where it has bebn 
cut. In Kentucky it is usually spread 
in closely cropped blue grass pasture 
land, and is sometimes hauled two or 
three miles from the hemp fields to the 
retting grounds. The plants are turned 
at leart. once to secure even retting. 

When the hemp has been retted suf- 
ficiently for the fiber to be readily sepa- 
rated, the stalks are raked together and 

set up in loose shocks to 
The dry, or hauled to the 
Fismal ¢tep place where they are to 
im te be broken. Breaking is 
Operation the process by which the 
. fiber is separated from 
the stalk .and roughly 
cleaned. Nearly all of the hemp is broken 
by hand breaks, such as have been in 
use many centuries. To break an aver- 
age crop of 50 acres requires the services 
of ten skilled hemp breakers. for two 
months, and costs about $500. The hand 
break must give way to machinéfy. 

Under fair average conditions an acreé 
of hemp yields about. 1,00 pounds of 
rough fiber, or about 6,000 pounds of dry 
retted stalks. At 5 cents per pouhd for 
the fiber it is a very good paying crop. 
It is a reasonably safe crop, aside from 
the. uncertainties ‘or retting. It is not 
of...) seriously injured by fungous dis- 
eases or insects.

At one of the fetes In the Shenandoah 
valléy given in their honor during the 
mid-winter suspension of: hostilities, 
when the two armies were encamped in 
near proximity, these gallant knights of 
the bonnie blue flag were jocosely re- 
minded of the hiatus the blockade had 
produced in the supply of crinoline, and 
half earnestly intimated their regret that 
he days of the Troubadores and knight 
errantry had passed. 

One of the jeweled dames, with an ap- 
pealing smile said: “If the days of the 
Troubadores had not vanished into the 
mist’ of tradition the crinoline blockade 
on land tould be raised.’’

By 
adroit generalship they accomplished the 
feat, and thus removed every obstacle to 
their quiet march on the sutler’s stand on 
a cold, dark wintry night. 

The descendant of Israel in charge of 
the stand surrendered at discretion and 
sat down with, a woe-begone face long 
enough to reach. from Jerusalem to Mt. 
Lebanon and vented his spleen on the 
federal army, the officers of which, he 
said, had assured him that he 
would be !mmune from confederate mo- 
lestation, and; frequently in sorrowful 
accent ejaculated,’ ‘‘Mine Got, not -his, 
da tells me! Da ruins me. I goes pack 
to mine store in New York, vare no sol- 
diers prakes in an’ takes mine goods.” 

The twenty raiders abundantly helped 
themselves to Hquid and choice edible 
supplies, and then attached the bountifyl 
supplies of crinoline, 

Each of the twenty “knights took 
twenty hoops and tethered them to the 
rear of their saddles, ten to a side, 400 
in all, waybilled for the Shenandoah 
valley, as réward for the hospitalities of 
its beauty. Feeling the inspiration of 
love, wine and security from pursuit and 
capture, they were in no great hurry in 
departing with their knightly cargo, 

Don Quixote and Bancho Panza and 
his ass never presented a more ludicrous 
and grotesque appearance, nor did they 
feel more secure in their attack on a 
wind mill to inflame the admiration of 
Dulcinea del Toboso. At 3 in the morp- 
ing the knightly cavalcade, after some 
little exertion, owing to muscular relax- 
ation, mounted and leisurely pursued 
their 20 miles’ journey to the confederate 
army in the famed valley. 

But, like the banquet at Brussels be- 
fore Waterloo, the thoughts of beauty 
and splendor, at break. o’ day was hailed 
in the rear with sharp crack of rifle in 
the hands of federal pursuers. This 
proclamation of danger ‘restored their

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Whitien for Bho Sunny f£o77th 
7NE of the most, if not the 
most, remarkable execution 
that ever took place in this 
country was the hanging of 
thirty-eight Indians at the 
Same time and from one 
scaffold at St. Paul, Minn., 

in the winter of 1862. 
These Indians made 4 
raid into Minnesota, car- 


with them. They left 

burned homes and bigeding 

and ghastly skeletons in 
their trail. They were captured by United 
States soldiers, and after a fair and full 
trial were condemned to death on the 
scaffold. 

At that time the war between the 
states was at its height and the whole- 
sale execution did not create as much 
excitement or comment as it would have 
done at a more peaceful time. 

I believe the execution has almost been 
lost sight of, or, at least, is Known to but 
a very few people. 

The following clipping from an old 
newspaper tells the story: 

late on Thursday night in company 
with Lieutenant Colonel. Marshall, we vis- 
ited the building occupied by the doomed 
Indians. They were quartered on the 
ground floor of the three-story stone 
buliding, erected by the late General 
Leech. 

They were all fastened to the floor with 
chains, two by two. Some were sitting 
up, smoking and conversing, while othefs 
were reclining, covered with blankets, and 
apparently asleep. The three half-breeds 
and ofre.or two others only were dressed 
in citizens’ clothes. The rest wore the 
breech clout, leggings, blankets and not a 
few were adorned with paint. The ma- 
jority were young men, though several 
ate quite old and gray-headed, ranging, 
perhaps, toward seventy. One is quite a 
youth, not over sixteen. 

They all appeared cheerful and con- 
tented, and seemed scarcely to reflect on 
the certain doom which awaited them. As 
we gazed om them, the recollection of 
how short. a time since they had been 
engaged in the diabolical work of mur- 
dering, indiscriminately, both old and 
young, sparipg neither sex nor condition, 
sent a thrill of horror through our veins. 
Now they are perfectly harmless, and 
look as innocent as children. They smile 
at your entrance, and hold out their 
hands to be shaken, which appear to be 
gory with the blood of babies. 

Father Ravoux spent the whole night 
among the doomed ones, talking with 
them concerning their fate, and endeav- 
oring to impress upon them a serious view 
of the subject. He met with some suc- 


cess, and during the night several were

Cheerfully Thé doomed ones wished 
it to be known among 
their ipjends, and partic- 
ularly their wives and children, how 
cheerful and happy they all died, exhibit- 
ing no fear of this dread event. To us it 
appeared not as an evidence of Christian 
faith, but a steadfast adherence to their 
heathen superstitions. 

They shook hands with the officers who 
came in among them, bidding them good- 
by, as if they were going on a long and 
pleasant journey. They added some fresh 
streaks of vermillion and ultramine to 
their countenances, as their fancy sug- 
gested, evidently intending to fix them- 
selves off aa gay as possible for the com- 
ing exhibition. They commenced singing 
their death song, Ta zoo leading, and 
nearly all joining. We had never heard 
this song and could not now tell it from 
the war song, but it was wonderfully ex- 
citing. 

At precisely 10 o’clock the condemned 
Were marshalled in a procession, and 
headed by Captain Redfield marched 
out into the street, and directly across 
through files of soldiers to..the scaffold, 
which had been erected in front, and 
were delivered to the officer of the day, 
Captain Burt. They wént eagerly: and 
cheerfully, even crowding and jostling 
each other to be ahead, just like a lot 
of hungry boarders rushing to dinner in a 
hotel. The soldiers who were on guard 
in their quarters, stacked arms and fol- 
lowed them, and they in turn weré fol- 
lowed by the clergy, reporters, etc. 

As they commenced the ascent of the 
scaffold, the death song was again start- 
ed, and when they had all got up, the 
noise they made wag truly hideous. It 
seemed as if pandemoniym had broken 
loose. It had a wonderful effect in keep- 
ing up their courage. One young fellow, 
who had been given a cigar by one of the 
reporters just before marching from their 
quarters, was smoking ft on the stand, 
puffing away very coolly during the in- 
tervals of the hidéous “Hi-yi-yi,” ‘Hi- 
yi-yi,”’ and after the cap was drawn over 
his face he managed to get it up over 
his mouth and smoke. Another was 
smoking his pipe. The noose having been 
promptly adjusted over the necks of each, 
by Captain Libby, all was ready for the 
fatal signal.

IGNORANCE OF ENGLISH LITERA.-

A professor of English Nterature in

Lost,” “The Pickwick Papers,” “The 
Bigelow Papers,’’ “Adam Bede,” “‘Idyls 
of the King,” “Abou Ben Adam?’ 

In what book does each of the follow- 
ing characters occur: Mordecai, Iago, 
Becky Sharp, King Agrippa, Minne. 
haha? 

Name one work each by Wogdsworth, 
Carlyle, Matthew Arnold and Browning. 

Almost complete ignorance was shown 
as to Mordecai and King Agrippa, show- 
ing that ible reading is greatly want- 
ing. Fifteen could not name two of 
Scott’s novels, but only two, a senior 
and a sophomore, were unable to name 
Six of Shakespeare's plays. Everybody 
had heard of ‘Mr. Milton,” but threr 
did not know who wrote “The Pickwick 
Papers,’ and seven had neyer heard o1 
the “Idyls of the King.”’ Only four 
could name the author of “Abou Ben 
Adam." Few knew of any work of 
Matthew Arnold or: Wordsworth. 

The professor seemed more depressed 
by his pupils’ lack of acquaintance with 
“The Idyls of the King’’—the finest prod- 
uct of Tennyson's imagination—than by 
their ignorance of Scott’s novels and of 
what book King Agrippa and Mordecai 
figured in. 


EDUCATING GIRLS TO BE SALES- 


WOMEN. 
Principal William McAndrews, head 
of the Girls’ Technical High school in 
New York, has decided to add to his 
school a department in which girls shall 
be practically taught the business of sell- 
ing goods in department and other stores. 
Professor McAndrews conceived 


in stores and after finding from the large 
department stores that had training 
schools for saleswomen and that. they 
would greatly prefer employing girls who 
had already been taught to sell, how to 
figure quickly and correctly and how to 
handle customers. 

This new experiment in practica] educa- 
tion is to be called the Girls’ Trades 
school and visitors to New York this 
fall will find it in operation on Twelfth 
street. Its chief feature is a miniature 
department store completely fitted up. 
Here girls are taught first of all the 
manners and deportment that go to make’ 
up a successful saleswoman and, by the 
way, the department store managers tell 
us this is half the battle. Then they will 
be instructed expertly in weights and 
measures, in the art of doing up bundles; 
they will be taught about goods and mer- 
chandise of all sorts, the qualities, prices 
antl proper way to handle. Besides this 
much attention will be given to plain pen- 
manship and accurate figuring. 

Thus the girl by the time this course is 
completed will have a very clear idea of 
just how a big department store is run, 
and in her line she wil] be an expert, 
carefully trained, not only how to. sell, 
but how to behave. In addition to this 
the pupil is instructed in English, French 
and German, home and social science (in- 
cluding cooking and sewing) and the man- 
agement of home. She learns a little pri- 
mary chemistry, some elementary nurs- 
ing and some of the important principles 
of sapitation. The courses include pen- 
manship and stenography, commercial 
arithmetic and physical culture.

Manhy'a man in the mad race 
for money and position becomes as dead 
to the highest and best in life as does his 
plodding brother who tolls for a bare 
living. Of such, though he may never 
have handled a farm’ implement, we 
might well quote Markham’s lines: 


‘Slave of the wheel of labor, what to

What the long reaches of the peaks of 
song, . 
The rift of cawn, the reddening of the 
P rose?” 


Another of Millet’s pictures, ‘The 
Sower,’’ was an inspiration to Markham, 
and the poem it suggested is one of ‘his 
best. it is a true interpretation of the 
pictur2,. amd should appeal especially to 
the farmer, to whom it gives a deservedly 
high place among men.

Mary Foster 
Snyder says: “My beautiful Cordata was 
full of buds and biessoms, when, through 
neglect, it was frost bitten in November. 
In January it bloomed again, and once 
more a hard colé chilled it badly, but in 
March it’ was covered with bloom once 
more, and blossomed luxuriantly until 
June. It is the handsomest of basket 
plants even whey out of bloom.

If you wish to oi] or paint the kitchen 
floor and there are cracks that need 
filling, tear several newspapers in smal! 

Mix one 
pound of flour and a quart of water to- 
gether, beating ft until it is smooth and 
free from lumps; then stir in a table- 
spoonful of alum and two quarts of boll- 
ing\\water. Set it on the stove where 
the paste will cook and mix the wet 
paper with ft. Boil until it is quite 
thick and press it into the cracks while 
hot with a knife. I€ will soon harden 
and make the floor nice and smooth. 

Before the stoves are put up, they 
may be blacked, the nickel trimming 
polished and new grates put in if they 
are needed. Wash the mica in the doors 
with a flannel cloth dipped in vinegar 
diluted with water. 

Feather pillows need washing at least 
once a year, for they cannot be used 
constantly without accumulating dust 
and dirt. Choose a-bright, sunny day 
for the work, and a gentle breeze helps 
them to dry quickly. Fill a large tub 
half full of water that is almost boiling 
hot, and dissolve enough Gold Dust 
washing powder in it to.make a good 
suds.

A glorious old-time voyage has been 
that of the fine old Canton, the oldest 
whaling vessel in the world. She is lying 

at the Union _ street 
wharf now, having dis- 
charged the last 500 bar- 
rels of q@ net “voyage” 
that produced 2,200 bar- 
rels of sperm oil in siz- 
teen months—an excep- 
Vonally ghort cruise with a result big 
enough to make even the old whalers of 
New Bedford town admire. 

Tye Canton saileq the whale grounds of 
all the seven seas long before the garish 
Gays of kerosena She carried the Amert- 
can flag around the world long before 
many Americag steamships were on the 
seas. She struck whale in waters almost 
unknown tg the rest of the maritime 
world. And stout in every timber, able as 
the day when she was launched, with 
ribs so well preserved that they chip 
fesh and bright under the shipwright’s 
adzea, she promises to cary her white and 
blue house fiag, with the black letter 
“WwW” on the white and the red bal) on 
the biue fleid, the famous old pennant of 
the Wings of New Bedford, around the 
world for many years to come. 

They treat her lovingly, Scarcely were 
the last barrels of oil out of her before 
the ship carpenters were in her—ripping 
up planks and sheathing to investigate 
her hidden timbers, replacing worn stuff 
with pew, overhauling her from stem te 
stern. Since she was launched, she uas 
been renewed again and again from keel- 
son to truck. But never an inch of her 
old model has been altered. She swims 
today, as she swam more thay half a 
century ago, a tpyjical whaler of the far- 
off days when men built ships like 
churches. 

Her first whaling voyage was in 1841. 
She was known as Canton II then, for 
New Bedford men owned a full rigged 
ship also named Canton. That ship was 
lost in 1852 off the Japan coast and only 
a few of her crew.managed to reach 
shore, after weeks of suffering in open 
hoats. : 

The bark Canton is only 226 tons bur- 
den, but she looks as big as a merchant- 
man, for she towera out of the water 
with bulky sides and her fat bowsprit 
js almost as big as a mast. Her immense

where there always are a number of new 
hands and a proportion of old ones who 
have become stale with the land and 
need to get their sea stomachs again. 

The third day brought excitement 
enough to cure them all; for, though the 
ship was still near the coast off New Jer- 
sey, ehe sailed smack into a great school 
of mighty sperm whales that hammered 
the water into whiteness as far as man 
could see. “Tuesday, April 2], 1801,” says 
the log, ‘sighted a large school of whale. 
Lowered larboard and waist boats. Waist 
boat struck a forty barrel whale and got 
earted out of town to windward. Turned 
whale up at 7 p. m. and started to tow 
‘vessel, but weather becoming very squn!l- 
ly, let go. 80 ends this day.” 

The entry is silently, but eloquently 
embellishéd with a picture of a whale’s 
tail sticking out of the water. That 
means that the result of the day’s chase 
was a fluke. 

But the Canton was to make up for 
that first fluke. The promise of the third 
day out was richly fulfilled during the 
cruise, for the bark found 
whale throughout the 
north Atlantic. 

It was a most unevent- 
ful voyage. So say offi- 
cers and crew. Sosay her 
handsome young captain 
Nicholas R. Viera. These are some of 
tne uneventful events: ; 

A few days efter striking the first 
whale and being ‘‘carted out of town’”’ 
by the swift brute, the bark lowered 
four boats. At 1p. m., the larboard boat 
struck a big whale. At 4:30 p. m., the 
waist boat got -her irons into one. The 
two whales during their runs swam to- 
ward each other and the two boats ¢ol- 
lided, and were hauled along helter skel- 
ter. The fourth mate’s boat, pulled by 
strong arms, shot into the mess and got 
her fron into the second whale. As quick- 
ly as he struck, the first mate cut his 
line and got-clear and both whales were 
killed and brought alongside by 7,30 p. 
m. One of them produced twenty-five 
barrels and the other thirty barrels. 

In the mix-up the first mate got his 
wrist badly cut by a sharp lance that 
was sticking out of one ofthe boats. “The 
captain,”’ says the log briefly, “stitched 
the wound.’’ The captain had more se- 
vere surgery than that to perform be- 
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Captain Frank Lewis. 


fore the voyage was ended. One day 
sperm whales were “raised’’ at 10:30 a. m, 
The first, second and third mate’s boats 
were lowered at once and they chased 
the big fellows all day long. It was hard 
work, for the whales were shy and hard 
to get at. 

Hours passed and it was 6 p. m. before 
the third mate managed at last to strike. 
He got his harpoon into a mighty one. 


The instant the iron entered, the black

The third mate ‘apparently survived his 
rude treatment by the whale, for a later 
entry in the log récords that he enjoyed 
another serene and placid day by strik- 
ing a@ whale in the morning and getting 
capsized on the whale’s back. The setond 
mate’s boat took the line. and killed the 
fist. The third mate tried to return the 
favor afterwards by taking the Hne from 
the second mate when that man’s boat 
struck a whale, and g0t badly ‘‘stove.”’ 
But the line parted. Seeing. the whale 
escaping, thé captain himself lowered, 
but the beast, g@t clear before the boat 
reached him..;/Bhe NMterary mate orna- 
mented this:entry imithe log with ao extra 
large pictur@ ofitm fhwke. 

The third mers h#if” another piece of 
hard luck whef"hé stSick a very large 
whale and killéd him almost at once, 
the big fellow tdking the harpoons and 
the lance thrusts almost as quietly as 
a cow. But hatdly had he been killed 
before the weather beeame so wicked 
that even the daring whalers could not 
hold on and the monster: was lost after 
all their work. 


anxiety as never-before in twenty years, 
watching the bulletins from Bnoaffalo, 
where the president lay 
dythg, the Canton, with 
her crew all ignorant of 
the tragedy, was fighting 
a tremendous gale be- 
tween the Azores and the 
Cape Verde tslands.

HAVE deen wandering 
about Paris for a week in 
the footsteps of the Ameri- 
can Invasion. They sre 25 
plainy marked ae the 
footprints which Robinson 
Crusoe found on the sand 
of his desert isiand. The 
big hoté] in the heart of the 
boulevards “where I am 
writing, it filieg with 
Americans, and I am sur- 
rounded by American 
signs. Our consul general 

hes his offices just over the way with 
the American flag flying from.a pole out 
of one of the windows; Spaulding, the 
Chicago jeweler, is just below, and Tif- 
fany & Co. are on the opposite side of 
thé street. In the same g@irection I see 
the sign of the Equitable Life Insurance 
Company, which tas recently bought a 
lot under the shadow of the opera house, 
where it expects to build an American 
building, and around the ‘corner is the 
office of the American Express Company, 
with reading rooms containing the lead- 
ing American papers. There are Ameri- 
can newspaper correspondents scattered 
throughout the buildings nearby, and 
within a stone’s throw of here are & 
score of our manufacturers and others 
who are here pushing American goods. 
I am dictating this letter to an American 
machine, at which sits a pretty French 
typewriter git] who writes English, and 
were I fond of American drinks, I might 
stimulate my tongue with a jigger of 
Kentucky whisky at the American bar 
in this very hotel. 

Bpeaking of typewriters, all of the chief 
American makes are being sold throughout 
France and the French typewriter girl is 
already an institution of Paris. ghe is 
as bright as her American sister and is 
often as pretty and more stylishly 
dressed. She appreciates how to charge 
for her work, and when she catches 4 
wandering American she makes him pay 
well. The usual rate for transient work 
of this kind in Pafis is five francs or 
$1 per hour. For long jobs there is 4 
considerable reduction and for steady 
werk the prices are about the same as at 
home.

The 
Smith-Premier, the Ycst, the Caligraph, 
the Bar-Lock, the Oliver, the Densmore, 
the Jewett and the WilHiams.are Ameri- 
can machines which I have seen. and 
most of these have offices on the- boule- 
vards. In the same locality may be 
found the Columbia phonographs and 
graphophones offered for sale or talking 
or singing in French at fixed prices. 

There are five different brands of Amer- 
ican bicycies for sale in one shop near 
the Madeleine, and American sewing ma- 
chines are advertised on the Kiosks and 
other stands throughout the city. The 
French ‘shave no typewriters of thelr own 
worth mentioning, and at this writing 
the ,American sewing machine is consid- 
ered by far the best and it gets the 
trade. 

Our American foods are slowly but 
surely pushing their way into the mar- 
kets of Paris. Not a few of the largest 
grocery establishments 
advertise American 
goods, and some of them 
make such goods a spe- 
clalty. I visited today 
the grocery of Felix Po- 
tin at the junction of the 
Boulevards Haussman and Malesherbés. 
It is the greatest establishment of the 
kind in Paris and perhaps the finest gro- 
cery of the world. I found the windows 
piled high with American goods, and 
placards hung up here and there adver- 
tising American soups, California fruits 
and other delicacies. Among the curious 
things were Little Neck clams ig.tins and 
codfish balls from Boston. There were 
also tins of potted ham, tongue, turkey 
and chicken, silver spray succotash and 
eans of corn on the cob. Among the soups 
were oxtail, mock turtle, hare soup and 
clam chowder, each of which sells for 2 
cents per can, green turtle and terrapin- 
soups at 40 cents per can and mulligataw- 
ney and others at lower fates. I talleed 
with the mapager. He says that Amert- 
can goods are steadily increasing in popu- 
larity and that they are making their 
way among the French. 

1 heard the same from another grocer 
closé to the Place Vendome ‘yn the heart 
of the Rue de la Prix, where the leading 
French dressmakers are situated. This 
man is handling American cereais, Ameri- 
cati whiskies, crackers and biscuits from 
New York, as well as the various goods 
1 saw at Potin’s.
